PRAYERS. 

The  Honourable  the  Speaker  having  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate 
do  now  adjourn  during  pleasure,  it  was — 
Resolved  in  the  affirmative. 


After  awhile,  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  having  come  and  being 
seated  upon  the  Throne — 

The  Honourable  the  Speaker  commanded  the  Gentleman  Usher  of  the 
Black  Rod  to  proceed  to  the  House  of  Commons  and  acquaint  that  House 
that:  — 

"It  is  the  pleasure  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  that  they  attend 
him  immediately  in  the  Senate  Chamber." 


The  House  of  Commons  being  come, 
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His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  was  then  pleased  to  open  the  Session 
by  a  gracious  Speech  to  both  Houses,  as  follows:  — 

Honourable  Members  of  the  Senate, 

Members  of  the  House  of  Commons, 

I  welcome  you  as  you  foregather  to  resume  your  Parliamentary  duties. 

All  Canadians  look  forward  with  the  greatest  pleasure  to  the  forthcoming 
visit  to  Canada  of  Her  Gracious  Majesty  the  Queen  and  His  Royal  Highness, 
the  Prince  Philip,  on  the  occasion  of  the  official  opening  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
Seaway.  It  is  particularly  gratifying  that  Her  Majesty  also  plans  to  visit  all 
the  Provinces  and  the  two  Territories  in  order  to  meet  her  Canadian  subjects 
in  many  parts  of  our  country. 

Canada's  close  relations  with  the  other  countries  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
the  sense  of  community  of  interest  within  this  association  of  free  nations  itself, 
have  been  confirmed  and  vitalized  by  the  recent  visit  of  my  Prime  Minister 
to  the  Commonwealth  capitals  of  the  United  Kingdom,  Pakistan,  India,  Ceylon, 
Malaya,  Singapore,  Australia  and  New  Zealand.  These  consultations  between 
heads  of  government  provided  an  opportunity  for  an  exchange  of  views  on 
international  questions,  on  the  possibilities  for  expanding  trade  and  on  other 
problems  of  mutual  concern. 

Canadians  recognize  that  the  most  pressing  need  of  all  nations  is  an  enduring 
peace.  My  Government  will  continue  to  work  steadfastly  and  in  a  spirit  of 
genuine  cooperation  towards  the  settlement  of  outstanding  issues  which 
threaten  that  peace. 

My  Ministers  are  concerned  over  recent  developments  in  the  Berlin 
situation.  They  deplore  the  attempt  by  the  Soviet  Union  to  abrogate  unilaterally 
the  inter- allied  agreements  relating  to  Berlin,  and  they  believe  that  the  freedom 
of  West  Berlin  must  be  assured  pending  agreement  on  the  establishment  of  a 
united  and  free  Germany. 

My  Ministers  have  been  pleased  to  note  that  some  advance  has  been  made 
during  the  past  year  in  the  vital  field  of  disarmament.  The  drafting  of  an 
agreement  for  the  discontinuance  of  nuclear  weapons  tests  is  a  hopeful 
beginning. 

It  is  Canada's  desire  that  the  scientific  achievements  which  now  have  made 
possible  the  penetration  of  outer  space  should  be  a  blessing  to  all  mankind. 
My  Government  is  convinced  that  international  agreement  must  be  reached 
without  delay  to  ensure  that  outer  space  is  used  only  for  peaceful  purposes  with 
full  cooperation  among  all  nations. 

In  concert  with  its  allies  in  the  North  Atlantic  Treaty  Organization, 
Canada  has  reaffirmed  its  determination  to  maintain  and  improve  the  power 
of  the  alliance  as  a  deterrent  against  aggression.  You  will  be  asked  to  provide 
for  maintaining  the  effective  power  of  Canada's  defence  forces.  The  importance 
of  the  alliance  was  re-emphasized  by  the  visit  of  my  Prime  Minister  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  France,  West  Germany  and  Italy.  His  consultations  with  the 
Heads  of  Government  in  those  countries  included  trade  and  economic  policies, 
as  well  as  the  more  general  questions  confronting  the  alliance. 

Discussions  are  taking  place  with  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
to  enable  Canadian  industry  to  share  in  the  production  of  equipment  being 
procured  by  the  United  States  for  joint  defence  purposes. 
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My  Ministers  continue  to  recognize  the  necessity  of  providing  economic 
assistance  to  under-developed  nations.  Approval  will  be  sought  for  the  appro- 
priations needed  for  this  purpose,  so  that  Canada  may  play  its  full  part  in 
helping  the  emerging  states  of  Asia  and  Africa,  particularly  those  in  the 
Commonwealth. 

My  Ministers  expect  that  the  increases  which  have  been  proposed  in  the 
resources  of  the  International  Bank  and  the  International  Monetary  Fund  will 
be  approved  by  the  votes  of  the  member  countries  and  when  that  has  occurred 
you  will  be  asked  to  approve  the  necessary  legislation  to  implement  these 
important  measures  for  improving  the  facilities  for  financing  world  trade  and 
economic  development. 

In  response  to  suggestions  put  forward  by  my  Government,  a  Common- 
wealth Trade  and  Economic  Conference  was  held  in  Montreal  last  September. 
This  meeting,  one  of  the  most  important  in  the  history  of  the  Commonwealth, 
was  attended  by  Ministers  representing  the  self-governing  nations  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  the  countries  now  looking  forward  to  obtaining  full 
sovereignty.  A  large  measure  of  agreement  was  reached  on  trade  and  economic 
matters.  This  has  led  to  far-reaching  decisions  on  the  part  of  the  United 
Kingdom  and  other  countries  to  restore  convertibility  of  their  currencies  and 
to  remove  restrictions  on  imports. 

My  Government  has  taken  action  to  reduce  unemployment  by  expediting 
national  works  programmes,  by  programmes  undertaken  in  cooperation  with 
the  Provinces,  and  by  encouraging  Canadians  generally  to  undertake  con- 
structive activities  particularly  in  the  winter  season.  You  will  be  asked  to 
assist  the  municipalities  of  Canada  in  the  financing  of  work  on  construction 
projects  which  would  not  otherwise  have  been  undertaken  during  the  winter 
months. 

Certain  amendments  to  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Act  will  be  submitted 
to  you. 

My  Government  welcomes  the  evidence  of  recovery  from  the  recession 
and  will  continue  to  foster  and  assist  this  improvement.  They  believe  that  as 
recovery  proceeds  there  will  be  increasing  need  for  care  to  preserve  the 
stability  and  purchasing  power  of  our  currency. 

My  Government  will  continue  in  its  economic  policies  to  lay  emphasis 
upon  national  development.  My  Ministers  believe  that  by  the  wise  use  of  the 
resources  with  which  nature  has  endowed  this  country,  Canadians  can  achieve 
a  continually  rising  standard  of  living.  My  Government  will  therefore  foster 
and  encourage  the  proper  development  and  use  of  these  resources  and  the 
growth  of  efficient  industry  based  upon  them.  Many  projects  for  national 
development  have  already  been  put  in  hand;  you  will  be  asked  to  vote  the 
supply  necessary  to  continue  these  projects  and  to  initiate  others. 

Additional  legislation  in  the  field  of  agriculture  will  be  recommended.  A 
measure  will  be  laid  before  you  to  institute  a  system  of  crop  insurance  in 
cooperation  with  such  Provinces  as  so  desire.  You  will  also  be  invited  to 
make  a  comprehensive  review  and  revision  of  the  legislation  concerning 
farm  credit,  in  order  that  credit  may  be  more  effective  in  assisting  in  the 
development  and  maintenance  of  an  efficient  and  prosperous  agriculture. 

You  will  be  asked  to  enact  a  Bill  of  Rights  which  will  make  manifest  the 
intent  that  fundamental  rights  and  freedoms  shall  prevail  and  remain  inviolate 
in  all  matters  within  the  competence  of  Parliament. 

At  the  earliest  opportunity  you  will  be  invited  to  authorize  the  establish- 
ment of  a  National  Energy  Board  to  ensure,  so  far  as  it  lies  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  Parliament,  that  Canada's  energy  resources  are  used  effectively  and 
prudently  to  the  best  advantage  of  Canadians. 
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My  Ministers  have  been  gratified  to  see  the  all-time  record  in  house 
construction  which  has  been  made  possible  by  Government  loans  under  the 
National  Housing  Act.  They  will  recommend  to  you  further  amendments  to 
that  Act  to  continue  this  programme  and  to  encourage  the  flow  of  private  funds 
into  mortgages. 

For  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  range  and  effectiveness  of  the  guarantees 
provided  for  financing  exports,  you  will  be  asked  to  make  certain  amendments 
to  the  Export  Credits  Insurance  Act. 

My  Government  will  place  before  you  certain  amendments  to  the  laws 
respecting  trade  practices. 

You  will  be  asked  to  consider  a  bill  containing  numerous  amendments 
to  the  Canada  Shipping  Act. 

My  Government  will  request  your  approval  of  its  participation  in  a 
contributory  plan  to  provide  medical  benefits  for  civil  servants  pursuant  to 
recommendations  of  the  National  Joint  Council  of  the  Public  Service. 

A  comprehensive  review  of  the  provisions  of  the  Veterans'  Land  Act  will 
be  proposed  and  amendments  to  ensure  that  veteran  farmers  also  can  take 
greater  advantage  of  modern  agricultural  practices.  Amendments  to  the 
Veterans  Rehabilitation  Act  and  the  War  Service  Grants  Act  will  also  be 
recommended. 

My  Government  will  recommend  an  amendment  to  the  Federal-Provincial 
Tax  Sharing  Arrangements  Act  to  extend  for  another  year  the  increase  made 
last  year  in  the  Provincial  share  of  personal  income  tax  revenue. 

My  Government  proposes  that  the  entire  subject  of  financial  relations 
between  the  Dominion  and  the  Provinces  shall  receive  continued  active 
cooperative  study.  All  Provincial  Governments  are  being  asked  to  agree  to 
the  use,  for  this  purpose,  of  the  machinery  of  the  existing  Federal-Provincial 
Continuing  Committee  on  Fiscal  and  Economic  Matters  working  under  the 
direction  of  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  all  Provincial 
Treasurers. 

My  Ministers  will  recommend  to  you  action  to  alleviate  the  discriminatory 
effects  of  the  recent  horizontal  increase  in  freight  rates. 

Recommendations  for  a  number  of  changes  in  the  Criminal  Code  will  be 
placed  before  you  including  some  to  strengthen  the  provisions  respecting 
obscene  literature. 

My  Ministers  will  propose  to  you  measures  to  revise  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mounted  Police  Act  and  to  revise  and  consolidate  the  relevant  pension  provisions. 

You  will  be  asked  to  approve  a  statute  to  authorize  the  appointment  of 
Parliamentary  Secretaries  to  Ministers  of  the  Crown. 

My  Government  will  put  forward  a  resolution  to  establish  a  Joint  Com- 
mittee of  both  Houses  to  review  the  Indian  Act  and  the  administration  of 
Indian  affairs. 

A  recommendation  will  be  placed  before  you  for  a  statute  to  continue 
on  a  permanent  basis  the  supplementary  pensions  for  retired  civil  servants, 
members  of  the  Armed  Services  and  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police 
that  were  provided  on  an  interim  basis  by  an  appropriation  last  year. 

My  Ministers  will  recommend  an  increase  in  the  total  funds  that  may  be 
expended  under  the  Trans-Canada  Highway  Act. 

You  will  be  asked  to  revise  the  Seeds  Act,  to  approve  and  implement  by 
statute  an  agreement  with  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick  concerning  Indian 
lands,  and  to  extend  the  Fisheries  Improvement  Loans  Act  for  a  further 
three  years. 
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You  will  also  be  asked  to  amend  the  Northwest  Territories  Act,  the 
Public  Lands  Grants  Act,  the  National  Defence  Act,  the  Defence  Services 
Pension  Act,  the  Broadcasting  Act,  the  Public  Servants  Inventions  Act  and 
certain  other  statutes. 

Members  of  the  House  of  Commons, 

You  will  be  invited  to  establish  a  special  Committee  of  the  House  to 
review  broadcasting  policy  and  operations. 

It  will  be  proposed  that  the  Standing  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections 
review  the  Elections  Act  in  preparation  for  subsequent  legislation.

To  the  Honourable  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate: 

The  Parliamentary  Librarian  has  the  honour  to  submit  the  following 
report.  The  last  report  was  presented  to  both  Houses  on  May  12,  1958. 

The  Joint  Committee  on  the  Library  of  Parliament  met  on  July  3,  1958. 
Problems  of  the  Library  were  discussed  and  a  sub-committee  on  reference 
facilities  was  appointed.  This  sub-committee  met  on  July  17th  and  instructed 
the  Parliamentary  Librarian  to  prepare  a  memorandum  on  the  present  refer- 
ence facilities  of  the  Library  for  distribution  to  all  members  of  both  Houses. 
Accordingly,  a  guide  of  five  pages  descriptive  of  the  Library  and  its  facilities 
was  printed  and  mailed  to  all  Senators  and  Members  early  in  August.  Copies 
of  this  are  still  available  and  suggestions  as  to  improvements  in  further  editions 
will  be  welcomed. 

As  recommended  also  by  the  Joint  Committee,  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  have  installed  eight  chandeliers  to  improve  the  lighting  in  the  main 
Reading  Room  of  the  Library. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  1958,  our  staff  answered  4,502  reference  questions 
and  circulated  15,280  books.  The  number  of  volumes  re-catalogued  and 
re-classified  since  the  fire  of  1952  was  126,932  as  of  December  31st  last.  Of 
that  number,  22,807  had  been  re-classified  in  the  last  twelve  months

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APPENDIX 

CONVENTION  ON   THE   NATIONALITY   OF   MARRIED   WOMEN 
ADOPTED   BY    THE    GENERAL    ASSEMBLY    OF    THE 
UNITED  NATIONS  AT  ITS  ELEVENTH  SESSION. 

Signed  by  Canada  February  20,   1957. 

The  General  Assembly, 

Considering  that  it  is  appropriate  to  conclude,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
United  Nations,  an  international  convention  on  the  nationality  of  married 
women,  designed  to  eliminate  conflicts  of  law  arising  out  of  provisions  con- 
cerning the  loss  or  acquisition  of  nationality  by  women  as  a  result  of  marriage, 
of  its  dissolution,  or  of  the  change  of  nationality  by  the  husband  during 
marriage, 

Decides  to  open  the  Convention  annexed  to  the  present  resolution  for 
signature  and  ratification  at  the  end  of  the  eleventh  session  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

Annex 

CONVENTION    ON    THE    NATIONALITY    OF    MARRIED    WOMEN 

The  Contracting  States, 


Recognizing  that  conflicts  in  law  and  in  practice  with  reference  to 
nationality  arise  as  a  result  of  provisions  concerning  the  loss  or  acquisition  of 
nationality  by  women  as  a  result  of  marriage,  of  its  dissolution  or  of  the 
change  of  nationality  by  the  husband  during  marriage, 

Recognizing  that,  in  article  15  of  the  Universal  Declaration  of  Human 
Rights,  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Nations  has  proclaimed  that 
"everyone  has  the  right  to  a  nationality"  and  that  "no  one  shall  be  arbitrarily 
deprived  of  his  nationality  nor  denied  the  right  to  change  his  nationality", 

Desiring  to  co-operate  with  the  United  Nations  in  promoting  universal 
respect  for,  and  observance  of,  human  rights  and  fundamental  freedoms  for 
all  without  distinction  as  to  sex, 

Hereby  agree  as  hereinafter  provided: 

Article  1 

Each  Contracting  State  agrees  that  neither  the  celebration  nor  the  dissolu- 
tion of  a  marriage  between  one  of  its  nationals  and  an  alien,  nor  the  change 
of  nationality  by  the  husband  during  marriage,  shall  automatically  affect  the 
nationality  of  the  wife. 

Article  2 

Each  Contracting  State  agrees  that  neither  the  voluntary  acquisition  of 
the  nationality  of  another  State  nor  the  renunciation  of  its  nationality  by  one 
of  its  nationals  shall  prevent  the  retention  of  its  nationality  by  the  wife  of 
such  national. 

Article   3 

1.  Each  Contracting  State  agrees  that  the  alien  wife  of  one  of  its  nationals 
may,  at  her  request,  acquire  the  nationality  of  her  husband  through  specially 
privileged  naturalization  procedures;  the  grant  of  such  nationality  may  be 
subject  to  such  limitations  as  may  be  imposed  in  the  interests  of  national 
security  or  public  policy. 
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2.  Each  Contracting  State  agrees  that  the  present  Convention  shall  not  be 
construed  as  affecting  any  legislation  or  judicial  practice  by  which  the  alien 
wife  of  one  of  its  nationals  may,  at  her  request,  acquire  her  husband's 
nationality  as  a  matter  of  right. 

Article   4 

1.  The  present  Convention  shall  be  open  for  signature  and  ratification  on 
behalf  of  any  State  Member  of  the  United  Nations  and  also  on  behalf  of  any 
other  State  which  is  or  hereafter  becomes  a  member  of  any  specialized  agency 
of  the  United  Nations,  or  which  is  or  hereafter  becomes  a  Party  to  the  Statute 
of  the  International  Court  of  Justice,  or  any  other  State  to  which  an  invitation 
has  been  addressed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Nations. 

2.  The  present  Convention  shall  be  ratified  and  the  instruments  of  ratifica- 
tion shall  be  deposited  with  the  Secretary-General  of  the  United  Nations. 

Article   5 

1.  The  present  Convention  shall  be  open  for  accession  to  all  States  referred 
to  in  paragraph  1  of  article  4. 

2.  Accession  shall  be  effected  by  the  deposit  of  an  instrument  of  accession 
with  the  Secretary-General  of  the  United  Nations. 

Article   6 

1.  The  present  Convention  shall  come  into  force  on  the  ninetieth  day 
following  the  date  of  deposit  of  the  sixth  instrument  of  ratification  or  accession. 

2.  For  each  State  ratifying  or  acceding  to  the  Convention  after  the  deposit 
of  the  sixth  instrument  of  ratification  or  accession,  the  Convention  shall  enter 
into  force  on  the  ninetieth  day  after  deposit  by  such  State  of  its  instrument 
of  ratification  or  accession. 

Article  7 

1.  The  present  Convention  shall  apply  to  all  non-self-governing,  trust, 
colonial  and  other  non-metropolitan  territories  for  the  international  relations 
of  which  any  Contracting  State  is  responsible;  the  Contracting  State  concerned 
shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  paragraph  2  of  the  present  article,  at  the  time 
of  signature,  ratification  or  accession  declare  the  non-metropolitan  territory  or 
territories  to  which  the  Convention  shall  apply  ipso  facto  as  a  result  of  such 
signature,  ratification  or  accession. 

2.  In  any  case  in  which,  for  the  purpose  of  nationality,  a  non-metropolitan 
territory  is  not  treated  as  one  with  the  metropolitan  territory,  or  in  any  case  in 
which  the  previous  consent  of  a  non-metropolitan  territory  is  required  by  the 
constitutional  laws  or  practices  of  the  Contracting  State  or  of  the  non- 
metropolitan  territory  for  the  application  of  the  Convention  to  that  territory, 
that  Contracting  State  shall  endeavour  to  secure  the  needed  consent  of  the 
non-metropolitan  territory  within  the  period  of  twelve  months  from  the  date 
of  signature  of  the  Convention  by  that  Contracting  State,  and  when  such  consent 
has  been  obtained  the  Contracting  State  shall  notify  the  Secretary-General  of 
the  United  Nations.  The  present  Convention  shall  apply  to  the  territory  or  ter- 
ritories named  in  such  notification  from  the  date  of  its  receipt  by  the  Secretary- 
General. 
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3.  After  the  expiry  of  the  twelve-month  period  mentioned  in  paragraph  2 
of  the  present  article,  the  Contracting  States  concerned  shall  inform  the 
Secretary- General  of  the  results  of  the  consultations  with  those  non-metro- 
politan territories  for  whose  international  relations  they  are  responsible  and 
whose  consent  to  the  application  of  the  present  Convention  may  have  been 
withheld. 

Article  8 

1.  At  the  time  of  signature,  ratification  or  accession,  any  State  may  make 
reservations  to  any  article  of  the  present  Convention  other  than  articles  1  and  2. 

2.  If  any  State  makes  a  reservation  in  accordance  with  paragraph  1  of  the 
present  article,  the  Convention,  with  the  exception  of  those  provisions  to  which 
the  reservation  relates,  shall  have  effect  as  between  the  reserving  State  and  the 
other  Parties.  The  Secretary-General  of  the  United  Nations  shall  communicate 
the  text  of  the  reservation  to  all  States  which  are  or  may  become  Parties  to 
the  Convention.  Any  State  Party  to  the  Convention  or  which  thereafter  becomes 
a  Party  may  notify  the  Secretary-General  that  it  does  not  agree  to  consider 
itself  bound  by  the  Convention  with  respect  to  the  State  making  the  reservation. 
This  notification  must  be  made,  in  the  case  of  a  State  already  a  Party,  within 
ninety  days  from  the  date  of  the  communication  by  the  Secretary-General; 
and,  in  the  case  of  a  State  subsequently  becoming  a  Party,  within  ninety  days 
from  the  date  when  the  instrument  of  ratification  or  accession  is  deposited. 
In  the  event  that  such  a  notification  is  made,  the  Convention  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  in  effect  as  between  the  State  making  the  notification  and  the 
State  making  the  reservation. 

3.  Any  State  making  a  reservation  in  accordance  with  paragraph  1  of  the 
present  article  may  at  any  time  withdraw  the  reservation,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  after  it  has  been  accepted,  by  a  notification  to  this  effect  addressed  to 
the  Secretary-General  of  the  United  Nations.  Such  notification  shall  take 
effect  on  the  date  on  which  it  is  received. 

Article  9 

1.  Any  Contracting  State  may  denounce  the  present  Convention  by 
written  notification  to  the  Secretary-General  of  the  United  Nations.  Denuncia- 
tion shall  take  effect  one  year  after  the  date  or  receipt  of  the  notification  by 
the  Secretary-General. 

2.  The  present  Convention  shall  cease  to  be  in  force  as  from  the  date 
when  the  denunciation  which  reduces  the  number  of  Parties  to  less  than  six 
becomes  effective. 

Article  10 

Any  dispute  which  may  arise  between  any  two  or  more  Contracting  States 
concerning  the  interpretation  or  application  of  the  present  Convention,  which 
is  not  settled  by  negotiation,  shall,  at  the  request  of  any  one  of  the  Parties 
to  the  dispute,  be  referred  to  the  International  Court  of  Justice  for  decision, 
unless  the  Parties  agree  to  another  mode  of  settlement. 

Article  11 

The  Secretary-General  of  the  United  Nations  shall  notify  all  States  Members 
of  the  United  Nations  and  the  non-member  States  contemplated  in  paragraph  1 
of  article  4  of  the  present  Convention  of  the  following: 

(a)  Signatures  and  instruments  of  ratification  received  in  accordance  with 
article  4; 
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(b)  Instruments  of  accession  received  in  accordance  with  article  5; 

(c)  The  date  upon  which  the  present  Convention  enters  into  force  in 
accordance  with  article  6; 

(d)  Communications  and  notifications  received  in  accordance  with  article 
8; 

(e)  Notifications  of  denunciation  received  in  accordance  with  paragraph 
1  of  article  9; 

(f )  Abrogation  in  accordance  with  paragraph  2  of  article  9. 

Article  12 

1.  The  present  Convention,  of  which  the  Chinese,  English,  French,  Russian 
and  Spanish  texts  shall  be  equally  authentic,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  archives 
of  the  United  Nations. 

2.  The  Secretary-General  of  the  United  Nations  shall  transmit  a  certified 
copy  of  the  Convention  to  all  States  Members  of  the  United  Nations  and  to 
the  non-member  States  contemplated  in  paragraph  1  of  article  4.

That  twenty-four  Members  of  the  House  of  Commons,  to  be  designated  at 
a  later  date,  act  on  behalf  of  the  House  as  Members  of  the  said  Committee, 
and  that  Standing  Order  67(1)  of  the  House  of  Commons  be  suspended  in 
relation  thereto; 

That  the  said  Committee  have  power  to  call  for  persons,  papers  and  records 
and  examine  witnesses  under  oath;  to  sit  while  the  House  is  sitting,  and  to 
report  from  time  to  time;  and  to  print  such  papers  and  evidence  from  day  to 
day  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Committee  and  that  Standing  Order  66  be 
suspended  in  relation  thereto. 

And  that  a  Message  be  sent  to  the  Senate  requesting  that  House  to  unite 
with  this  House  for  the  above  purpose,  and  to  select,  if  the  Senate  deems 
advisable,  some  of  its  members  to  act  on  the  proposed  Joint  Committee.

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APPENDIX 

REPORT  ON  THE  ORGANIZATION  MEETING  OF  THE  CANADA-UNITED 

STATES  INTER-PARLIAMENTARY  GROUP,  HELD  IN  WASHINGTON,  D.C., 

U.S.A.— JANUARY    9TH    AND    10TH,    1959. 

On  August  12th,  1958,  the  House  of  Commons  gave  unanimous  approval 
to  a  proposal  of  the  Rt.  Hon.  J.  G.  Diefenbaker,  Prime  Minister,  in  the  follow- 
ing terms: 

"My  proposal  is  that  I  should  request  the  Speaker  of  this  honour- 
able House,  in  consultation  with  his  colleague  in  the  other  place,  to 
establish  a  committee  of  members  of  both  Houses  and  for  all  parties, 
for  the  purpose  of  exploring  jointly  with  appropriate  representatives  of 
the  executive  and  legislative  branches  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  the  means  whereby  increased  systematic  discussions  between 
legislators  of  the  two  countries  on  problems  of  common  concern  may  be 
provided." 

Similar  authorizations  were  given  in  the  Canadian  Senate  and  in  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America.  Correspondence  and  preliminary 
discussion  began  in  September  but  it  was  found  that  a  first  group  meeting  for 
organization  purposes  could  not  take  place  conveniently  until  after  the  con- 
gressional elections  in  November,  1958.  Accordingly,  the  first  inter-parlia- 
mentary group  meeting  was  planned  for  and  held  in  Washington  on  January 
9th  and  10th,  1959,  immediately  after  the  opening  of  the  86th  Congress  and 
immediately  before  the  opening  of  the  second  session  of  the  24th  Parliament. 

REPRESENTATION 

United  States  Group 

The  United  States  group  was  made  up  of  four  Republicans  and  four 
Democrats,  four  of  whom  were  Senators  and  were  selected  as  a  subcommittee 
of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations,  namely,  Senator  George  D. 
Aiken,  Republican  from  Vermont  and  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Group,  Senator 
Homer  E.  Capehart,  Republican  from  Indiana,  Senator  Wayne  L.  Morse, 
Democrat  from  Oregon  and  Senator  Michael  J.  Mansfield,  Democrat  from 
Montana.  The  four  from  the  House  of  Representatives  were  named  by  the 
House  Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs  and  comprised:  Mrs.  Edna  F.  Kelly, 
Congresswoman  from  New  York,  Democrat,  who  was  Chairman  of  the  House 
group,  Frank  M.  Coffin,  Congressman  from  Maine,  Democrat,  Walter  H.  Judd, 
Congressman  from  Minnesota,  Republican,  and  Chester  Earl  Merrow,  Congress- 
man from  New  Hampshire,  Republican. 

Canadian  Group 

Although  there  were  only  eight  in  the  United  States'  group  they  gen- 
erously consented  to  a  Canadian  group  of  nine  which  would  permit  a  more 
balanced  representation  of  both  Canadian  Houses  and  all  three  Canadian 
political  parties.  Accordingly,  the  Canadian  group  was  constituted  with  the 
approval  of  all  party  leaders  as  follows: 

From  the  Senate,  Hon.  Mark  Drouin,  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  Hon.  Wm.  R. 
Brunt  of  Hanover,  Ontario  (P.C.),  Hon.  Sydney  John  Smith  of  Kamloops,  B.C. 
(Lib.),  and  from  the  House  of  Commons,  Hon.  Roland  Michener,  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Commons,  Hon.  Lionel  Chevrier,  Member  for  Laurier  (Lib.), 
Hazen  Argue,  Member  for  Assiniboia  (C.C.F.),  Wm.  L.  Houck,  Member  for 
Niagara  Falls  (Lib.),  Erik  Nielsen,  Member  for  Yukon,  (P.C),  and  Richard 
D.  Thrasher,  Member  for  Essex  South   (P.C). 
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WASHINGTON  MEETING 

The  Canadian  group  left  Ottawa  at  4.00  p.m.  on  Thursday,  January  8th, 
by  Department  of  Transport  Viscount  aircraft  and  arrived  at  Washington  at 
6.00  p.m.  where  they  were  met  by  a  number  of  members  of  the  American 
group  and  conducted  to  the  Mayflower  Hotel  where  they  were  accommodated 
until  their  return  by  similar  transport  on  Sunday  morning,  January  11th.  The 
Canadians  were  accompanied  by  their  wives  and  by  three  members  of  the 
Canadian  Parliamentary  Press  Gallery. 

RECEPTION  IN  WASHINGTON 

The  Canadian  delegation  was  received  with  the  greatest  cordiality  and 
shown  the  highest  consideration  by  the  President,  the  State  Department  and 
both  Houses  of  Congress  as  well  as  by  the  Canadian  Embassy.  The  highlights 
were:

Dinner  at  the  Mayflower  Hotel  at  which  the  Chairmen  of  the 
Senate  Foreign  Relations  Committee  and  the  House  Foreign  Affairs

Lunch  in  the  Old  Supreme  Court  Room  on  the  Senate  side  of  the 
Capitol,  attended  by  Senators  and  Congressmen,  including  Speaker

BUSINESS  SESSIONS 

The  two  delegations  met  in  business  sessions  on  the  afternoon  of  Friday, 
January  9th,  at  which  Congresswoman  Edna  Kelly  was  Chairman,  and  on  the 
morning  of  Saturday,  January  10th,  at  which  Senator  George  D.  Aiken  was 
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Chairman.  Press  releases  were  given  at  the  end  of  each  business  session  and 
there  was  a  short  meeting  with  the  representatives  of  the  Press  on  Saturday 
afternoon. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  CONFERENCE 

The  Conference  unanimously  agreed  to  make  the  following  recommenda- 
tions to  their  respective  bodies: 

Name 

A  suitable  name  for  this  and  subsequent  meetings  would  be:  "Canada- 
United  States  Inter-Parliamentary  Group"  or  "United  States-Canada  Inter- 
Parliamentary  Group",  depending  on  which  country  was  host. 

Future  Meetings 

Future  meetings  between  the  legislators  of  both  countries  were  both 
feasible  and  desirable.  There  should  be  at  least  two  such  meetings  each  year, 
one  in  each  country.  The  next  meeting  should  be  held  in  Canada  at  the  end  of 
June,  at  the  time  of  the  official  opening  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Seaway. 

Organization 

Organization  of  meetings  should  be  in  the  hands  of  a  small  steering  com- 
mittee, composed  at  first  of  the  present  group,  but  subject  to  change  in  accord- 
ance with  the  following  principles: 

(a)  There  should  be  equal  numbers  from  each  country; 

(b)  Eight  was  possibly  a  suitable  number  for  this  committee,  but 
notification  could  be  given  by  either  side  if  it  wished  to  change  the 
number  or  composition  of  its  representation  on  the  steering 
committee; 

(c)  Each  would  keep  the  other  informed  of  its  wishes  in  this  matter. 

Staff 

There  should  be  a  joint  relationship  between  the  staffs  of  the  two  groups  to 
arrange  schedules  and  make  other  administrative  provisions.  Appropriate  staff 
would  be  provided  by  each  group  as  required.  Experts  on  each  side  would 
not  sit  in  on  discussions. 

Financing 

Each  group  would  pay  its  own  transportation  to  the  host  country  and 
hotels  bills.  The  host  country  would  pay  other  expenses.  This  arrangement 
would  be  subject  to  revision  if  meetings  did  not  alternate  between  the  two 
countries. 

Character  of  Meetings 

It  was  agreed  that  substantially  larger  numbers  of  Congressmen  and 
Parliamentarians  should  participate  in  future  meetings,  that  such  meetings 
should  not  always  be  held  in  Washington  and  Ottawa,  and  that  the  group  might 
divide  into  smaller  parties  on  occasion  and  visit  areas  of  special  interest.  It 
was  suggested  that  at  the  next  meeting  twenty-four  from  each  country  would 
be  an  appropriate  number.  It  was  agreed  that  the  meetings  should  be 
informal  in  character  and  that  the  purpose  was  to  exchange  information  and 
to  promote  better  understanding  of  our  common  interests,   and  accomplish- 
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ments,  as  well  as  our  differences  and  difficulties,  rather  than  to  arrive  at 
binding  decisions.  It  was  understood  that  neither  group  would  have  authority 
to  commit  or  bind  its  respective  legislatures  or  government. 

Agenda  for  Discussion 

Without  attempting  to  settle  an  agenda  for  the  next  meeting  in  June  the 
following  topics  for  discussion  were  suggested:  Defence  relationships,  trade 
problems,  boundary  water  issues,  wheat  disposal,  investment  policies,  defence 
production  arrangements  as  under  the  Hyde  Park  Agreement,  fisheries 
problems  and  joint  action  for  peace. 

Agenda  Committee 

It  was  agreed  that  an  agenda  committee  composed  of  Senators  Aiken 
and  Drouin,  Speaker  Michener  and  Congresswoman  Edna  Kelly  should  be  given 
the  responsibility  of  settling  the  agenda  for  the  next  meeting.  The  agenda 
would  be  made  up  of: 

1.  The  topics  selected  by  the  agenda  committee. 

2.  Such  additional  topics  as  the  agenda  committee  might  place  on  the 
agenda  on  written  request  from  delegates  given  one  month  prior  to 
the  date  of  the  next  meeting. 

3.  Any  other  business  which  there  was  time  to  discuss  after  the  set 
agenda  had  been  disposed  of. 

Ground  Rules 

For  the  Conference  in  Washington,  the  delegates  agreed  on  the  following 
rules  which,  subject  to  change,  would  be  appropriate  for  future  meetings: 

1.  The  host  country  would  provide  the  Chairmen  for  the  business 
sessions. 

2 .  Business  sessions  are  to  be  held  in  camera,  that  is,  without  the  Press 
or  experts  or  any  staff  except  one  or  two  secretaries  from  each  side 
present  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  summaries  of  the  discussion 
and  drafting  press  releases  for  approval. 

3.  Delegates  will  be  free  to  say  what  matters  were  discussed  in  the 
business  meetings  but  shall  not  attribute  any  statement  to  any 
delegate. 

4.  Press  releases  will  be  issued  at  the  close  of  the  business  meetings  or 
conference  outlining  in  a  general  way  the  course  of  the  discussions. 

5 .  Each  group  will  be  free  to  report  on  the  conference  to  its  authoriz- 
ing committee  or  legislature,  as  well  as  to  its  State  Department 
and  Government.

International  Wheat  Agreement,  1959 

As  adopted  at  the  final  Plenary  Session,  United  Nations  Wheat  Conference, 
held  at  Geneva  on  10th  March,  1959. 


Opened  for  signature  at  Washington,  D.C.,  on  6th  April,   1959. 


The  Governments  signatory  to  this  Agreement, 

Considering  that  the  International  Wheat  Agreement  1949  was  revised 
and  renewed  in  1953  and  1956,  and 

Considering  that  the  International  Wheat  Agreement  1956  expires  on  31 
July  1959  and  that  it  is  desirable  to  conclude  a  new  Agreement  for  a  further 
period; 

Have  agreed  as  follows: 

PART  I  —  GENERAL 
Article   1 
Objectives 

The  objectives  of  this  Agreement  are:  — 

(a)  to  assure  supplies  of  wheat  and  wheat-flour  to  importing  countries 
and  markets  for  wheat  and  wheat-flour  to  exporting  countries  at 
equitable  and  stable  prices; 

(b)  to  promote  the  expansion  of  the  international  trade  in  wheat  and 
wheat-flour  and  to  secure  the  freest  possible  flow  of  this  trade  in  the 
interests  of  both  exporting  and  importing  countries; 

(c)  to  overcome  the  serious  hardship  caused  to  producers  and  consumers 
by  burdensome  surpluses  and  critical  shortages  of  wheat; 

(d)  to  encourage  the  use  and  consumption  of  wheat  and  wheat-flour 
generally,  and  in  particular,  so  as  to  improve  health  and  nutrition, 
in  countries  where  the  possibility  of  increased  consumption  exists; 
and 

(e)  in  general  to  further  international  co-operation  in  connexion  with 
world  wheat  problems,  recognizing  the  relationship  of  the  trade  in 
wheat  to  the  economic  stability  of  markets  for  other  agricultural 
products. 

Article   2 
Definitions 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Agreement: 

(1)  "Advisory  Committee  on  Price  Equivalents"  means  the  Committee 
established  under  Article  30. 

"Balance  of  Commitment"  means  the  amount  of  wheat  which  an  exporting 
country  is  obliged  to  make  available  at  not  greater  than  the  maximum  price 
under  Article  5,  that  is,  the  amount  by  which  its  datum  quantity  with  respect 
to  importing  countries  exceeds  the  actual  commercial  purchases  from  it  by 
those  countries  in  the  crop  year  at  the  relevant  time. 
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"Balance  of  Entitlement"  means  the  amount  of  wheat  which  an  importing 
country  is  entitled  to  purchase  at  not  greater  than  the  maximum  price  under 
Article  5,  that  is,  the  amount  by  which  its  datum  quantity  with  respect  to  the 
exporting  country  or  countries  concerned,  as  the  context  requires,  exceeds  its 
actual  commercial  purchases  from  those  countries  in  the  crop  year  at  the 
relevant  time. 

"Bushel"  means  sixty  pounds  avoirdupois  or  27.2155..  kilogrammes. 

"Carrying  charges"  means  the  costs  incurred  for  storage,  interest  and 
insurance  in  holding  wheat. 

"C.  &  f."  means  cost  and  freight. 

"Council"  means  the  International  Wheat  Council  established  by  Article 
22. 

"Crop  year"  means  the  period  from  1  August  to  31  July. 

"Datum  quantity"  means 

(a)  in  the  case  of  an  exporting  country  the  average  annual  commercial 
purchases  from  that  country  by  importing  countries  during  the  years 
determined  under  Article  14. 

(b)  in  the  case  of  an  importing  country  the  average  annual  commercial 
purchases  from  exporting  countries  or  from  a  particular  exporting 
country,  as  the  context  requires,  during  the  years  determined  under 
Article  14. 

"Executive  Committee"  means  the  Committee  established  under  Article  29. 

"Exporting  country"  means,  as  the  context  requires,  either  (i)  the  Govern- 
ment of  a  country  listed  in  Article  24  which  has  accepted  or  acceded  to  this 
Agreement  and  has  not  withdrawn  therefrom,  or  (ii)  that  country  itself  and 
the  territories  in  respect  of  which  the  rights  and  obligations  of  its  Government 
under  this  Agreement  apply. 

"F.a.q."  means  fair  average  quality. 

"F.o.b."  means  free  on  board  ocean  vessel  or  sea-going  vessel,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  in  the  case  of  French  wheat  delivered  at  a  Rhine  port,  free  on 
board  river  craft. 

"Importing  country"  means,  as  the  context  requires,  either  (i)  the  Govern- 
ment of  a  country  listed  in  Article  25  which  has  accepted  or  acceded  to  this 
Agreement  and  has  not  withdrawn  therefrom,  or  (ii)  that  country  itself  and  the 
territories  in  respect  of  which  the  rights  and  obligations  of  its  Government 
under  this  Agreement  apply. 

"Marketing  costs"  means  all  usual  charges  incurred  in  marketing,  charter- 
ing, and  forwarding. 

"Maximum  price"  means  the  maximum  prices  specified  in  or  determined 
under  Article  6  or  one  of  those  prices,  as  the  context  requires. 

"Maximum  price  declaration"  means  a  declaration  made  in  accordance 
with  Article  13. 

"Metric  ton",  or  1,000  kilogrammes,  means  36.74371  bushels. 

"Minimum  price"  means  the  minimum  prices  specified  in  or  determined 
under  Article  6  or  one  of  those  prices,  as  the  context  requires. 

"Price  range"  means  prices  between  the  minimum  and  maximum  prices 
specified  in  or  determined  under  Article  6,  including  the  minimum  prices  but 
excluding  the  maximum  prices. 

"Purchase"  means  a  purchase  for  import  of  wheat  exported  or  to  be 
exported  from  an  exporting  country  or  from  other  than  an  exporting  country, 
as  the  case  may  be,  or  the  quantity  of  such  wheat  so  purchased,  as  the 
context  requires.  Where  reference  is  made  in  this  Agreement  to  a  purchase, 
it  shall  be  understood  to  refer  not  only  to  purchases  concluded  between  the 
Governments    concerned    but    also    to    purchases    concluded    between    private 
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traders  and  to  purchases  concluded  between  a  private  trader  and  the  Govern- 
ment concerned.  In  this  definition  "Government"  shall  be  deemed  to  include 
the  Government  of  any  territory  in  respect  of  which  the  rights  and  obligations 
of  any  Government  accepting  or  acceding  to  this  Agreement  apply  under 
Article  37. 

"Territory"  in  relation  to  an  exporting  or  importing  country  includes  any 
territory  in  respect  of  which  the  rights  and  obligations  under  this  Agreement 
of  the  Government  of  that  country  apply  under  Article  37. 

"Wheat"  includes  wheat  grain  and,  except  in  Article  6,  wheat-flour. 

(2)  All  calculations  of  the  wheat  equivalent  of  purchases  of  wheat-flour 
shall  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  rate  of  extraction  indicated  by  the  contract 
between  the  buyer  and  the  seller.  If  no  such  rate  is  indicated,  seventy-two 
units  by  weight  of  wheat-flour  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  such  calculations,  be 
deemed  to  be  equivalent  to  one  hundred  units  by  weight  of  wheat  grain  unless 
the  Council  decides  otherwise. 


Article   3 
Commercial  Purchases  and  Special  Transactions 

(1)  A  commercial  purchase  for  the  purposes  of  this  Agreement  is  a 
purchase  as  defined  in  Article  2  which  conforms  to  the  usual  commercial 
practices  in  international  trade  and  which  does  not  include  those  transactions 
referred  to  in  paragraph  (2)  of  this  Article. 

(2)  A  special  transaction  for  the  purposes  of  this  Agreement  is  one  which, 
whether  or  not  within  the  price  range,  includes  features  introduced  by  the 
Government  of  a  country  concerned  which  do  not  conform  with  usual  com- 
mercial practices. 

(3)  In  particular,  the  following  transactions,  to  the  extent  to  which  they 
conform  with  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (2)  of  this  Article,  shall  be  regarded 
as  special  transactions: 

(a)  sales  on  long  term  credit  resulting  from  government  intervention; 

(b)  sales  under  tied  government  loans; 

(c)  sales  for  inconvertible  currency; 

(d)  barter  transactions; 

(c)   bilateral  trading  agreements; 
(f)     gifts  or  grants. 

(4)  The  Council  shall  adopt  such  rules  of  procedure  prescribing  the 
categories  of  transactions  within  the  meaning  of  paragraphs  (2)  and  (3)  of 
this  Article  as  may  be  appropriate. 

PART  II— RIGHTS  AND  OBLIGATIONS 

Article   4 
Purchases  within  the  Price  Range 

(1)  Each  importing  country  undertakes  that  not  less  than  the  percentage 
specified  for  that  country  in  the  Annex  to  this  Agreement  of  its  total  commercial 
purchases  of  wheat  in  any  crop  year  shall  be  purchased  from  exporting 
countries  in  that  year  at  prices  within  the  price  range. 

(2)  Exporting  countries  undertake,  in  association  with  one  another,  that 
at  prices  within  the  price  range  wheat  from  their  countries  shall  be  made 
available  for  purchase  by  importing  countries  in  a  crop  year  in  quantities 
sufficient  to  satisfy  the  commercial  requirements  of  those  countries. 
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(3)  For  the  purposes  of  this  Agreement,  except  as  provided  in  Article  5, 
any  wheat  purchased  from  an  importing  country  by  a  second  importing  country 
which  originated  during  that  crop  year  from  an  exporting  country  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  purchased  from  that  exporting  country  by  the  second 
importing  country.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  18,  this  paragraph  shall 
apply  to  wheat-flour  only  if  the  wheat-flour  originated  from  the  exporting 
country  concerned. 


Article  5 
Purchases  at  the  Maximum  Price 

(1)  If  the  Council  makes  a  maximum  price  declaration  in  respect  of  an 
exporting  country,  that  country  shall  make  available  for  purchase  by  importing 
countries  at  not  greater  than  the  maximum  price  its  balance  of  commitment 
towards  those  countries  to  the  extent  that  the  balance  of  entitlement  of  any 
importing  country  with  respect  to  all  exporting  countries  is  not  exceeded. 

(2)  If  the  Council  makes  a  maximum  price  declaration  in  respect  of  all 
exporting  countries,  each  importing  country  shall  be  entitled,  while  the  declara- 
tion is  in  effect, 

(a)  to  purchase  from  exporting  countries  at  prices  not  greater  than  the 
maximum  price  its  balance  of  entitlement  with  respect  to  all  exporting 
countries;  and 

(b)  to  purchase  wheat  from  any  source  without  being  regarded  as  com- 
mitting any  breach  of  paragraph  (1)  of  Article  4. 

(3)  If  the  Council  makes  a  maximum  price  declaration  in  respect  of  one 
or  more  exporting  countries,  but  not  all  of  them,  each  importing  country  shall 
be  entitled  while  the  declaration  is  in  effect, 

(a)  to  make  purchases  under  paragraph  (1)  of  this  Article  from  such  one 
or  more  exporting  countries  and  to  purchase  the  balance  of  its 
commercial  requirements  within  the  price  range  from  the  other 
exporting  countries,  and 

(b)  to  purchase  wheat  from  any  source  without  being  regarded  as  com- 
mitting any  breach  of  paragraph  (1)  of  Article  4  to  the  extent  of  its 
balance  of  entitlement  with  respect  to  such  one  or  more  exporting 
countries  as  at  the  effective  date  of  the  declaration,  provided  such 
balance  is  not  larger  than  its  balance  of  entitlement  with  respect  to 
all  exporting  countries. 

(4)  Purchases  by  any  importing  country  from  an  exporting  country  in 
excess  of  the  balance  of  entitlement  of  that  importing  country  with  respect  to 
all  exporting  countries  shall  not  reduce  the  obligation  of  that  exporting  country 
under  this  Article.  The  provisions  of  paragraph  (3)  of  Article  4  shall  apply 
also  to  this  Article  provided  the  balance  of  entitlement  of  any  importing 
country  with  respect  to  all  exporting  countries  is  not  thereby  exceeded. 

(5)  In  determining  whether  it  has  fulfilled  its  required  percentage  under 
paragraph  (1)  of  Article  4,  purchases  made  by  any  importing  country  while  a 
maximum  price  declaration  is  in  effect,  subject  to  the  limitations  in  paragraphs 
(2)   (b)  and  (3)   (b)  of  this  Article, 

(a)  shall  be  taken  into  account  if  those  purchases  were  made  from  any 
exporting  country,  including  an  exporting  country  in  respect  of  which 
the  declaration  was  made,  and 

(b)  shall  be  entirely  disregarded  if  those  purchases  were  made  from  a 
country  other  than  an  exporting  country. 
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Article  6 
Prices 

(1)  (a)  The  basic  minimum  and  maximum  prices  for  the  duration  of  this 
Agreement  shall  be: 

Minimum   $1.50 

Maximum     $1.90 

Canadian  currency  per  bushel  at  the  parity  for  the  Canadian  dollar,  determined 
for  the  purposes  of  the  International  Monetary  Fund  as  at  1  March  1949,  for 
No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat  in  bulk  in  store  Fort  William/Port  Arthur. 
The  basic  minimum  and  maximum  prices,  and  the  equivalents  thereof  here- 
after referred  to,  shall  exclude  such  carrying  charges  and  marketing  costs  as 
may  be  agreed  between  the  buyer  and  the  seller. 

(b)  Carrying  charges  as  agreed  between  the  buyer  and  seller  may  accrue 
for  the  buyer's  account  only  after  an  agreed  date  specified  in  the 
contract  under  which  the  wheat  is  sold. 

(2)  The  equivalent  maximum  price  for  bulk  wheat  for: 

(a)  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat  in  store  Vancouver  shall  be  the 
maximum  price  for  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat  in  bulk  in  store 
Fort  William/Port  Arthur  specified  in  paragraph  (1)   of  this  Article; 

(b)  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat  f.o.b.  Port  Churchill,  Manitoba,  shall 
be  the  price  equivalent  to  the  c.  &  f.  price  in  the  country  of  destination 
of  the  maximum  price  for  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat  in  bulk  in 
store  Fort  William/Port  Arthur  specified  in  paragraph  (1)  of  this 
Article,  computed  by  using  currently  prevailing  transportation  costs 
and  exchange  rates; 

(c)  Argentine  wheat  in  store  ocean  ports  shall  be  the  maximum  price  for 
No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat  in  bulk  in  store  Fort  William/Port 
Arthur  specified  in  paragraph  (1)  of  this  Article,  converted  into 
Argentine  currency  at  the  prevailing  rate  of  exchange,  making  such 
allowance  for  difference  in  quality  as  may  be  agreed  between  the 
exporting  country  and  the  importing  country  concerned; 

(d)  f.a.q.  Australian  wheat  in  store  ocean  ports  shall  be  the  maximum 
price  for  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat  in  bulk  in  store  Fort  William/ 
Port  Arthur  specified  in  paragraph  (1)  of  this  Article,  converted  into 
Australian  currency  at  the  prevailing  rate  of  exchange,  making  such 
allowance  for  difference  in  quality  as  may  be  agreed  between  the 
exporting   country  and  the  importing  country  concerned; 

(c)  French  wheat  on  sample  or  on  description  f.o.b.  French  ports  or  at  the 
French  border  (whichever  is  applicable)  shall  be  the  price  equivalent 
to  the  c.  &  f.  price  in  the  country  of  destination,  or  the  c.  &  f.  price 
at  an  appropriate  port  for  delivery  to  the  country  of  destination,  of  the 
maximum  price  for  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat  in  bulk  in  store 
Fort  William/Port  Arthur  specified  in  paragraph  (1)  of  this  Article, 
computed  by  using  currently  prevailing  transportation  costs  and 
exchange  rates  and  by  making  such  allowance  for  difference  in  quality 
as  may  be  agreed  between  the  exporting  country  and  the  importing 
country  concerned; 

(f)  Italian  wheat  on  sample  or  on  description  f.o.b.  Italian  ports  or  at 
the  Italian  border  (whichever  is  applicable)  shall  be  the  price  equiv- 
alent to  the  c.  &  f.  price  in  the  country  of  destination,  or  the  c.  &  f. 
price  at  an  appropriate  port  for  delivery  to  the  country  of  destination, 
of  the  maximum  price  for  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat  in  bulk 
in  store  Fort  William/Port  Arthur  specified  in  paragraph  (1)  of  this 
Article,  computed  by  using  currently  prevailing  transportation  costs 
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and  exchange  rates  and  by  making  such  allowance  for  difference  in 
quality  as  may  be  agreed  between  the  exporting  country  and  the 
importing  country  concerned; 

(g)  (i)  Mexican  wheat  on  sample  or  on  description  f.o.b.  Mexican  Gulf 
ports  or  at  the  Mexican  border  (whichever  is  applicable)  shall 
be  the  price  equivalent  to  the  c.  &  f.  price  in  the  country  of 
destination  of  the  maximum  price  for  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern 
wheat  in  bulk  in  store  Fort  William/Port  Arthur  specified  in 
paragraph  (1)  of  this  Article,  computed  by  using  currently  pre- 
vailing transportation  costs  and  exchange  rates  and  by  making 
such  allowance  for  difference  in  quality  as  may  be  agreed  between 
the  exporting  country  and  the  importing  country  concerned; 

(ii)  Mexican  wheat  on  sample  or  on  description  in  store  Mexican 
Pacific  ports  shall  be  the  maximum  price  for  No.  1  Manitoba 
Northern  wheat  in  bulk  in  store  Fort  William/Port  Arthur 
specified  in  paragraph  (1)  of  this  Article,  converted  into  Mexican 
currency  at  the  prevailing  rate  of  exchange,  making  such  allow- 
ance for  difference  in  quality  as  may  be  agreed  between  the 
exporting  country  and  the  importing  country  concerned; 

(h)  Spanish  wheat  on  sample  or  on  description  f.o.b.  Spanish  ports  or 
at  the  Spanish  border  ( whichever  is  applicable)  shall  be  the  price 
equivalent  to  the  c.  &  f.  price  in  the  country  of  destination,  or  the 
c.  &  f.  price  at  an  appropriate  port  for  delivery  to  the  country  of 
destination,  of  the  maximum  price  for  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat 
in  bulk  in  store  Fort  William/Port  Arthur  specified  in  paragraph  (1) 
of  this  Article,  computed  by  using  currently  prevailing  transportation 
costs  and  exchange  rates  and  by  making  such  allowance  for  difference 
in  quality  as  may  be  agreed  between  the  exporting  country  and  the 
importing  country  concerned; 

(i)  Swedish  wheat  on  sample  or  on  description  f.o.b.  Swedish  ports 
between  Stockholm  and  Gothenburg,  both  included,  shall  be  the  price 
equivalent  to  the  c.  &  f.  price  in  the  country  of  destination  of  the 
maximum  price  for  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat  in  bulk  in  store 
Fort  William/Port  Arthur  specified  in  paragraph  (1)  of  this  Article, 
computed  by  using  currently  prevailing  transportation  costs  and 
exchange  rates  and  by  making  such  allowance  for  difference  in  quality 
as  may  be  agreed  between  the  exporting  country  and  the  importing 
country  concerned; 

(j)  No.  1  Hard  Winter  wheat  f.o.b.  Gulf /Atlantic  ports  of  the  United 
States  of  America  shall  be  the  price  equivalent  to  the  c.  &  f.  price  in 
the  country  of  destination  of  the  maximum  price  for  No.  1  Manitoba 
Northern  wheat  in  bulk  in  store  Fort  William/Port  Arthur  specified  in 
paragraph  (1)  of  this  Article,  computed  by  using  currently  prevailing 
transportation  costs  and  exchange  rates  and  by  making  such  allow- 
ance for  difference  in  quality  as  may  be  agreed  between  the  exporting 
country  and  the  importing  country  concerned;  and 

(Jc)  No.  1  Soft  White  wheat  or  No.  1  Hard  Winter  wheat  in  store  Pacific 
ports  of  the  United  States  of  America  shall  be  the  maximum  price 
for  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat  in  bulk  in  store  Fort  William/Port 
Arthur  specified  in  paragraph  (1)  of  this  Article,  computed  by  using 
the  prevailing  rate  of  exchange  and  by  making  such  allowance  for 
difference  in  quality  as  may  be  agreed  between  the  exporting  country 
and  the  importing  country  concerned. 
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(3)  The  equivalent  minimum  price  for  bulk  wheat  for: 

(a)  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat  f.o.b.  Vancouver, 

(b)  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat  f.o.b.  Port  Churchill,  Manitoba, 

(c)  Argentine  wheat  f.o.b.  Argentina, 

(d)  f.a.q.  wheat  f.o.b.  Australia, 

(e)  French  wheat  on  sample  or  on  description  f.o.b.  French  ports,  or  at 
the  French  border  (whichever  is  applicable)), 

(/)    Italian  wheat  on  sample  or  on  description  f.o.b.  Italian  ports,  or  at  the 

Italian  border  (whichever  is  applicable), 
(g)  Mexican  wheat  on  sample  or  on  description  f.o.b.  Mexican  ports,  or 

at  the  Mexican  border   (whichever  is  applicable), 
(h)   Spanish  wheat  on  sample  or  on  description  f.o.b.  Spanish  ports,  or 

at  the  Spanish  border  (whichever  is  applicable), 
(i)   Swedish   wheat   on   sample    or   on   description   f.o.b.    Swedish   ports 

between  Stockholm  and  Gothenburg,  both  included, 
(j)   No.   1  Hard  Winter  wheat  f.o.b.   Gulf /Atlantic  ports   of  the  United 

States  of  America,  and 
(7c)   No.  1  Soft  White  wheat  or  No.   1  Hard  Winter  wheat  f.o.b.  Pacific 
ports  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
shall  be  respectively: 

the  f.o.b.  price  Vancouver,  Port  Churchill,  Argentina,  Australia,  French 
ports,  Italian  ports,  Mexican  ports,  Spanish  ports,  Swedish  ports  between 
Stockholm  and  Gothenburg,  both  included,  United  States  of  America  Gulf/- 
Atlantic  ports  and  the  United  States  of  America  Pacific  ports  equivalent  to  the 
c.  &  f.  price  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland  of 
the  minimum  price  for  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat  in  bulk  in  store  Fort 
William/Port  Arthur  specified  in  paragraph  (1)  of  this  Article,  computed  by 
using  currently  prevailing  transportation  costs  and  exchange  rates  and  by 
making  such  allowance  for  difference  in  quality  as  may  be  agreed  between 
the  exporting  country  and  the  importing  country  concerned. 

(4)  For  the  period  of  closed  navigation  between  Fort  William/Port  Arthur 
and  the  Canadian  Atlantic  ports,  equivalent  maximum  and  minimum  prices 
shall  be  determined  by  reference  only  to  the  lake  and  rail  movement  of  wheat 
from  Fort  William/Port  Arthur  to  Canadian  winter  ports. 

(5)  The  Executive  Committee  may  in  consultation  with  the  Advisory 
Committee  on  Price  Equivalents,  determine  the  minimum  and  maximum  price 
equivalents  for  wheat  at  points  other  than  those  specified  above  and  may  also 
designate  any  description,  type,  class  or  grade  of  wheat  other  than  those 
specified  in  paragraphs  (2)  and  (3)  above  and  determine  the  minimum  and 
maximum  price  equivalents  thereof;  provided  that,  in  the  case  of  any  other 
wheat  the  price  equivalent  of  which  has  not  yet  been  determined,  the  minimum 
and  maximum  prices  for  the  time  being  shall  be  derived  from  the  minimum 
and  maximum  prices  of  the  description,  type,  class  or  grade  of  wheat  specified 
in  this  Article,  or  subsequently  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee  in 
consultation  with  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Price  Equivalents,  which  is 
most  closely  comparable  to  such  other  wheat  by  the  addition  of  an  appropriate 
premium  or  by  the  deduction  of  an  appropriate  discount. 

(6)  If  any  exporting  or  importing  country  represents  to  the  Executive 
Committee  that  any  price  equivalent  established  under  paragraph  (2),  (3)  or 
(5)  of  this  Article  is,  in  the  light  of  current  transportation  or  exchange  rates 
or  market  premiums  or  discounts,  no  longer  fair,  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  consider  the  matter  and  may,  in  consultation  with  the  Advisory  Commit- 
tee on  Price  Equivalents,  make  such  adjustment  as  it  considers  desirable. 
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(7)  In  establishing  equivalent  minimum  and  maximum  prices  under 
paragraph  (2),  (3),  (5)  or  (6)  above  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article 
15  relating  to  durum  wheat,  no  allowance  for  difference  in  quality  shall  be 
made  which  would  result  in  the  equivalent  minimum  and  maximum  price  of 
wheat  of  any  description,  type,  class  or  grade  being  fixed  at  a  level  higher 
than  the  basic  minimum  or  maximum  price,  respectively,  specified  in  paragraph 
(1)  above. 

(8)  If  a  dispute  arises  as  to  what  premium  or  discount  is  appropriate 
for  the  purposes  of  paragraphs  (5)  and  (6)  of  this  Article  in  respect  of  any 
description  of  wheat  specified  in  paragraph  (2)  or  (3)  or  designated  under 
paragraph  (5)  of  this  Article,  the  Executive  Committee,  in  consultation  with 
the  Advisory  Committee  on  Price  Equivalents,  shall  on  the  request  of  the 
exporting  or  importing  country  concerned  decide  the  issue. 

(9)  All  decisions  of  the  Executive  Committee  under  paragraphs  (5),  (6) 
and  (8)  of  this  Article  shall  be  binding  on  all  exporting  and  importing  coun- 
tries, provided  that  any  of  those  countries  which  considers  that  any  such 
decision  is  disadvantageous  to  it  may  ask  the  Council  to  review  that  decision. 

Article    7 
Action  by  the  Council  at  or  approaching  the  Minimum  Price 

(1)  If  any  exporting  country  is  making  wheat  of  any  class,  type  or  grade 
available  for  purchase  by  importing  countries  at  prices  not  greater  than  the 
minimum  price,  or  if  such  a  situation  appears  likely  to  arise,  the  Council  shall 
as  soon  as  possible  thereafter  meet  to  consider  the  situation  in  the  light  of  the 
rights  and  obligations  of  exporting  and  importing  countries.  It  may  make 
such  recommendations  as  it  considers  appropriate  regarding  the  manner  in 
which  those  rights  and  obligations  shall  be  fulfilled  in  these  circumstances. 

(2)  If  any  exporting  or  importing  country  considers  that  by  reason  of  a 
serious  fall  in  the  price  of  wheat  of  any  class,  type  or  grade,  a  situation  has 
arisen  or  threatens  imminently  to  arise  which  appears  likely  to  jeopardize  the 
objectives  of  the  Agreement  with  regard  to  the  minimum  price,  it  may  refer 
the  matter  to  the  Council.  The  Council  may,  in  the  light  of  advice  received 
from  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Price  Equivalents,  make  recommendations 
to  exporting  and  importing  countries  with  regard  to  action  which  it  considers 
necessary  to  meet  the  situation. 

(3)  The  Advisory  Committee  shall  advise  the  Chairman  of  the  Council 
whenever  in  its  opinion  circumstances  exist  which  are  likely  to  or  require  that 
a  meeting  of  the  Council  be  convened  under  paragraph  (1)  or  (2)  of  this 
Article.  If  any  such  meeting  is  convened  under  those  paragraphs  or  by  the 
Chairman,  the  Advisory  Committee  shall  present  to  the  Council  all  relevant 
information  in  addition  to  such  advice  as  it  may  have  given  in  accordance  with 
paragraph   (3)   of  Article  30. 

Article    8 
Countries  both  Exporters  and  Importers  of  Wheat 

(1)  For  the  duration  of  this  Agreement  and  for  the  purposes  of  its  applica- 
tion, a  country  listed  in  Article  24  shall  be  regarded  as  an  exporting  country 
and  a  country  listed  in  Article  25  shall  be  regarded  as  an  importing  country. 

(2)  Any  country  listed  in  Article  25  which  makes  wheat  available  for 
purchase  by  any  exporting  or  importing  country  shall  endeavour  so  far  as 
possible  to  do  so  at  prices  consistent  with  the  price  range  and,  in  making  such 
wheat  available  for  purchase,  to  avoid  taking  any  action  which  would  be 
prejudicial  to  the  operation  of  this  Agreement. 
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(3)  Any  country  listed  in  Article  24  which  desires  to  purchase  wheat 
shall  endeavour  so  far  as  possible  to  purchase  its  requirements  from  exporting 
countries  at  prices  within  the  price  range  and,  in  meeting  its  requirements, 
to  avoid  taking  any  action  which  would  be  prejudicial  to  the  operation  of  this 
Agreement. 

PART  III  —  ADJUSTMENTS 

Article   9 

Adjustment  in  case  of  Short  Crop 

(1)  Any  exporting  country  which  fears  that  it  may  be  prevented  by  a 
short  crop  from  carrying  out  its  obligations  under  this  Agreement  in  respect 
of  a  particular  crop  year  shall  report  the  matter  to  the  Council  at  the  earliest 
possible  date  and  apply  to  the  Council  to  be  relieved  of  a  part  or  the  whole 
of  its  obligations  for  that  crop  year.  An  application  made  to  the  Council 
pursuant  to  this  paragraph  shall  be  heard  without  delay. 

(2)  The  Council  shall,  in  dealing  with  a  request  for  relief  under  this 
Article,  adhere  to  the  principle  that  the  exporting  country  concerned  will,  to 
the  maximum  extent  feasible,  make  wheat  available  for  purchase  to  meet  its 
obligations  under  this  Agreement. 

(3)  The  Council  shall,  in  dealing  with  the  request  for  relief,  review  the 
exporting  country's  supply  situation  including  the  extent  to  which  the  export- 
ing country  has  observed  the  principle  stated  in  paragraph  (2)  of  this  Article. 

(4)  If  the  Council  finds  that  the  country's  representations  are  well 
founded,  it  shall  decide  to  what  extent  and  on  what  conditions  that  country 
shall  be  relieved  of  its  obligations  for  the  crop  year  concerned.  The  Council 
shall  inform  the  exporting  country  of  its  decision. 

(5)  If  the  Council  decides  that  the  exporting  country  shall  be  relieved  of 
the  whole  or  part  of  its  obligations  under  Article  5  for  the  crop  year  concerned, 
the  Council  shall  increase  the  datum  quantities  of  the  other  exporting  coun- 
tries to  the  extent  agreed  by  each  of  them.  If  such  increases  do  not  offset  the 
relief  granted  under  paragraph  (4),  it  shall  reduce  by  the  amount  necessary 
the  datum  quantities  of  the  importing  countries  to  the  extent  agreed  by  each 
of  them. 

(6)  If  the  relief  granted  under  paragraph  (4)  cannot  be  entirely  offset 
by  measures  taken  under  paragraph  (5),  the  Council  shall  reduce  pro  rata 
the  datum  quantities  of  the  importing  countries,  account  being  taken  of  any 
reductions  under  paragraph  (5). 

(7)  If  the  datum  quantity  of  an  exporting  country  is  reduced  under 
paragraph  (4),  the  amount  of  such  reduction  shall  be  regarded  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing  its  datum  quantity  and  that  of  all  other  exporting  countries  in 
subsequent  crop  years  as  having  been  purchased  from  that  exporting  country 
in  the  crop  year  concerned.  In  the  light  of  the  circumstances,  the  Council 
shall  determine  whether  any  adjustment  shall  be  made,  and  if  so  in  what 
manner,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  datum  quantities  of  importing 
countries  in  such  subsequent  crop  years  as  a  result  of  the  operation  of  this 
paragraph. 

(8)  If  the  datum  quantity  of  an  importing  country  is  reduced  under 
paragraphs  (5)  or  (6)  of  this  Article  to  offset  the  relief  granted  to  an  export- 
ing country  under  paragraph  (4),  the  amount  of  such  reduction  shall  be 
regarded  as  having  been  purchased  in  the  crop  year  concerned  from  that 
exporting  country  for  the  purposes  of  establishing  the  datum  quantity  of  that 
importing  country  in  subsequent  crop  years. 
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Article   10 

Adjustment  in  Case  of  Necessity  to  Safeguard  Balance  of  Payments  or 

Monetary  Reserves 

(1)  Any  importing  country  which  fears  that  it  may  be  prevented  by  the 
necessity  to  safeguard  its  balance  of  payments  or  monetary  reserves  from 
carrying  out  its  obligations  under  this  Agreement  in  respect  of  a  particular 
crop  year  shall  report  the  matter  to  the  Council  at  the  earliest  possible  date 
and  apply  to  the  Council  to  be  relieved  of  a  part  or  the  whole  of  its  obliga- 
tions for  that  crop  year.  An  application  made  to  the  Council  pursuant  to  this 
paragraph  shall  be  heard  without  delay. 

(2)  If  an  application  is  made  under  paragraph  (1),  the  Council  shall  seek 
and  take  into  account,  together  with  all  facts  which  it  considers  relevant, 
the  opinion  of  the  International  Monetary  Fund,  as  far  as  the  matter  concerns 
a  country  which  is  a  member  of  the  Fund,  on  the  existence  and  extent  of  the 
necessity  referred  to  in  that  paragraph. 

(3)  The  Council  shall,  in  dealing  with  a  request  for  relief  under  this 
Article,  adhere  to  the  principle  that  the  country  concerned  will  to  the  maximum 
extent  feasible  make  purchases  to  meet  its  obligations  under  this  Agreement. 

(4)  If  the  Council  finds  that  the  representations  of  the  importing  country 
concerned  are  well  founded,  it  shall  decide  to  what  extent  and  on  what  condi- 
tions that  country  shall  be  relieved  of  its  obligations  for  the  crop  year 
concerned.    The  Council  shall  inform  the  importing  country  of  its  decision. 

Article   11 
Adjustments  and  Additional  Purchases   in   Case   of  Critical  Need 

(1)  If  a  critical  need  has  arisen  or  threatens  to  arise  in  its  territory,  an 
importing  country  may  appeal  to  the  Council  for  assistance  in  obtaining  sup- 
plies of  wheat.  With  a  view  to  relieving  the  emergency  created  by  the  critical 
need,  the  Council  shall  give  urgent  consideration  to  the  appeal  and  shall  make 
appropriate  recommendations  to  exporting  and  importing  countries  regarding 
the  action  to  be  taken  by  them. 

(2)  In  deciding  what  recommendation  should  be  made  in  respect  of  an 
appeal  by  an  importing  country  under  the  preceding  paragraph,  the  Council 
shall  have  regard  to  its  actual  commercial  purchases  from  exporting  countries 
or  to  the  extent  of  its  obligations  under  Article  4  of  this  Agreement,  as  may 
appear  appropriate  in  the  circumstances. 

(3)  No  action  taken  by  an  exporting  or  importing  country  pursuant  to  a 
recommendation  made  under  paragraph  (1)  of  this  Article  shall  affect  the 
datum  quantity  of  any  exporting  or  importing  country  in  subsequent  crop 
years. 


Article   12 
Adjustments  by  Consent 

(1)  An  exporting  country  may  transfer  part  of  its  balance  of  commit- 
ment to  another  exporting  country,  and  an  importing  country  may  transfer 
part  of  its  balance  of  entitlement  to  another  importing  country  for  a  crop  year, 
subject  to  approval  by  the  Council  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  by  the 
exporting  countries  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  by  the  importing 
countries. 
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(2)  Any  importing  country  may  at  any  time,  by  written  notification  to  the 
Council,  increase  its  percentage  undertaking  referred  to  in  paragraph  (1)  of 
Article  4  and  such  increase  shall  become  effective  from  the  date  of  receipt  of 
the  notification. 

(3)  The  datum  quantity  of  any  country  acceding  under  Article  35  (4)  of 
this  Agreement  shall  be  offset,  if  necessary,  by  appropriate  adjustments  by 
way  of  increase  or  decrease  in  the  datum  quantities  of  one  or  more  exporting 
or  importing  countries,  as  the  case  may  be.  Such  adjustments  shall  not  be 
approved  unless  each  exporting  or  importing  country  whose  datum  quantity 
is  thereby  changed  has  consented. 

PART  IV  —  ADMINISTRATION  OF  RIGHTS  AND  OBLIGATIONS 

Article   13 
Maximum  Price  Declarations 

(1)  As  soon  as  its  wheat  of  any  class,  type  or  grade  other  than  durum 
wheat  is  made  available  for  purchase  by  importing  countries  at  prices  not 
less  than  the  maximum  price,  an  exporting  country  shall  notify  the  Council 
to  that  effect.  On  receipt  of  such  notification,  the  Executive  Secretary,  acting 
on  behalf  of  the  Council,  shall  make  a  declaration  accordingly,  referred  to  in 
this  Agreement  as  a  maximum  price  declaration.  The  Executive  Secretary 
shall  communicate  that  maximum  price  declaration  to  all  exporting  and 
importing  countries  as  soon  as  possible  after  it  has  been  made. 

(2)  As  soon  as  its  wheat  of  all  classes,  types  or  grades  other  than  durum 
wheat  is  again  made  available  for  purchase  by  importing  countries  at  prices 
less  than  the  maximum  price,  an  exporting  country  shall  notify  the  Council 
to  that  effect.  Thereupon,  the  Executive  Secretary,  acting  on  behalf  of  the 
Council,  shall  terminate  the  maximum  price  declaration  in  respect  of  that 
country  by  making  a  further  declaration  accordingly.  He  shall  communicate 
such  further  declaration  to  all  exporting  and  importing  countries  as  soon  as 
possible  after  it  has  been  made. 

(3)  The  Council  shall,  in  its  rules  of  procedure,  prescribe  regulations  to 
give  effect  to  paragraphs  (1)  and  (2)  of  this  Article,  including  regulations 
determining  the  effective  date  of  any  declaration  made  under  this  Article. 

(4)  If,  at  any  time,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Executive  Secretary  an  export- 
ing country  has  failed  to  make  a  notification  under  paragraph  (1)  or  (2)  of 
this  Article  or  has  made  an  incorrect  notification,  he  shall,  without  prejudice  in 
the  latter  case  to  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (1)  or  (2),  convene  a  meeting  of 
the  Advisory  Committee  on  Price  Equivalents.  If  the  Advisory  Committee 
advises  either  under  this  paragraph  or  in  accordance  with  Article  30  that  a 
declaration  under  paragraph  (1)  or  (2)  should  be  or  should  not  have  been 
made,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  Executive  Committee  may  make  a  declaration 
accordingly  or  cancel  any  declaration  then  in  effect,  whichever  may  be 
appropriate. 

(5)  Any  declaration  made  under  this  Article  shall  specify  the  crop  year 
or  crop  years  to  which  it  relates,  and  this  Agreement  shall  apply  accordingly. 

(6)  If  any  exporting  or  importing  country  considers  that  a  declaration 
under  this  Article  should  be  or  should  not  have  been  made,  as  the  case  may 
be,  it  may  refer  the  matter  to  the  Council.  If  the  Council  finds  that  the 
representations  of  the  country  concerned  are  well  founded,  it  shall  make  or 
cancel  a  declaration  accordingly. 
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(7)  Any  declaration  made  under  paragraphs  (1),  (2)  or  (4)  which  is 
cancelled  in  accordance  with  this  Article  shall  be  regarded  as  having  full 
force  and  effect  until  the  date  of  its  cancellation,  and  such  cancellation  shall 
not  affect  the  validity  of  anything  done  under  the  declaration  prior  to  its 
cancellation. 

Article   14 
Establishment  of  Datum  Quantities 

(1)  Datum  quantities  as  denned  in  Article  2  shall  be  established  for  the 
first  crop  year  of  this  Agreement  with  reference  to  the  first  four  of  the 
immediately  preceding  five  crop  years  and,  for  each  succeeding  crop  year,  with 
respect  to  the  first  five  of  the  immediately  preceding  six  crop  years. 

(2)  Before  the  beginning  of  each  crop  year,  the  Council  shall  establish 
for  that  crop  year  the  datum  quantity  of  each  exporting  country  with  respect 
to  all  importing  countries  and  the  datum  quantity  of  each  importing  country 
with  respect  to  all  exporting  countries  and  to  each  such  country. 

(3)  The  datum  quantities  established  in  accordance  with  the  preceding 
paragraph  shall  be  re-established  whenever  a  change  in  the  membership  of 
this  Agreement  occurs,  regard  being  had  where  appropriate  to  any  conditions 
of  accession  prescribed  by  the  Council  under  Article  35. 

Article   15 
Recording  of  Purchases  and  Special  Transactions,  and  Statement  of  Balances 

(1)  For  the  purposes  of  the  operation  of  this  Agreement,  including  the 
establishment  of  the  total  commercial  purchases  of  importing  countries  under 
Article  4  (1)  and  the  establishment  of  datum  quantities  of  exporting  and 
importing  countries  in  subsequent  crop  years  under  Article  14,  the  Council 
shall  keep  records  for  each  crop  year  of  all  commercial  purchases  made  by 
importing  countries  from  all  sources  and  of  all  such  purchases  made  from 
exporting  countries. 

(2)  The  Council  shall  also  keep  records  so  that  at  all  times  during  a  crop 
year  a  statement  of  the  balance  of  commitment  of  each  exporting  country 
with  respect  to  all  importing  countries  and  of  the  balance  of  entitlement  of 
each  importing  country  with  respect  to  all  exporting  countries  and  to  each 
such  country  is  maintained.  Statements  of  such  balances  shall,  at  intervals 
prescribed  by  the  Council,  be  circulated  to  all  exporting  and  importing 
countries. 

(3)  For  the  purposes  of  paragraph  (2)  of  this  Article  and  of  Article  4  (1), 
commercial  purchases  by  an  importing  country  from  an  exporting  country 
entered  in  the  Council's  records  shall  also  be  entered  as  against  the  obligations 
of  exporting  and  importing  countries  under  Articles  4  and  5  of  this  Agree- 
ment, or  those  obligations  as  adjusted  under  other  Articles  of  this  Agreement, 
if  the  loading  period  falls  within  the  crop  year  and 

(a)  in  the  case  of  importing  countries,  the  purchases  are  at  prices  not 
less  than  the  minimum  price,  and 

(b)  in  the  case  of  exporting  countries,  the  purchases  are  at  prices  within 
the  price  range  including,  for  the  purposes  of  Article  5,  the  maximum 
price.  However,  if  the  importing  and  exporting  country  concerned 
so  agree,  purchases  at  prices  above  the  maximum  price  shall  also 
be  entered  as  against  the  obligations  of  that  exporting   country.    If 
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any  country  considers  its  interests  prejudiced  by  any  such  particular 
purchase,  it  may  refer  the  matter  to  the  Council  which  shall  decide 
the  issue. 
Commercial  purchases  of  wheat-flour  entered  in  the  Council's  records  shall 
also  be  entered  as  against  the  obligations  of  exporting  and  importing  countries 
under  the  same  conditions,  provided  that  the  price  of  such  wheat-flour  is  con- 
sistent with  a  price  of  wheat  which  may  be  entered  under  this  paragraph. 
In  the  case  of  durum  wheats,  a  purchase  entered  in  the  Council's  records 
shall  count  under  this  paragraph  whether  or  not  the  price  is  within  the  price 
range. 

(4)  A  purchase  of  wheat  from  an  exporting  country  shall  be  eligible  for 
entry  in  the  Council's  records  in  accordance  with  this  Article,  notwithstanding 
that  the  purchase  has  been  made  before  the  deposit  of  the  instrument  of 
acceptance  of  or  accession  to  this  Agreement  by  the  country  concerned. 

(5)  Provided  that  the  conditions  prescribed  in  paragraph  (3)  of  this 
Article  are  satisfied,  the  Council  may  authorize  purchases  to  be  recorded  for 
a  crop  year  if  (a)  the  loading  period  involved  is  within  a  reasonable  time  up 
to  one  month,  to  be  decided  by  the  Council,  before  the  beginning  or  after  the 
end  of  that  crop  year,  and  (b)  the  exporting  and  importing  country  concerned 
so  agree. 

(6)  For  the  period  of  closed  navigation  between  Fort  William/Port  Arthur 
and  the  Canadian  Atlantic  ports,  a  purchase  shall,  notwithstanding  the  pro- 
visions of  paragraph  (4)  of  Article  6,  be  eligible  for  entry  in  the  Council's 
records  against  the  obligations  of  the  exporting  country  and  the  importing 
country  concerned  in  accordance  with  this  Article  if  it  relates  to 

(a)  Canadian  wheat  which  is  moved  by  an  all-rail  route  from  Fort 
William/Port  Arthur  to  Canadian  Atlantic  ports,  or 

(b)  United  States  wheat  which,  except  for  conditions  beyond  the  control 
of  the  buyer  and  the  seller,  would  be  moved  by  lake  and  rail  to  United 
States  Atlantic  ports  and  which,  because  it  cannot  be  so  moved,  is 
moved  by  an  all-rail  route  to  United  States  Atlantic  ports, 

provided  that  payment  of  the  extra  transportation  cost  thereby  incurred  is 
agreed  between  the  buyer  and  the  seller. 

(7)  The  Council  shall  prescribe  rules  of  procedure  for  the  reporting  and 
recording  of  all  commercial  purchases  and  special  transactions.  In  those  rules 
it  shall  prescribe  the  frequency  and  the  manner  in  which  those  purchases 
and  transactions  shall  be  reported  and  shall  prescribe  the  duties  of  exporting 
and  importing  countries  with  regard  thereto.  The  Council  shall  also  make 
provision  for  the  amendment  of  any  records  or  statements  maintained  by  it, 
including  provision  for  the  settlement  of  any  dispute  arising  in  connexion 
therewith. 

(8)  Each  exporting  country  and  each  importing  country  may  be  per- 
mitted, in  the  fulfilment  of  its  obligations,  a  degree  of  tolerance  to  be  prescribed 
by  the  Council  for  that  country  on  the  basis  of  the  extent  of  those  obligations 
and  other  relevant  factors. 

(9)  In  order  that  as  complete  records  as  possible  may  be  maintained  and 
for  the  purposes  of  Article  21,  the  Council  shall  also  keep  separate  records 
for  each  crop  year  of  all  special  transactions  entered  into  by  any  exporting 
or  importing  country. 

Article  16 
Estimates  of  Requirements   and  Availability  of  Wheat 

(1)  By  15  September  of  each  year,  each  importing  country  shall  notify 
the  Council  of  its  provisional  estimate  of  its  commercial  requirements  of  wheat 
from  exporting  countries  in  that  crop  year.    Before  31  December  of  each  year, 
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each  importing  country  shall  notify  the  Council  of  any  changes  in  this  pro- 
visional estimate.  Importing  countries  may  notify  the  Council  of  any  further 
changes  they  desire  to  make  thereafter. 

(2)  By  1  October  in  the  case  of  Northern  Hemisphere  countries  and  1 
January  in  the  case  of  Southern  Hemisphere  countries,  each  exporting  country 
shall  notify  the  Council  of  its  estimate  of  the  wheat  it  will  have  available 
for  export  in  that  crop  year.  Exporting  countries  may  notify  the  Council  of 
any  changes  in  this  estimate  they  desire  to  make  thereafter. 

(3)  All  estimates  notified  to  the  Council  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  the  administration  of  the  Agreement  and  may  only  be  made  available  to 
exporting  and  importing  countries  on  such  conditions  as  the  Council  may 
prescribe.  All  estimates  submitted  in  accordance  with  this  Article  shall  in  no 
way  be  binding. 

(4)  Exporting  and  importing  countries  shall  be  free  to  fulfil  their  obliga- 
tions under  this  Agreement  through  private  trade  channels  or  otherwise.  Noth- 
ing in  this  Agreement  shall  be  construed  to  exempt  any  private  trader  from  any 
laws  or  regulations  to  which  he  is  otherwise  subject. 

(5)  The  Council  may,  at  its  discretion,  require  exporting  and  importing 
countries  to  co-operate  together  to  ensure  that  an  amount  of  wheat  equal 
to  not  less  than  ten  per  cent  of  the  datum  quantities  of  exporting  countries 
for  any  crop  year  shall  be  available  for  purchase  by  importing  countries  under 
this  Agreement  after  28  February  of  that  crop  year. 

PART   V— CONSULTATIONS,   PERFORMANCE,    DEFAULTS 
AND  SERIOUS  PREJUDICE 

Article  17 
Consultations 

(1)  In  order  to  assist  an  exporting  country  in  assessing  the  extent  of 
its  commitments  if  a  maximum  price  declaration  should  be  made  and  without 
prejudice  to  the  rights  enjoyed  by  any  importing  country  an  exporting  country 
may  consult  with  an  importing  country  regarding  the  extent  to  which  the 
rights  of  that  importing  country  under  Articles  4  and  5  of  this  Agreement  will 
be  taken  up  in  any  crop  year. 

(2)  Any  exporting  or  importing  country  experiencing  difficulty  in  mak- 
ing sales  or  purchases  of  wheat  under  Article  4  of  this  Agreement  may  refer 
the  matter  to  the  Council.  In  such  a  case  the  Council  with  a  view  to  the 
satisfactory  settlement  of  the  matter  shall  consult  with  any  exporting  or 
importing  country  concerned  and  may  make  such  recommendations  as  it 
considers  appropriate. 

(3)  If  an  importing  country  should  find  difficulty  in  obtaining  its  balance 
of  entitlement  in  a  crop  year  at  prices  not  greater  than  the  maximum  price 
while  a  maximum  price  declaration  is  in  effect,  it  may  refer  the  matter  to 
the  Council.  In  such  a  case  the  Council  shall  investigate  the  situation  and 
shall  consult  with  exporting  countries  regarding  the  manner  in  which  their 
obligations  shall  be  carried  out. 

Article  18 

Performance  under  Articles  4  and  5 

(1)  The  Council  shall  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  end  of  each  crop 
year  review  the  performance  of  exporting  and  importing  countries  in  rela- 
tion to  their  obligations  under  Articles  4  and  5  of  this  Agreement  during  that 
crop  year. 
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(2)  For  the  purposes  of  this  review  the  tolerances  as  specified  by  the 
Council  under  Article  15  shall  apply. 

(3)  Upon  application  by  an  importing  country  in  respect  of  the  per- 
formance of  its  obligations  in  the  crop  year,  the  Council  may  take  into  ac- 
count the  wheat  equivalent  of  flour  purchased  by  it  from  another  importing 
country  provided  it  can  be  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council  that  such 
flour  was  wholly  milled  from  wheat  purchased  within  the  Agreement  from 
exporting  countries. 

(4)  In  considering  the  performance  of  any  importing  country  in  rela- 
tion to  its  obligations  in  the  crop  year,  the  Council  shall  also  take  account 
of  any  exceptional  importation  of  wheat  from  other  than  exporting  countries 
provided  it  can  be  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council  that  such  wheat 
has  been  or  will  be  used  only  as  feeding  stuffs  and  that  such  importation  was 
not  at  the  expense  of  quantities  normally  purchased  by  that  importing  country 
from  exporting  countries.  Any  decision  under  this  paragraph  shall  be  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  held  by  exporting  countries  and  a  majority  of  the  votes 
held  by  importing  countries. 

(5)  In  considering  the  performance  of  any  importing  country  in  rela- 
tion to  its  obligations  in  the  crop  year  the  Council  may  also  take  account  of 
any  purchases  by  the  country  concerned  of  durum  wheat  from  other  import- 
ing countries  which  are  traditional  exporters  of  durum  wheat. 

Article   19 
Defaults  under  Article  4  or  5 

(1)  If,  on  the  basis  of  the  review  made  under  Article  18,  any  country 
appears  to  be  in  default  of  its  obligations  under  Article  4  or  5  of  this  Agree- 
ment, the  Council  shall  decide  what  action  should  be  taken. 

(2)  Before  reaching  a  decision  under  this  Article,  the  Council  shall  give 
any  exporting  or  importing  country  concerned  the  opportunity  to  present  any 
facts  which  it  considers  relevant. 

(3)  If  the  Council  finds  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  held  by  exporting 
countries  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  held  by  importing  countries  that  an 
exporting  country  or  an  importing  country  is  in  default  under  Article  4  or  5, 
it  may  by  a  similar  vote  deprive  the  country  concerned  of  its  voting  rights  for 
such  period  as  the  Council  may  determine,  reduce  the  other  rights  of  that 
country  to  the  extent  which  it  considers  commensurate  with  the  default,  or 
expel  that  country  from  the  Agreement. 

(4)  No  action  taken  by  the  Council  under  this  Article  shall  in  any  way 
reduce  the  obligation  of  the  country  concerned  in  respect  of  its  financial 
contributions  to  the  Council  except  in  the  event  that  that  country  is  expelled 
from  the  Agreement. 

Article   20 
Action  in  Cases  of  Serious  Prejudice 

(1)  Any  exporting  or  importing  country  which  considers  that  its  interests 
as  a  Party  to  this  Agreement  have  been  seriously  prejudiced  by  actions  of  any 
one  or  more  exporting  or  importing  countries  affecting  the  operation  of  the 
Agreement  may  bring  the  matter  before  the  Council.  In  such  a  case,  the 
Council  shall  immediately  consult  with  the  countries  concerned  in  order  to 
resolve  the  matter. 

(2)  If  the  matter  is  not  resolved  through  such  consultations,  the  Council 
may  refer  the  matter  to  the  Executive  Committee  or  the  Advisory  Committee 
on  Price  Equivalents  for  urgent  investigation  and  report.     On  receipt  of  any 
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such  report,  the  Council  shall  consider  the  matter  further  and,  by  a  majority 
of  the  votes  held  by  the  exporting  countries  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  held 
by  the  importing  countries,  may  make  recommendations  to  the  countries 
concerned. 

(3)  If,  after  action  has  or  has  not  been  taken,  as  the  case  may  be,  under 
paragraph  (2)  of  this  Article,  the  country  concerned  is  not  satisfied  that  the 
matter  has  been  satisfactorily  dealt  with,  it  may  apply  to  the  Council  for 
relief.  The  Council  may,  if  it  deems  appropriate,  relieve  that  country  of  part 
of  its  obligations  for  the  crop  year  in  question.  Two-thirds  of  the  votes  held 
by  the  exporting  countries  and  two-thirds  of  the  votes  held  by  the  importing 
countries  shall  be  required  for  a  decision  granting  relief. 

(4)  If  no  relief  is  granted  by  the  Council  under  paragraph  (3)  of  this 
Article  and  the  country  concerned  still  considers  that  its  interests  as  a  party 
to  this  Agreement  have  suffered  serious  prejudice,  it  may  withdraw  from  the 
Agreement  at  the  end  of  the  crop  year  by  giving  written  notice  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  of  America.  If  the  matter  was  brought  before  the 
Council  in  one  crop  year  and  the  Council's  consideration  of  the  application  for 
relief  was  concluded  in  the  subsequent  crop  year  the  withdrawal  of  the  coun- 
try concerned  may  be  effected  within  thirty  days  of  such  conclusion  by  giving 
similar  notice. 

PART  VI  —  ANNUAL  REVIEW 

Article   21 
Annual  Review   of  World   Wheat   Situation 

(1)  (a)   Guided  by  the  objectives  of  this  Agreement  as  set  forth  in  Article 

1,  the  Council  shall  annually  review  the  world  wheat  situation 
and  shall  inform  exporting  and  importing  countries  of  the  effects 
upon  the  international  trade  in  wheat  of  any  of  the  facts  which 
emerge  from  the  review. 

(b)  The  review  shall  be  carried  out  in  the  light  of  information 
obtainable  in  relation  to  national  production,  stocks,  prices,  trade, 
including  surplus  disposals  and  special  transactions,  and  any 
other  facts  which  may  appear  relevant. 

(c)  To  assist  it  in  its  review  of  surplus  disposals,  exporting  and 
importing  countries  shall  inform  the  Council  of  the  measures 
taken  by  them  to  secure  compliance  with  the  following  principles: 
that  the  solution  to  the  problems  involved  in  the  disposal  of 
surpluses  of  wheat  should  be  sought,  wherever  possible,  through 
efforts  to  increase  consumption;  that  disposals  should  take  place 
in  an  orderly  manner;  and  that,  where  surpluses  are  disposed  of 
under  special  terms,  exporting  and  importing  countries  concerned 
should  undertake  that  such  arrangements  will  be  made  without 
harmful  interference  with  normal  patterns  of  production  and 
international  commercial  trade. 

(d)  Any  exporting  or  importing  country  may  for  the  purpose  of  the 
annual  review  submit  to  the  Council  any  information  which  it 
considers  relevant  to  the  attainment  of  the  objectives  of  this 
Agreement.  Information  so  submitted  shall  be  taken  into  account 
as  appropriate  by  the  Council  in  carrying  out  the  annual  review. 

(2)  The  Council  shall  consider  and  inform  exporting  and  importing  coun- 
tries of  appropriate  methods  for  encouraging  the  consumption  of  wheat.  To 
this  end  the  Council  shall  undertake  studies  of  such  matters  as: 

(i)   factors  affecting  the  consumption  of  wheat  in  the  various  countries; 
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(ii)   means   of   promoting   consumption,   particularly   in   countries   where 
the  possibility  of  increased  consumption  exists. 
Any  exporting  or  importing  country  may  submit  to  the  Council  information 
which  it  considers  relevant  to  the  attainment  of  this  purpose. 

(3)  For  the  purposes  of  this  Article,  the  Council  shall  pay  due  regard  to 
work  done  by  the  Food  and  Agriculture  Organization  of  the  United  Nations 
and  other  intergovernmental  organizations,  in  particular  to  avoid  duplication, 
and  may,  without  prejudice  to  the  generality  of  paragraph  (1)  of  Article  33, 
make  such  arrangements  regarding  co-operation  in  any  of  its  activities  as  it 
considers  desirable  with  such  intergovernmental  organizations,  and  also  with 
any  Governments  of  Members  of  the  United  Nations  or  the  specialized  agencies 
not  party  to  this  Agreement  which  have  a  substantial  interest  in  the  inter- 
national trade  in  wheat. 

(4)  Nothing  in  this  Article  shall  prejudice  the  complete  liberty  of  action 
of  any  exporting  or  importing  country  in  the  determination  and  administration 
of  its  internal  agricultural  and  price  policies. 

PART  VII  —  GENERAL  ADMINISTRATION 

Article   22 
Constitution  of  the  Council 

(1)  The  International  Wheat  Council,  established  by  the  International 
Wheat  Agreement  1949,  shall  continue  in  being  for  the  purpose  of  administer- 
ing the  present  Agreement,  with  the  membership,  powers  and  functions 
provided  in  this  Agreement. 

(2)  Each  exporting  country  and  each  importing  country  shall  be  a  voting 
member  of  the  Council  and  may  be  represented  at  its  meetings  by  one  delegate, 
alternates,  and  advisers. 

(3)  Such  intergovernmental  organizations  as  the  Council  may  decide  to 
invite  to  any  of  its  meetings  may  each  have  one  non-voting  representative  in 
attendance  at  those  meetings. 

(4)  The  Council  shall  elect  a  non- voting  Chairman  and  a  Vice-Chairman 
who  shall  hold  office  for  one  crop  year.  The  Vice-Chairman  shall  have  no 
vote  while  acting  as  Chairman. 

(5)  The  Council  shall  have  in  the  territory  of  each  exporting  and  import- 
ing country,  to  the  extent  consistent  with  its  laws,  such  legal  capacity  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  exercise  of  its  functions  under  this  Agreement. 

Article   23 
Powers  and  Functions  of  the  Council 

(1)  The  Council  shall  establish  its  rules  of  procedure. 

(2)  The  Council  shall  keep  such  records  as  are  required  by  the  terms  of 
this  Agreement  and  may  keep  such  other  records  as  it  considers  desirable. 

(3)  The  Council  shall  publish  an  annual  report  and  may  also  publish  any 
other  information  (including,  in  particular r  its  Annual  Review  or  any  part  or 
summary  thereof)   concerning  matters  within  the  scope  of  this  Agreement. 

(4)  In  addition  to  the  powers  and  functions  specified  in  this  Agreement, 
the  Council  shall  have  such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other  functions  as 
are  necessary  to  carry  out  the  terms  of  this  Agreement. 
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(5)  The  Council  may,  by  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  by  the  exporting 
countries  and  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  by  the  importing  countries,  dele- 
gate the  exercise  of  any  of  its  powers  or  functions.  The  Council  may  at  any 
time  revoke  such  delegation  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast.  Subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Article  13,  any  decision  made  under  any  powers  or  functions 
delegated  by  the  Council  in  accordance  with  this  paragraph  shall  be  subject 
to  review  by  the  Council  at  the  request  of  any  exporting  or  importing  country 
made  within  a  period  which  the  Council  shall  prescribe.  Any  decision,  in 
respect  of  which  no  request  for  review  has  been  made  within  the  prescribed 
period,  shall  be  binding  on  all  exporting  and  importing  countries. 

(6)  In  order  to  enable  the  Council  to  discharge  its  functions  under  this 
Agreement,  the  exporting  and  importing  countries  undertake  to  make  avail- 
able and  supply  such  statistics  and  information  as  are  necessary  for  this 
purpose. 

Article  24 

Votes   of   Exporting   Countries 

The  votes  to  be  exercised  by  the  respective  delegations  of  exporting 
countries  on  the  Council  shall  be  as  follows:

Article  26 
Redistribution  of  Votes 

(1)  Any  exporting  country  may  authorize  any  other  exporting  country, 
and  any  importing  country  may  authorize  any  other  importing  country,  to 
represent  its  interests  and  to  exercise  its  votes  at  any  meeting  or  meetings  of 
the  Council.  Evidence  of  such  authorization  satisfactory  to  the  Council  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Council. 

(2)  If  at  any  Session  of  the  Council  an  importing  country  or  an  exporting 
country  is  not  represented  by  an  accredited  delegate  and  has  not  authorized 
another  country  to  exercise  its  votes  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (1)  of  this 
Article,  the  total  votes  to  be  exercised  by  the  exporting  countries  shall  be 
adjusted  to  a  figure  equal  to  the  total  of  votes  to  be  exercised  at  that  Session 
by  the  importing  countries  and  redistributed  among  exporting  countries  in 
proportion  to  their  votes. 

(3)  Whenever  the  membership  of  this  Agreement  changes  or  when  any 
country  forfeits,  is  deprived  of  or  recovers  its  votes  under  any  provision  of 
this  Agreement,  the  Council  shall  redistribute  the  votes  within  either  Article 
24  or  Article  25,  as  the  case  may  be,  proportionally  to  the  number  of  votes 
held  by  each  country  listed  in  that  Article. 

(4)  No  exporting  or  importing  country  shall  have  less  than  one  vote  and 
there  shall  be  no  fractional  votes. 

Article  27 
Seat,  Sessions,  Quorum 

(1)  The  seat  of  the  Council  shall  be  London  unless  the  Council  decides 
otherwise  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  by  the  exporting  countries  and  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  by  the  importing  countries. 

(2)  The  Council  shall  meet  at  least  once  during  each  half  of  each  crop 
year  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Chairman  may  decide. 

(3)  The  Chairman  shall  convene  a  Session  of  the  Council  if  so  requested 
by  (a)  five  countries  or  (b)  one  or  more  countries  holding  a  total  of  not  less 
than  ten  per  cent  of  the  total  votes  or  (c)  the  Executive  Committee. 

(4)  The  presence  of  delegates  with  a  majority  of  the  votes  held  by  the 
exporting  countries  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  held  by  the  importing  countries 
prior  to  any  adjustment  of  votes  under  Article  26  shall  be  necessary  to  con- 
stitute a  quorum  at  any  meeting  of  the  Council. 
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Article  28 
Decisions 

(1)  Except  where  otherwise  specified  in  this  Agreement,  decisions  of  the 
Council  shall  be  by  a  majority  of  the  total  votes  cast. 

(2)  Each  exporting  and  importing  country  undertakes  to  accept  as  bind- 
ing all  decisions  of  the  Council  under  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement. 

Article  29 
Executive  Committee 

(1)  The  Council  shall  establish  an  Executive  Committee.  The  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  not  more  than  four  exporting  countries 
elected  annually  by  the  exporting  countries  and  not  more  than  eight  importing 
countries  elected  annually  by  the  importing  countries.  The  Council  shall  ap- 
point the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  may  appoint  a  Vice- 
Chairman. 

(2)  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  responsible  to  and  work  under  the 
general  direction  of  the  Council.  It  shall  have  such  powers  and  functions  as 
are  expressly  assigned  to  it  under  this  Agreement  and  such  other  powers 
and  functions  as  the  Council  may  delegate  to  it  under  paragraph  5  of  Article  23. 

(3)  The  exporting  countries  on  the  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the 
same  total  number  of  votes  as  the  importing  countries.  The  votes  of  the  ex- 
porting countries  on  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  divided  among  them 
as  they  shall  decide,  provided  that  no  such  exporting  country  shall  have  more 
than  forty  per  cent  of  the  total  votes  of  those  exporting  countries.  The  votes 
of  the  importing  countries  on  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  divided  among 
them  as  they  shall  decide,  provided  that  no  such  importing  country  shall  have 
more  than  forty  per  cent  of  the  total  votes  of  those  importing  countries. 

(4)  The  Council  shall  prescribe  rules  of  procedure  regarding  voting  in 
the  Executive  Committee  and  may  make  such  other  provision  regarding  rules 
of  procedure  in  the  Executive  Committee  as  it  thinks  fit.  A  decision  of  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  require  the  same  majority  of  votes  as  this  Agree- 
ment prescribes  for  the  Council  when  making  a  decision  on  a  similar  matter. 

(5)  Any  exporting  or  importing  country  which  is  not  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee  may  participate,  without  voting,  in  the  discussion  of 
any  question  before  the  Executive  Committee  whenever  the  latter  considers 
that  the  interests  of  that  country  are  affected. 

Article   30 
Advisory  Committee  on  Price  Equivalents 

(1)  The  Council  shall  establish  an  Advisory  Committee  on  Price  Equiv- 
alents consisting  of  representatives  of  not  more  than  four  exporting  countries 
and  of  not  more  than  four  importing  countries.  The  Chairman  of  the  Advisory 
Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Council. 

(2)  The  Advisory  Committee  shall  keep  under  continuous  review  current 
market  conditions,  including  in  particular  the  movement  of  prices,  for  wheat 
of  all  classes,  types  and  grades  and  shall  immediately  inform  the  Council  and 
the  Executive  Committee  whenever  in  its  opinion  circumstances  exist  which 
are  likely  to  or  require  that  a  declaration  under  Article  13  should  be  made  or 
a  meeting  convened  under  paragraphs  (1)  or  (2)  of  Article  7.  With  respect 
to  the  latter  Article,  the  Advisory  Committee  shall  have  particular  regard  to 
circumstances  which  have  brought  about,  or  threaten  to  bring  about,  a  serious 
fall  in  the  price  in  any  market  of  any  class,  type  or  grade  of  wheat  in  relation 
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to  the  minimum  price  in  that  market  for  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat.  The 
Advisory  Committee  shall,  in  the  exercise  of  its  functions  under  this  paragraph, 
take  into  account  any  representations  made  by  any  exporting  or  importing 
country  concerned. 

(3)  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  Advisory  Committee  circumstances 
exist  which  require  that  a  meeting  of  the  Council  be  convened  under  paragraph 
(1)  or  (2)  of  Article  7  or  whenever  such  a  meeting  is  convened,  it  shall  im- 
mediately advise  the  Council  and  the  Executive  Committee  of  any  action  with 
regard  to  the  determination  of  allowances  for  differences  of  quality  which  it 
considers  might  suitably  be  taken  to  meet  the  situation. 

(4)  The  Advisory  Committee  shall  advise  the  Council  and  the  Executive 
Committee  on  the  matters  referred  to  in  paragraphs  (5),  (6)  and  (8)  of 
Article  6  and  paragraph  (3)  of  Article  7  and  on  such  other  questions  as  the 
Council  or  the  Executive  Committee  may  refer  to  it. 

Article  31 
The  Secretariat 

(1)  The  Council  shall  have  a  Secretariat  consisting  of  an  Executive 
Secretary,  who  shall  be  its  chief  administrative  officer,  and  such  staff  as  may 
be  required  for  the  work  of  the  Council  and  its  Committees. 

(2)  The  Council  shall  appoint  the  Executive  Secretary  who  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  performance  of  the  duties  devolving  upon  the  Secretariat 
in  the  administration  of  this  Agreement  and  for  the  performance  of  such  other 
duties  as  are  assigned  to  him  by  the  Council  and  its  Committees. 

(3)  The  staff  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Secretary  in  accordance 
with  regulations  established  by  the  Council. 

(4)  It  shall  be  a  condition  of  employment  of  the  Executive  Secretary  and 
of  the  staff  that  they  do  not  hold  or  shall  cease  to  hold  financial  interest  in 
the  trade  in  wheat  and  that  they  shall  not  seek  or  receive  instructions  regarding 
their  duties  under  this  Agreement  from  any  Government  or  from  any  other 
Authority  external  to  the  Council. 

Article   32 
Finance 

(1)  The  expenses  of  delegations  to  the  Council,  of  representatives  on  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  of  representatives  on  the  Advisory  Committee  on 
Price  Equivalents  shall  be  met  by  their  respective  Governments.  The  other 
expenses  necessary  for  the  administration  of  this  Agreement  shall  be  met  by 
annual  contributions  from  the  exporting  and  importing  countries.  The  con- 
tribution of  each  such  country  for  each  crop  year  shall  be  in  the  proportion 
which  the  number  of  its  votes  bears  to  the  total  of  the  votes  of  the  exporting 
and  importing  countries  at  the  beginning  of  that  crop  year. 

(2)  At  its  first  Session  after  this  Agreement  comes  into  force,  the  Council 
shall  approve  its  budget  for  the  period  ending  31  July  1960  and  assess  the 
contribution  to  be  paid  by  each  exporting  and  importing  country. 

(3)  The  Council  shall,  at  a  Session  during  the  second  half  of  each  crop 
year,  approve  its  budget  for  the  following  crop  year  and  assess  the  contribution 
to  be  paid  by  each  exporting  and  importing  country  for  that  crop  year. 

(4)  The  initial  contribution  of  any  exporting  or  importing  country  acced- 
ing to  this  Agreement  under  paragraph  (4)  of  Article  35  shall  be  assessed  by 
the  Council  on  the  basis  of  the  votes  to  be  distributed  to  it  and  the  period 
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remaining  in  the  current  crop  year,  but  the  assessments  made  upon  other 
exporting  and  importing  countries  for  the  current  crop  year  shall  not  be 
altered. 

(5)  Contributions  shall  be  payable  immediately  upon  assessment.  Any 
exporting  or  importing  country  failing  to  pay  its  contribution  within  one  year 
of  its  assessment  shall  forfeit  its  voting  rights  until  its  contribution  is  paid, 
but  shall  not  be  relieved  of  its  obligations  under  this  Agreement,  nor  shall 
it  be  deprived  of  any  of  its  rights  under  this  Agreement  unless  the  Council 
so  decides  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  held  by  the  exporting  countries  and  a 
majority  of  the  votes  held  by  the  importing  countries. 

(6)  The  Council  shall,  each  crop  year,  publish  an  audited  statement  of 
its  receipts  and  expenditures  in  the  previous  crop  year. 

(7)  The  Government  of  the  country  where  the  seat  of  the  Council  is 
situated  shall  grant  exemption  from  taxation  on  the  salaries  paid  by  the 
Council  to  its  employees  except  that  such  exemption  need  not  apply  to  the 
nationals  of  that  country. 

(8)  The  Council  shall,  prior  to  its  dissolution,  provide  for  the  settlement 
of  its  liabilities  and  the  disposal  of  its  records  and  assets. 

Article   33 
Co-operation  with  other  Intergovernmental  Organizations 

(1)  The  Council  may  make  whatever  arrangements  are  desirable  for 
consultation  and  co-operation  with  the  appropriate  organs  of  the  United  Nations 
and  its  specialized  agencies  and  with  other  intergovernmental  organizations. 

(2)  If  the  Council  finds  that  any  terms  of  this  Agreement  are  materially 
inconsistent  with  such  requirements  as  may  be  laid  down  by  the  United  Nations 
or  through  its  appropriate  organs  and  specialized  agencies  regarding  inter- 
governmental commodity  agreements,  the  inconsistency  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  a  circumstance  affecting  adversely  the  operation  of  this  Agreement  and  the 
procedure  prescribed  in  paragraphs  (3),  (4)  and  (5)  of  Article  36  shall  be 
applied. 

Article  34 
Disputes  and  Complaints 

(1)  Any  dispute  concerning  the  interpretation  or  application  of  this 
Agreement  other  than  a  dispute  under  Article  18  or  19  which  is  not  settled  by 
negotiation  shall,  at  the  request  of  any  country  party  to  the  dispute,  be  referred 
to  the  Council  for  decision. 

(2)  In  any  case  where  a  dispute  has  been  referred  to  the  Council  under 
paragraph  (1)  of  this  Article,  a  majority  of  countries,  or  any  countries  holding 
not  less  than  one-third  of  the  total  votes,  may  require  the  Council,  after  full 
discussion,  to  seek  the  opinion  of  the  advisory  panel  referred  to  in  paragraph 
(3)  of  this  Article  on  the  issues  in  dispute  before  giving  its  decision. 

(3)  (a)  Unless  the  Council  unanimously  agrees  otherwise,  the  panel  shall 
consist  of: 

(i)  two  persons,  one  having  wide  experience  in  matters  of  the  kind 
in  dispute  and  the  other  having  legal  standing  and  experience, 
nominated  by  the  exporting  countries; 

(ii)   two  such  persons  nominated  by  the  importing  countries;  and 
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(iii)  a  chairman  selected  unanimously  by  the  four  persons  nominated 
under  (i)  and  (ii)  or,  if  they  fail  to  agree,  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Council. 

(b)  Persons  from  countries  whose  Governments  are  parties  to  this  Agree- 
ment shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  advisory  panel,  and  persons  appointed  to 
the  advisory  panel  shall  act  in  their  personal  capacities  and  without  instructions 
from  any  Government. 

(c)  The   expenses   of  the   advisory  panel   shall  be  paid   by   the   Council. 

(4)  The  opinion  of  the  advisory  panel  and  the  reasons  therefor  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Council  which,  after  considering  all  the  relevant  information, 
shall  decide  the  dispute. 

(5)  Any  complaint  that  any  exporting  or  importing  country  has  failed 
to  fulfil  its  obligations  under  this  Agreement  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  country 
making  the  complaint,  be  referred  to  the  Council  which  shall  make  a  decision 
on  the  matter. 

(6)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  19,  no  exporting  or  importing 
country  shall  be  found  to  have  committed  a  breach  of  this  Agreement  except 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  held  by  the  exporting  countries  and  a  majority 
of  the  votes  held  by  the  importing  countries.  Any  finding  that  an  exporting 
or  importing  country  is  in  breach  of  this  Agreement  shall  specify  the  nature 
of  the  breach  and  if  the  breach  involves  default  by  that  country  in  its  obliga- 
tions under  Articles  4  or  5  of  this  Agreement,  the  extent  of  such  default. 

(7)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  19,  if  the  Council  finds  that  an 
exporting  country  or  an  importing  country  has  committed  a  breach  of  this 
Agreement  it  may,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  held  by  the  exporting  countries 
and  a  majority  of  the  votes  held  by  the  importing  countries,  deprive  the 
country  concerned  of  its  voting  rights  until  it  fulfils  its  obligations  or  expel 
that  country  from  the  Agreement. 

PART  VIII  —  FINAL  PROVISIONS 

Article   35 
Signature,  Acceptance,  Accession,  Entry  into  Force 

(1)  This  Agreement  shall  remain  open  for  signature  in  Washington  from 
6  April  1959  until  and  including  24  April  1959  by  the  Governments  of  the 
countries  listed  in  Articles  24  and  25. 

(2)  This  Agreement  shall  be  subject  to  acceptance  by  the  signatory 
Governments  in  accordance  with  their  respective  constitutional  procedures. 
Subject  to  the  provisions  of  paragraphs  (6)  and  (8)  of  this  Article,  instruments 
of  acceptance  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of 
America  not  later  than  16  July  1959. 

(3)  This  Agreement  shall  be  open  for  accession  by  any  Government  of  a 
country  listed  in  Articles  24  and  25.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  paragraphs 
(6)  and  (8)  of  this  Article,  instruments  of  accession  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  not  later  than  16  July  1959. 

(4)  The  Council  may,  by  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  by  exporting  coun- 
tries and  by  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  by  importing  countries,  approve 
accession  to  this  Agreement  by  the  Government  of  any  Member  of  the  United 
Nations  or  the  specialized  agencies  or  by  any  Government  invited  to  the  United 
Nations  Wheat  Conference  1958-59  but  which  is  not  listed  in  Article  24  or  25 
and  prescribe  conditions  for  such  accession,  and  in  such  a  case  the  Council 
shall  establish  the  relevant  datum  quantities  in   accordance  with  Article   12 
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and  14.  However,  in  the  case  of  any  Government  which  was  on  31  July  1959 
a  party  to  the  International  Wheat  Agreement  1956  and  which  seeks  before 
1  December  1959  to  accede  to  this  Agreement,  any  decision  under  this 
paragraph  shall  require  only  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  by  exporting  coun- 
tries and  a  majority  of  votes  cast  by  importing  countries.  Accession  shall  be 
effected  by  the  deposit  of  an  instrument  of  accession  with  the  Government  of 
the  United  States  of  America. 

(5)  Part  I  and  Parts  III  to  VIII  of  this  Agreement  shall  enter  into  force 
on  16  July  1959  and  Part  II  on  1  August  1959  between  those  Governments  which 
have  by  16  July  1959  accepted  or  acceded  under  paragraphs  (2),  (3)  or  (6) 
of  this  Article,  provided  that  such  Governments  hold  not  less  than  two-thirds 
of  the  votes  of  exporting  countries  and  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  votes 
of  importing  countries  in  accordance  with  the  distribution  established  in 
Articles  24  and  25. 

(6)  A  notification  by  any  signatory  Government  or  by  any  Government 
entitled  to  accede  to  this  Agreement  under  paragraph  (3)  of  this  Article  to  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  on  or  before  16  July  1959  of  an 
intention  to  accept  or  accede  to  this  Agreement,  followed  by  the  deposit  of  an 
instrument  of  acceptance  or  accession  not  later  than  1  December  1959  in  fulfil- 
ment of  that  intention,  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute  acceptance  or  accession 
on  16  July  1959  for  the  purposes  of  this  Article. 

(7)  If  by  16  July  1959  the  conditions  laid  down  in  the  preceding 
paragraphs  for  the  entry  into  force  of  this  Agreement  are  not  fulfilled,  the 
Governments  of  those  countries  which  by  that  date  have  accepted  or  acceded 
to  this  Agreement  in  accordance  with  paragraphs  (2),  (3)  or  (6)  of  this 
Article  may  decide  by  mutual  consent  that  it  shall  enter  into  force  among 
them,  or  they  may  take  whatever  other  action  they  consider  the  situation 
requires. 

(8)  Any  Government  which  has  not  accepted  or  acceded  to  this  Agree- 
ment by  16  July  1959  in  accordance  with  paragraphs  (2),  (3)  or  (6)  of  this 
Article  may  be  granted  by  the  Council  an  extension  of  time  for  depositing  its 
instrument  of  acceptance  or  accession.  If  that  Government  has  made  no 
notification  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (6)  of  this  Article,  Part  I  and  Parts 
III  to  VIII  of  this  Agreement  shall  enter  into  force  for  that  Government  on  the 
date  of  deposit  of  its  instrument,  and  Part  II  shall  enter  into  force  for  it  on  1 
August  1959  or  on  the  date  of  deposit  of  its  instrument,  whichever  is  the  later. 

(9)  Where,  for  the  purposes  of  the  operation  of  this  Agreement,  reference 
is  made  to  countries  listed  or  included  in  particular  Articles  or  in  any  Annex, 
any  country  the  Government  of  which  has  acceded  to  this  Agreement  on 
conditions  prescribed  by  the  Council  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (4)  of  this 
Article  shall  be  deemed  to  be  listed  or  included  in  those  Articles  or  in  that 
Annex  accordingly. 

(10)  The  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  will  notify  all 
signatory  and  acceding  Governments  of  each  signature,  acceptance  of  and 
accession  to  this  Agreement  and  of  all  notifications  made  in  accordance  with 
paragraph  (6)   of  this  Article. 

Article  36 
Duration,    Amendment,    Withdrawal    and    Termination 

(1)  This  Agreement  shall  remain  in  force  until  and  including  31  July 
1962. 

(2)  The  Council  shall,  at  such  time  as  it  considers  appropriate,  com- 
municate to  the  exporting  and  importing  countries  its  recommendations  regard- 
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ing  renewal  or  replacement  of  this  Agreement.  The  Council  may  invite  any 
Government  of  a  Member  of  the  United  Nations  or  the  specialized  agencies  not 
party  to  this  Agreement  which  has  a  substantial  interest  in  the  international 
trade  in  wheat  to  participate  in  any  of  its  discussions  under  this  paragraph. 

(3)  The  Council  may,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  held  by  the  exporting 
countries  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  held  by  the  importing  countries,  recom- 
mend an  amendment  of  this  Agreement  to  the  exporting  and  importing 
countries. 

(4)  The  Council  may  fix  a  time  within  which  each  exporting  and  import- 
ing country  shall  notify  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America 
whether  or  not  it  accepts  the  amendment.  The  amendment  shall  become 
effective  upon  its  acceptance  by  exporting  countries  which  hold  two-thirds  of 
the  votes  of  the  exporting  countries  and  by  importing  countries  which  hold 
two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  importing  countries. 

(5)  Any  exporting  or  importing  country  which  has  not  notified  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  of  its  acceptance  of  an  amend- 
ment by  the  date  on  which  such  amendment  becomes  effective  may,  after 
giving  such  written  notice  of  withdrawal  to  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  of  America  as  the  Council  may  require  in  each  case,  withdraw  from  this 
Agreement  at  the  end  of  the  current  crop  year,  but  shall  not  thereby  be 
released  from  any  obligations  under  this  Agreement  which  have  not  been 
discharged  by  the  end  of  that  crop  year. 

(6)  Any  exporting  country  which  considers  its  interests  to  be  seriously 
prejudiced  by  the  non-participation  in  or  withdrawal  from  this  Agreement  of 
any  country  listed  in  Article  25  holding  not  less  than  five  per  cent  of  the  votes 
distributed  in  that  Article,  or  any  importing  country  which  considers  its 
interests  to  be  seriously  prejudiced  by  the  non-participation  in  or  withdrawal 
from  the  Agreement  of  any  country  listed  in  Article  24  holding  not  less  than 
five  per  cent  of  the  votes  distributed  in  that  Article,  may  withdraw  from  this 
Agreement  by  giving  written  notice  of  withdrawal  to  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  of  America  before  1  August  1959.  If  a  notification  has  been 
made  under  paragraph  (6)  of  Article  35  or  an  extension  of  time  has  been 
granted  by  the  Council  under  paragraph  8  of  that  Article,  notice  of  withdrawal 
in  accordance  with  this  paragraph  may  be  given  before  15  December  1959  or 
before  the  expiry  of  14  days  after  the  extension  granted,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(7)  Any  exporting  or  importing  country  which  considers  its  national 
security  to  be  endangered  by  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  may  withdraw  from 
this  Agreement  by  giving  thirty  days'  written  notice  of  withdrawal  to  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  or  may  apply  in  the  first  instance 
to  the  Council  for  the  suspension  of  some  or  all  of  its  obligations  under  this 
Agreement. 

(8)  The  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  will  inform  all 
signatory  and  acceding  Governments  of  each  notification  and  notice  received 
under  this  Article. 

Article  37 

Territorial   Application 

(1)  Any  Government  may,  at  the  time  of  signature  or  acceptance  of  or 
accession  to  this  Agreement,  declare  that  its  rights  and  obligations  under  this 
Agreement  shall  not  apply  in  respect  of  all  or  any  of  the  non-metropolitan 
territories  for  the  international  relations  of  which  it  is  responsible. 
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(2)  With  the  exception  of  territories  in  respect  of  which  a  declaration 
has  been  made  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (1)  of  this  Article,  the  rights 
and  obligations  of  any  Government  under  this  Agreement  shall  apply  in  respect 
of  all  non-metropolitan  territories  for  the  international  relations  of  which 
that  Government  is  responsible. 

(3)  Any  Government  may,  at  any  time  after  its  acceptance  of  or  accession 
to  this  Agreement,  by  notification  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  declare  that  its  rights  and  obligations  under  the  Agreement  shall 
apply  in  respect  of  all  or  any  of  the  non-metropolitan  territories  regarding 
which  it  has  made  a  declaration  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (1)  of  this 
Article. 

(4)  Any  Government  may,  by  giving  notification  of  withdrawal  to  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  of  America,  withdraw  from  this  Agreement 
separately  in  respect  of  all  or  any  of  the  non-metropolitan  territories  for  whose 
international  relations  it  is  responsible. 

(5)  For  the  purposes  of  the  establishment  of  datum  quantities  under 
Article  14  and  the  redistribution  of  votes  under  Article  26,  any  change  in  the 
application  of  this  Agreement  in  accordance  with  this  Article  shall  be  re- 
garded as  a  change  of  membership  in  such  manner  as  may  be  appropriate  to 
the  circumstances. 

(6)  The  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  will  inform  all 
signatory  and  acceding  Governments  of  any  declaration  or  notification  made 
under  this  Article. 

IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF  the  undersigned,  having  been  duly  authorized 
to  this  effect  by  their  respective  Governments,  have  signed  this  Agreement 
on  the  dates  appearing  opposite  their  signature. 

The  texts  of  this  Agreement  in  the  English,  French  and  Spanish  languages 
shall  all  be  equally  authentic,  the  original  to  be  deposited  in  the  archives  of 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America,  which  shall  transmit  cer- 
tified copies  thereof  to  each  signatory  and  acceding  Government.

SPEECHES   DELIVERED   BY   HER   MAJESTY   QUEEN   ELIZABETH   II, 
AT  OTTAWA,  JULY  1st,  1959 

Television  Broadcast 

Ottawa,  July  1,  1959 

The  last  time  I  spoke  to  you,  from  this  my  home  in  Ottawa,  was  when 
I  opened  the  new  Parliament  two  years  ago. 

This  time  I  want  to  speak  to  you  about  two  other  great  national  occasions. 
The  first  was  the  opening  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Seaway  in  which  President 
Eisenhower  and  I  took  part  near  Montreal  last  Friday.  He  represented  the 
American  people  and  I  was  there  as  your  representative  to  mark  the  completion 
of  this  joint  enterprise  which  has  captured  the  imagination  of  the  World. 
Although  this  was  an  international  undertaking,  it  is  worth  remembering  that 
Canada  was  the  moving  spirit  in  getting  the  project  started  and  that  two-thirds 
of  the  Seaway  and  the  work  on  it  is  in  Canadian  territory.  This  was  a  truly 
great  national  occasion. 

The  other  national  occasion  is  Dominion  Day,  which  we  are  celebrating 
today.  If  the  opening  of  the  Seaway  is  a  salute  to  the  future,  then  Dominion 
Day  is  a  salute  to  the  past.  Five  hundred  years  ago  there  were  no  Europeans 
on  this  continent,  today  over  17  million  Canadians  enjoy  what  is  probably 
one  of  the  highest  standards  of  living  anywhere  in  the  World. 

During  the  early  history  of  what  is  now  Canada  there  was  controversy 
and  fighting.  Today  you  have  achieved  a  unity  and  a  sense  of  common  purpose 
which  is  a  tribute  to  good  sense  and  tolerance.  This  did  not  come  about  of  its 
own  accord.  It  came  about  because  there  have  been  men  in  every  generation 
who  were  not  content  simply  to  work  for  themselves  but  who  worked  for  the 
nation  as  a  whole,  who  sacrificed  their  own  interests  for  the  common  good. 

Dominion  Day  commemorates  the  birth  of  Canada  as  a  nation  and  the  first 
independent  country  within  the  British  Empire.  So  it  also  marks  the  beginning 
of  that  free  association  of  indpendent  States  which  is  now  known  as  the 
Commonwealth  of  Nations. 

(Translation) :  Very  recently,  I  was  on  the  very  site  where  Jacques  Cartier, 
in  1534,  set  foot  for  the  first  time  on  Canadian  soil  and  there  erected  his  great 
wooden  cross.  I  have  been  told  that  the  name  Gaspe  comes  from  an  Indian 
word  meaning  "the  end  of  the  earth".  Undoubtedly,  it  seemed  to  the  Indians 
that  it  was,  in  fact,  the  end  of  the  earth,  but  for  Cartier,  and  those  who  came 
after  him,  it  was  the  start  of  a  new  world  and  a  life  filled  with  promises  and 
possibilities. 

Today,  every  Canadian  can  justifiably  be  proud  of  the  way  in  which  these 
possibilities  have  been  realized.  In  government  centres  and  in  industrial  areas, 
I  have  been  able  to  learn  that  this  marvellous  new  world,  built  on  work  and 
vision  and  on  the  natural  resources  of  our  Country,  still  remains,  four  hundred 
years  later,  the  heritage  of  Canadians. 
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(Text):  That  same  vision  and  heritage  brought  the  Commonwealth  into 
being  with  Canada  as  a  founder  member.  This  is  no  mere  sentimental  organiza- 
tion but  a  vigorous  association  for  co-operation  and  mutual  help  on  the  widest 
scale. 

One  instance  of  this  is  the  number  of  students  from  India  and  Pakistan 
and  the  West  Indies  who  find  places  in  Canadian  universities.  This  is  an 
admirable  plan  and  I  hope  that  it  spreads.  There  could  be  no  better  way  to 
help  future  generations  in  all  the  Commonwealth  countries  to  get  on  together. 
If  any  of  these  students  are  listening  to  me,  which  perhaps  they  are,  I  con- 
gratulate them  on  the  hard  work  and  enterprise,  which  has  brought  them 
here,  and  send  them  my  very  good  wishes. 

After  all  I  have  said,  I  am  sure  you  can  understand  why  this  tour  has 
given  me  and  my  husband  such  pleasure,  and  why  we  are  looking  forward  to 
the  rest  of  it  so  much.  We  would  like  to  see  many  more  of  you  and  far  more 
of  this  wonderful  country  but  it  cannot  be  done  this  time.  Canada  is  simply 
too  big.  Luckily  the  television  network  covers  most  of  the  populated  parts  of 
the  country  so  I  can  at  least  bring  this  rather  more  personal  message  directly 
into  your  homes,  even  if  I  cannot  drive  through  your  streets  and  meet  some 
of  your  fellow  citizens.  I  hope  it  will  also  let  you  come  with  me  to  the  different 
parts  of  Canada  I  am  going  to  visit  and  see  some  of  the  spectacles  and  industrial 
developments  along  the  route. 

This  is  the  holiday  season  for  many  of  you  and  a  fine  summer's  day  is  not 
just  the  moment  for  serious  matters  but  I  have  spoken  of  these  things  because 
they  are  very  close  to  my  heart.  If  I  have  helped  you  to  feel  proud  of  being 
Canadian,  if  I  have  reminded  you  of  the  strength  which  comes  from  unity, 
and  if  I  have  helped  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  bright  vision  of  the  years 
ahead,  I  shall  feel  well  satisfied  because  I  believe  with  all  conviction  that  this 
country  can  look  to  a  glorious  future. 


At    the    Dedication   and    Unveiling    of   Commonwealth    Air   Forces   Memorial 

Ottawa,  July  1,  1959 

This  Memorial  has  been  built  to  honour  the  men  and  women  of  the  Air 
Forces  of  the  Commonwealth  who  during  the  Second  World  War  gave  their 
lives  in  Canada,  in  the  United  States  of  America  and  in  neighbouring  lands  and 
seas,  and  who  have  no  known  graves.  It  is  one  of  five  such  air  force  memorials, 
commemorating  in  all  some  30,000  names.  I  have  already  opened  two  of  these 
— at  Runnymede  and  Malta — and  the  others  are  at  El  Alamein  and  Singapore. 

Their  very  locations  illustrate  how  wide  was  the  conflict  from  which  hardly 
any  portion  of  the  world  was  immune,  and  to  which  every  part  of  our 
Commonwealth  made  its  contribution. 

Some  of  those  commemorated  here  were  killed  in  active  operations,  based 
in  Canada — on  missions  over  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Oceans  and  in  the  Arctic. 
But  most  of  them  were  learning  to  fly  under  the  Empire  Air  Training  Scheme, 
or  ferrying  aircraft  made  in  this  continent  to  Europe  and  North  Africa.  They 
were  young  people  with  a  belief  in  the  future,  many  of  whom,  had  they  lived, 
would  be  playing  their  part  in  the  re-shaping  of  this  modern  world.  Their 
deaths  have  increased  the  burden  on  us,  but  the  example  of  their  faith  and 
courage  will  surely  help  and  inspire  us. 
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As  those  whose  names  are  recorded  here  came  from  every  part  of  the 
Commonwealth,  so  today  many  of  you,  their  relatives  and  kinsfolk,  have  come 
from  all  over  the  world  to  join  with  my  Canadian  people  in  honouring  their 
memory.  You  will  be  looking  for  the  names  of  sons  or  husbands  or  brothers 
who  did  not  shrink  from  losing  their  lives  to  save  our  own.  I  share  your 
pride  in  them  and  assure  you  of  the  undiminished  gratitude  of  those  who 
survived  the  conflict  and  are  able  to  live  in  freedom  because  of  their  self- 
sacrifice.  I  would  also  offer  you  a  word  of  sympathy  in  your  loss,  which  time 
can  mitigate  but  never  dispel. 

Many  Canadians  were  present  when  I  unveiled  the  Runnymede  memorial, 
on  which  are  recorded  the  names  of  3,000  Canadian  airmen.  In  the  great 
window  of  the  shrine  there  is  engraved  a  verse  from  the  139th  Psalm: 

"If  I  take  the  wings  of  the  morning:   and  remain  in  the  uttermost 

parts  of  the  sea; 
Even  there  shall  Thy  hand  lead  me, 
And  Thy  right  hand  shall  hold  me." 

Let  these  words,  in  which  some  of  those  whom  we  are  honouring  here 
may  have  found  encouragement  as  they  climbed  up  into  the  skies,  help  and 
support  you  today.

Thursday,  July  9th,  1959. 

The  Joint  Committee  of  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Commons  on  Indian 
Affairs  make  their  second  Report,  as  follows:  — 

The  Joint  Committee  of  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Commons  on  Indian 
Affairs  was  constituted  by  those  Houses  of  Parliament  on  May  5  and  April  29, 
respectively. 

Since  that  time  this  Committee  has  held  12  meetings  and  has  received 
information  from  the  following:  The  Honourable  Ellen  L.  Fairclough,  Minister 
of  Citizenship  and  Immigration  and  Superintendent  General  of  Indian  Affairs; 
Mr.  Laval  Fortier,  Deputy  Minister;  Mr.  H.  M.  Jones,  Director  of  Indian 
Affairs;  and  other  departmental  officials. 
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In  addition  the  Committee  called  and  heard  evidence  from  the  following 
Indian  groups  and  organizations: 

1.  The  Six  Nations  Council; 

2.  The  Six  Nations  Confederacy; 

3.  The  Native  Brotherhood  of  British  Columbia; 

4.  The  Manitoba  Indian  Brotherhood. 

As  this  is  the  first  general  review  of  the  Indian  Act  by  a  Parliamentary 
Committee  since  1951,  the  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  scope  of  this 
study  and  investigation  must  be  very  broad  in  order  to  properly  understand 
and  evaluate  the  problems  and  difficulties  presently  facing  the  Indian  popula- 
tion. 

It  is  necessary,  too,  for  the  Committee  to  recognize  the  possibility  of  short- 
comings in  the  Indian  Act  in  its  present  form  and,  if  possible,  to  suggest  the 
means  by  which  that  Act  can  be  improved  and  strengthened,  not  only  from  an 
administrative  standpoint,  but  with  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  Indian  people 
in  a  manner  that  will  improve  their  educational  and  economic  status. 

Numerous  organizations,  groups  and  private  individuals  have  expressed  a 
keen  interest  in  the  Committee's  work  and  in  the  welfare  of  the  Indian  people. 
Many  have  expressed  a  desire  to  present  briefs  or  to  make  statements  orally. 
This  is  particularly  true  of  Indian  groups,  as  well  as  church  and  welfare 
organizations. 

Early  in  its  sittings,  the  Committee  realized  that  it  would  not  be  possible  to 
hear  all  those  who  wish  to  make  representations  and  to  adduce  the  necessary 
evidence  during  the  short  period  of  time  at  its  disposal  during  this  session. 
With  this  in  mind,  the  Committee  heard  a  few  Indian  representatives  with 
the  expectation  that  those  not  heard  now  would  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
make  their  presentation  at  a  later  date. 

Your  Committee  unanimously  recommends  that  a  similar  Committee  be 
appointed  early  in  the  next  session  of  Parliament  to  carry  on  these  investigations 
and  studies. 

It  is  further  urged  that  those  groups  or  organizations,  who  have  expressed 
a  desire  to  make  submissions,  be  afforded  an  opportunity  to  submit  a  written 
brief  and,  where  necessary,  to  support  that  brief  by  oral  testimony. 

In  the  taking  of  written  or  oral  evidence,  it  is  suggested  that  priority 
should  be  given  to  the  hearing  of  representatives  of  the  Indian  groups,  organiza- 
tions or  bands.  These  are  the  people  primarily  concerned  and  their  views  should 
receive  particular  attention. 

The  officials  of  the  Indian  Affairs  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Citizenship 
and  Immigration  and  those  of  the  Indian  and  Northern  Health  Services  of  the 
Department  of  National  Health  and  Welfare  can  contribute  materially  to  the 
effectiveness  of  any  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  by  supplying  to  that  Com- 
mittee all  the  information  possible  to  assist  in  an  understanding  of  the 
administrative  difficulties  and  other  matters.  These  officials  could  further  assist 
by  requesting  the  regional  supervisors  to  advise  the  Indian  population  of  the 
Committee's  studies  and  at  the  same  time  indicate  to  the  various  bands  the 
means  by  which  their  briefs  or  opinions  may  be  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Committee. 
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This  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  for  the  information 
tendered  by  the  Superintendent  General  of  Indian  Affairs,  the  Departmental 
officials  and  the  Indian  representatives.

APPENDIX 

Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Finance  respecting 
the  Threat  of  Inflation  in  Canada 

Tuesday,  14th  July,  1959. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  the  instruction 
to  study  the  threat  of  inflation  in  Canada,  reports  as  follows:  — 

In  recent  years  the  problem  of  inflation  has  become  a  major  concern  of 
public  policy  throughout  the  Western  World.  An  outstanding  authority  stated 
to  your  Committee  that  "Inflation  has  replaced  recession  as  the  major  topic  of 
business  concern  on  this  continent".  The  nature  of  this  problem,  its  cure,  and  its 
threat  for  the  future  have  become  matters  of  urgent  interest  and  widespread 
discussion.  The  information  submitted  to  your  Committee  has  indicated  that 
these  apprehensions  have  arisen  because  of  the  persistent  rises  in  prices  and 
costs  and  the  consequent  erosion  in  the  value  of  money  which  has  occurred 
during  the  post-war  period;  the  continuing  increases  in  the  cost  of  living  during 
the  recent  recession;  and  the  obvious  reluctance  which  has  developed  on  the 
part  of  the  general  public  with  respect  to  the  investment  of  savings  in  long- 
term  fixed  dollar  obligations,  with  the  result  that  governments  in  particular  have 
encountered  increasing  difficulties  in  financing  their  requirements. 

It  was  against  this  general  background  that  your  Committee  proceeded  to 
carry  out  its  instructions  "to  study  the  threat  of  inflation  in  Canada".  The 
Committee  sought  the  assistance  of  both  competent  individual  authorities  and  of 
representative  groups  in  the  community.  Within  the  limited  time  available  the 
Committee  was  able  to  arrange  10  public  meetings.  At  its  first  such  meeting 
the  Committee  heard  from  a  distinguished  economist,  Professor  F.  A.  Knox  of 
Queen's  University  who  presented  an  explanation  and  broad  analysis  of  the 
nature  of  inflationary  forces.  At  its  subsequent  meetings  the  Committee  received 
the  views  of  leading  representatives  of  industry,  commerce,  finance,  labour, 
agriculture,  and  of  the  Governor  of  the  Bank  of  Canada.  In  all,  the  Committee 
heard  from  44  witnesses.  Their  names,  positions,  and  the  organizations  which 
they  represent  are  shown  in  Appendix  A. 

The  submissions  which  were  received  were  of  invaluable  assistance  to  the 
work  of  the  Committee.  All  of  the  presentations  were  prepared  with  special 
care  and  were  the  result  of  much  thought  and  effort.  They  were  constructive, 
frank,  and  reflected  the  great  importance  which  was  being  attached  to  the  subject 
of  our  enquiry.  Consequently,  the  evidence  placed  before  the  Committee  as 
published  in  its  proceedings  does  itself  constitute  a  most  valuable  contribution 
to  the  discussion  and  elucidation  of  a  problem  of  great  social  and  economic 
significance  to  the  future  welfare  and  progress  of  our  country. 

In  particular,  the  views  and  information  which  were  presented  have  enabled 
the  Committee,  within  the  limited  time  available,  to  submit  some  preliminary, 
but,  useful  findings.  Clearly,  there  has  not  been  sufficient  time  to  pursue  many  of 
the  intricacies  and  implications  of  so  complex  and  difficult  a  subject.  Conse- 
quently, the  Committee  will  confine  itself  in  this  report  to  a  brief  consideration  of 
certain  basic  issues  of  vital  importance  about  which  there  was  some  consensus 
of  view  among  the  witnesses  who  came  before  us.  These  issues  relate  to  such 
fundamental  matters  as  the  question  concerning  the  historical  and  long-term 
inevitability  of  inflation,  the  nature  and  effects  of  the  post-world  War  II  rise 
in  prices,  the  compatibility  of  the  aims  regarding  the  maintenance  of  high  levels 
of  employment  and  the  preservation  of  reasonable  stability  in  the  value  of 
money,  the  doctrine  of  creeping  inflation,  and  finally  the  existing  situation  and 
psychology  concerning  the  threat  of  inflation. 
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Inflation  not  Inevitable 

It  is  not  necessary,  before  entering  upon  a  discussion  of  this  subject,  to 
attempt  to  present  a  highly  sophisticated  definition  of  inflation.  For  all  practical 
purposes  inflation  may  be  defined  as  a  condition  in  which  there  is  a  persistent 
rise  in  the  general  level  of  prices.  There  are  some  who  argue  that  inflation, 
defined  in  this  way,  has  existed  throughout  the  long  sweep  of  history  and  that 
this  historic  trend  can  be  expected  to  continue  its  inevitable  course  in  the 
future.  In  support  of  this  contention  these  observers  point  to  the  rise  which  they 
claim  has  taken  place  in  the  indexes  of  prices  over  the  last  several  centuries. 
However,  a  close  examination  of  the  actual  movements  of  prices  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  the  United  States  and  Canada  does  not  support  such  a  sweeping 
generalization.  Professor  Knox  has  explained  that  "In  Great  Britain  and  the 
United  States,  for  instance,  the  record  since  1800  shows  great  and  long-continued 
swings  in  the  general  wholesale  price  level.  Yet  over  that  long  period  their 
indexes  of  wholesale  price  levels  show  no  clear  trend;  increases  have,  in  time, 
been  offset  by  decreases  .  .  .  the  price  level  (In  Great  Britain)  in  1940  was 
almost  exactly  where  it  was  in  1840,  and  yet  there  has  been  considerable  growth 
in  output  over  that  period."  These  movements  in  the  general  levels  of  prices  in 
the  three  countries  may  be  observed  in  Chart  I.  It  will  be  seen  that  over  the  past 
150  years  there  has  been  no  persistent  trend.  There  have  been  long  periods  of 
relative  stability  and  of  decline  as  well  as  sharp  upward  movements.  It  is 
apparent  that  the  major  upswings  were  associated  with  extraordinary  events, 
especially  wars.  It  is  strikingly  evident  that  the  effects  of  the  Napoleonic  Wars, 
of  the  American  Civil  War  and  of  World  Wars  I  and  II  have  been  the  prime 
causes  of  all  the  pronounced  increases  in  the  price  levels  which  have  occurred. 

Chart  II  shows  the  general  movements  in  Canadian  wholesale  prices 
since  1867.  From  that  date  to  the  present  the  index  has  increased  by  close 
to  three  times  but  it  is  clear  that  the  disturbances  of  wars  have  been  the 
principal  factor  in  this  rise.  Had  the  index  risen  consistently  by  an  average 
of  as  little  as  2%  a  year  over  the  entire  period  the  index  would  have  been 
multiplied  by  more  than  six  times  instead  of  less  than  three.  In  fact,  the 
sharp  wartime  increases  have  been  offset  in  considerable  degree  by  long 
periods  of  decline  or  relative  stability.  In  evidence  presented  to  the  Com- 
mittee by  Mr.  James  Muir,  President  of  the  Royal  Bank  of  Canada,  it  is  pointed 
out  that  ". . .  over  the  33  year  period  from  1867  to  1900  we  had  an  annual 
rate  of  growth  in  volume  or  "real"  terms  of  almost  3  per  cent,  while  the 
consumer  price  index  declined  14  per  cent.  In  the  period  1920-29  we  had 
an  annual  average  rate  of  growth  in  real  terms  of  3^  per  cent,  but  the  consumer 
price  index  declined  16.9  per  cent.  (Almost  completely  stable  prices  prevailed 
from  1922-1929  .  . .  In  real  terms,  therefore,  inflation  is  not  necessarily  associated 
with  periods  of  economic  growth." 

Historical  evidence  does  not  support  the  contention  that  inflation  has  been 
a  necessary  and  inevitable  condition  of  economic  progress  either  in  Canada, 
the  United  Kingdom  or  the  United  States.  Nevertheless,  it  is  now  being 
suggested  in  some  quarters  that  the  circumstances  of  the  present-day  economic 
system  and  of  modern  society  are  such  that  a  desirable  or  adequate  rate  of 
economic  growth  cannot  be  maintained  without  at  least  a  moderate  measure 
of  continuing  inflation.  None  of  the  witnesses  which  appeared  before  the 
Committee  believed  that  inflation  was  inevitable,  necessary,  or  desirable.  Indeed 
the  spokesman  for  large  representative  groups  in  the  community  expressed 
quite  the  contrary  view.  The  Canadian  Manufacturers'  Association  stated 
that  "We  do  not  accept  the  philosophy  that  inflation  is  either  inevitable  or 
desirable  and  we  believe  that  the  will  to  prevent  inflation  must  be  kept  vital." 
The  Railway  Brotherhoods  informed  the  Committee  that  "Our  position  (and 
we  repeat  this  because  here  especially  we  want  to  be  sure  that  we  are  not 
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misunderstood)  is  not  to  defend  supposed  virtues  in  inflation  or  to  advise 
against  the  use  of  inflationary  controls.  On  the  contrary,  we  are  quite  ready 
to  endorse  both  the  goals  and  the  methods  of  a  well  considered  anti  inflationary 
programme."  The  Canadian  Federation  of  Agriculture  expressed  the  hope 
that  your  Committee  would  "...  emphasize  that  public  and  private  activity 
in  this  country  must  be  based  on  the  premise  that  the  threat  of  continuing 
inflation  is  one  that  can  be  largely  removed  by  appropriate  policies  and 
programs,  monetary,  fiscal  and  industrial — and  that  such  policies  should  be 
consistently  followed." 

It  has  been  pointed  out  that  Canada  is  always  subject  to  powerful  influences 
from  abroad,  particularly  from  the  United  States.  It  has  been  argued  that 
if  there  is  inflation  in  that  country  it  will  inevitably  be  communicated  to 
Canada.  While  the  Canadian  economy  is  likely  to  continue  to  be  strongly 
effected  by  events  in  the  United  States,  we  are  not  helpless  and  we  could  easily 
do  worse.  The  Governor  of  the  Bank  of  Canada  stated  his  view  to  the  Com- 
mittee that  "we  should  at  the  very  least  try  to  prevent  ourselves  adding 
domestic  causes  of  inflation  or  deflation  to  what  causes  are  affecting  us  from 
abroad ...  if  these  price  movements  abroad  are  very  broad  and  large  in 
magnitude,  that  we  would  to  some  extent  try  to  insulate  ourselves  and  not 
suffer  as  big  a  price  rise  or  price  decline  in  Canada,  expressed  in  Canadian 
currency". 

Nature  and  Effects  of  Post-War  Rise  in  Prices  1946-58 

One  of  the  factors  in  the  concern  over  inflation  arises  from  the  experience 
of  the  post-war  years  during  which  a  considerable  upswing  in  prices  occurred, 
an  upswing  which  exceeded  that  which  took  place  during  the  war  itself. 
Canada's  experience  was  not  unique — it  was  a  phenomenon  which  occurred  in 
most  other  countries.  The  rise  in  prices  in  Canada  during  the  post-war  period 
was  somewhat  greater  than  in  the  United  States  but  less  than  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  On  the  other  hand  the  post-war  period  in  Canada  was  one  of 
rapid  economic  progress  and  generally  high  levels  of  employment.  The 
developments  during  this  period  were  summarized  concisely  in  the  submission 
of  the  Canadian  Chamber  of  Commerce.  "From  1947  (the  first  full  year 
after  price  controls  were  lifted  in  1946)  through  1958  the  Consumers'  Price 
Index  in  Canada  increased  47.5  per  cent  or  3f  per  cent  per  annum,  compounded. 
During  this  11 -year  period,  however,  the  Canadian  economy  experienced 
dynamic  growth  on  a  scale  seldom  equalled  by  any  country.  Population 
increased  35.8%,  G.N.P.  133.8%,  employment  18.1%,  and  unemployment  as 
a  percentage  of  the  working  force  averaged  3.3%  per  annum.  Gross  capital 
expenditures  of  all  kinds  totalled  $65.7  billions,  or,  an  average  23.0%  of 
G.N.P.  per  annum." 

Chart  III  shows  the  growth  in  the  total  physical  volume  of  Canadian 
production,  the  growth  measured  in  money,  and  the  effect  of  the  rise  in 
prices  over  the  period  1946-58.  In  money  terms  Gross  National  Production 
(G.N.P.)  rose  by  an  average  of  8.7%  per  annum  but  more  than  half  of  this 
rate  of  increase  was  the  result  merely  of  higher  prices  on  the  actual  goods 
and  services  produced. 

However,  even  during  this  period  there  was  not  a  relentless  and  persistent 
trend.  As  was  emphasized  in  the  submission  of  the  Canadian  Congress  of 
Labour  there  were  three  district  periods  of  inflationary  pressure;  from  1946- 
1948  (release  of  long  pent-up  consumer  demand),  from  1950  to  1951  (Korean 
war  and  re-armament),  and  from  1955  to  1957  (investment  boom).  In  the 
intervening  years,  some  of  which  were  periods  of  business  recession,  prices 
were  reasonably  stable.  While  special  factors  were  present  during  the  periods 
of  sharpest  upswing  these  special  factors  would  not  have  brought  about  the 
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results  they  did  had  it  not  been  for  certain  underlying  conditions  which 
produced  a  distinct  inflationary  bias  over  the  period  as  a  whole.  The  underlying 
factors  most  frequently  stressed  in  the  evidence  placed  before  the  Committee 
were  the  undue  expansion  in  the  supply  of  money  and  the  substantial  increase 
in  government  expenditures. 

Chart  IV  shows  the  relationship  which  has  existed  between  the  increase 
in  the  supply  of  money  and  the  growth  in  real  production.  It  will  be  seen 
that  throughout  the  period  the  supply  of  money  ran  ahead  of  the  rise  in 
the  actual  output  of  goods  and  services  in  relation  to  1946 — a  year  in  which 
the  money  supply  had  already  been  enlarged  tremendously  as  a  result  of  the 
exigencies  of  war  finance.  Furthermore,  the  effects  of  the  increasing  money 
supply  were  greatly  enhanced  by  the  rise  which  has  occurred  in  the  rate 
of  turnover  of  bank   deposits,   as   indicated   in   Chart   V.   During   the   early 
part  of  the  post-war  period   the   expension  of  the  money   supply   was   the 
result   largely   of   the   so-called    "easy   money"    policy    which    was    designed 
to  promote  economic  expansion  and  to  help  avoid  a  depression  which  was 
widely  feared.  In  the  most  recent  period  the  expansion  of  the  money  supply 
was  the  consequence,  primarily,  of  the  problems  arising  out  of  the  financing 
of  the  federal  government's  cash  deficit  and  the  condition  of  the  public  debt. 
Mr.  J.  Douglas  Gibson,  General  Manager  of  the  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia  stated 
his  opinion  to  the  Committee  that  "...  the  experience  of  the  post-war  period, 
including  the  recent  recession  and  present  recovery,   suggest  that  we  have 
probably  been  too  concerned  about  the  risk  of  depression  and  not  sufficiently 
impressed  with  the  strength  and  vitality  of  our  economic  system.  The  record 
suggests  that  we  should  have  put  more  emphasis  on  defending  the  value  of 
money ...   It  is,   of  course,   fundamental   that  the  money   supply   should   be 
kept  in  hand  because  if  the  money  is  not  available  it  simply  is  not  possible 
for  prices  to  keep  rising." 

The  inflationary  movements  in  prices  and  costs  during  the  post-war 
period  has  had  very  uneven  effects  on  different  groups  and  industries  in  the 
country.  Indeed,  these  disparities  which  have  become  increasingly  apparent 
are  one  of  the  important  causes  of  the  present  concern  over  the  prospects 
for  the  future.  A  few  of  the  more  important  of  these  disparities  are  illustrated 
in  Charts  VI,  VII  and  VIII.  It  will  be  seen  that  wage  earners  in  manufacturing 
achieved  a  substantial  increase  in  money  earnings  between  1946  and  1958 
(135%)  but  a  large  part  of  this  increase  was  offset  by  the  rise  in  the  cost 
of  living  (61%).  Neverthless  wage  earners  in  manufacturing  received  an 
increase  in  real  income  of  about  46%  over  the  period.  This  increase  in  real 
income,  however,  compares  quite  closely  with  the  rise  in  real  output  per 
man-hour  in  manufacturing  with  the  result  that  wage- earners  as  a  whole 
in  this  large  industry  have  obtained  increases  in  real  earnings  approximately 
in  line  with  advances  in  productivity  (see  Chart  IX).  It  will  be  noted  that 
total  salaries  and  wages  paid  in  Canada  have  risen  in  a  favourable  relationship 
to  corporate  profits  and  dividends  over  the  period  as  whole  (see  Chart  X). 
In  agriculture,  the  increase  in  the  average  net  money  income  per  farm 
operator  was  almost  completely  offset  by  the  rise  in  the  cost  of  living  with 
the  result  that  the  farmer,  on  the  average,  has  not  shared  in  the  substantial 
growth  of  total  real  income  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  Mr.  W.  J.  Parker, 
President  of  Manitoba  Pool  Elevators  stated  in  his  submission  to  the  Committee 
"We  are  concerned  with  the  fact  that  agriculture  in  general  and  prairie 
agriculture  in  particular  is  not  sharing  commensurately  in  the  national 
economic  fortunes.  We  note  that  price  changes  since  1951  have  largely  been 
adverse  for  agriculture.  Farm  prices  generally  declined,  while  non-farm 
prices  rose,  or  there  was  a  disproportionate  overall  price  rise  unfavourable 
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to  agriculture,  producing  the  commonly  known  'cost-price  squeeze'  for 
farmers  ...  It  would  appear  that  inflation  has  caused  the  agricultural  industry 
to  receive  less  than  a  reasonable  share  of  the  national  income." 

Important  parts  of  the  vital  Canadian  mining  industry  have  been 
similarly  affected.  Mr.  V.  C.  Wansbrough  explained  in  his  brief  on  behalf 
of  the  Canadian  Metal  Mining  Association  that  "The  mining  industry  affords 
an  interesting  example  of  how  inflationary  trends  operate,  because  within 
the  industry  we  have  two  types  of  operation,  one  type  of  operation  where  the 
price  of  the  product  is  fixed,  and  has  been  fixed,  not  only  for  the  ten-year 
period  under  review  but  for  the  past  twenty-five  years,  viz.,  gold  mining, 
and  a  type  of  operation  where,  as  is  most  general  in  industry,  the  price  of 
the  product  fluctuates  with  market  conditions  of  supply  and  demand  . .  .  vast 
sums  of  risk  and  development  capital  are  constantly  required  and  constantly 
at  work.  .  .  .  what  at  a  lower  level  of  operating  costs  is  profitably  minable  ore 
has,  under  the  impact  of  inflationary  cost  trends,  to  be  written  off  as  waste 
rock,  and  usually  for  good.  Both  these  factors  render  the  mining  industry 
highly  susceptible  to  inflationary  pressures.  . . .  From  the  point  of  view  of  the 
mining  industry,  the  important  factor  is  rather  the  steady  trend  of  cost 
increases  over  the  last  ten  years." 

Chart  VIII  illustrates  the  substantial  decline  (nearly  40%)  which  has 
taken  place  over  the  post-war  period  in  real  value  of  incomes  and  investments 
which  were  fixed  in  money  terms  in  1946.  The  groups  affected  by  this  loss 
in  real  value,  averaging  3.8%  per  year,  include  bondholders,  owners  of  mort- 
gages, pensioners,  owners  of  life  insurance  policies,  owners  of  savings  accounts 
in  banks  etc.  The  number  of  persons  included  in  these  groups  is  very  large. 
The  Committee  was  informed  in  the  submission  of  the  Canadian  Manufacturers' 
Association  that  there  are  "between  1.75  million  and  2  million  persons  covered 
by  employee  pension  plans;  9.5  million  individual  savings  accounts  in  the 
chartered  banks;  over  2  millions  owners  of  Canada  Savings  Bonds."  Mr. 
A.  R.  Poyntz,  President  of  the  Canadian  Life  Officers  Association,  told  the 
Committee  that  "More  than  eight  million  Canadians  owned  $38.6  billion 
of  life  insurance  at  the  end  of  1958."  The  Investment  Dealers  Association 
in  their  submission  to  the  Committee  estimated  that  "At  the  end  of  1958 
there  were  outstanding  some  $24.1  billion  of  Canadian  bonds,  an  estimated 
$9  billion  of  mortgages,  and  $6.8  billion  of  personal  savings  deposits  ...  a  total 
of  $39.9  billion  ..."  The  size  of  these  figures  serves  to  give  some  indication 
of  the  substantial  losses  which  are  brought  about  by  the  decline  in  the  real 
value  of  money,  and  of  the  large  number  of  people  who  are  affected.  Of  course, 
the  losses  of  the  investors  accrue  to  the  benefit  of  the  debtors.  The  difficulty 
is  that  in  large  part  these  are  not  the  same  persons.  In  other  words  the 
erosion  in  the  real  value  of  money  has,  over  a  period  of  years  brought 
about  a  very  considerable  re-distribution  of  income,  not  as  the  result  of 
deliberate  policy,  taxation,  or  productive  effort,  but,  as  the  silent  outcome  of 
the  subterfuge  of  inflation. 

Another  effect  of  the  post-war  inflation  most  frequently  mentioned  by 
witnesses  before  the  Committee  was  the  impact  of  rising  prices  and  costs  upon 
Canada's  competitive  position  in  the  international  trading  world.  A  number 
of  important  Canadian  exporting  industries  have,  for  one  reason  or  another, 
found  it  difficult  or  impossible  to  adjust  their  export  prices  in  line  with  rising 
prices  and  costs  at  home.  The  Canadian  Chamber  of  Commerce  described 
the  position  to  the  Committee  in  this  way — "Thus  import  competition  has 
been  accentuated  by  costs  rising  more  rapidly  in  this  country.  Moreover,  some 
of  our  exporters  are  meeting  increasingly  stiff  competition,  in  part  from 
countries  where  the  tempo  of  inflation  has  been  less  pronounced,  thus 
weakening  our  terms  of  trade." 
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This  discussion  of  the  nature  and  effects  of  the  post-war  inflation  in  Canada 
is  by  no  means  complete,  nor  is  it  exhaustive  in  its  analysis.  It  is  intended 
merely  to  be  illustrative  of  some  of  the  major  dislocation,  inequities,  and 
economically  disruptive  disparities  which  result  from  a  prolonged  and  sub- 
stantial decline  in  the  value  of  money.  Inevitably,  the  heritage  of  the 
immediate  past  pervades  the  problems  of  the  present.  Hopefully,  also,  it 
should  hold  lessons  for  the  future. 

The  Compatibility  of  Economic  Goals 

The  experience  of  the  post-war  years,  a  period  of  dynamic  growth  and 
generally  high  levels  of  employment  in  an  environment  of  rising  prices  has 
led  to  some  questioning  as  to  whether  the  socially  desirable  aims  concerning 
high  levels  of  employment,  an  adequate  rate  of  economic  progress,  and  the 
maintenance  of  reasonable  stability  in  the  value  of  money  are  compatible 
with  each  other.  Most  of  the  witnesses  which  appeared  before  the  Committee 
referred  to  this  important  question  and  expressed  the  definite  and  un- 
equi vocable  view  that  these  basic  objectives  of  public  policy  were  not  only 
mutually  consistent  and  compatible  but  that  in  the  end  not  any  one  of  them 
could  be  accomplished  without  the  others. 

The  submission  of  the  Canadian  Life  Officers  Association  stated  that 
"The  main  objectives  of  Canadian  policy  should  be  a  relatively  high  level 
of  employment  and  reasonable  stability  of  the  currency.  The  life  companies 
believe  that  these  two  objectives  are  not  incompatible.  In  fact,  the  companies 
believe  that  if  these  twin  objectives  are  not  given  equal  weight  in  the 
formation  of  policy  and  in  its  implementation,  Canada  will  fall  short  of  the 
sustained  economic  growth  which  could  be  achieved."  The  Executive  Council 
of  the  Canadian  Chamber  of  Commerce  stated  that  "It  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  objective  of  non-inflationary  growth  over  a  period  of  years  while  difficult 
is  not  impossible  of  attainment.  It  further  believes  that  steady  economic 
growth  is  so  important  to  Canada  that  every  sound  method  for  encouraging 
it  should  be  employed."  Professor  Knox  gave  his  opinion  that  ". . .  very  few 
economists  will  be  found,  however,  to  argue  that  our  policy  choice  lies  between 
full  employment  plus  sizeable  price  increases,  on  the  one  hand,  and  price 
stability  plus  stagnation  in  the  national  output  on  the  other .  .  .  Our  policy 
objectives  should  . .  .  aim  at  long  run  stability  in  the  price  level .  . .  Provided 
that  the  economic  system  retains  its  competitive  and  flexible  nature  and 
movements  of  the  price  level  are  kept  within  reasonable  bounds,  fluctuations 
of  the  index  of  prices  below  as  well  as  above  the  long-run  average  position 
are  not  incompatible  with  high  levels  of  employment  and  great  growth  in 
national  output." 

The  representatives  of  labour  unions  who  made  submissions  to  the  Com- 
mittee agreed  that  a  "stable  or  reasonably  stable"  price  level  was  a  desirable 
goal  of  policy  provided  that  the  concern  for  price  stability  did  not  outweigh 
or  obscure  what  they  regarded  as  the  more  important  issues  of  the  level  of 
employment  and  the  rate  of  growth  of  the  economy.  This  attitude  emphasizes 
the  importance  of  pursuing  at  one  and  the  same  time  the  twin  goals  of  high 
levels  of  employment  and  reasonable  stability  of  prices.  Neither  unheeded 
inflation  nor  substantial  and  protracted  unemployment  is  socially  acceptable. 
It  was  frequently  pointed  out  to  the  Committee  that  prolonged  or  rapid 
inflation  would  sooner  or  later  result  in  a  bust  and  bring  about  serious 
unemployment.  Consequently  the  modern  state,  and  the  industrial  and  labour 
groups  within  it,  have  a  heavy  responsibility  to  pursue  policies  which  are 
designed  to  make  our  basic  economic  objectives  compatible  with  each  other. 
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Creeping  Inflation 

The  experience  of  the  post-war  period  and  recent  social  and  economic  trends 
have  caused  some  observers  to  think  that  it  is  not  possible  to  maintain  high 
levels  of  employment  and  an  adequate  rate  of  economic  growth  without  at 
least  a  mild  degree  of  continuing  or  "creeping"  inflation.  These  persons  point 
to  the  increasing  concentration  of  business,  the  growth  of  powerful  trade 
unions,  the  provision  of  floor  prices  for  agriculture,  the  rising  trend  of 
government  expenditures  and  taxes,  and  the  limited  tolerance  for  any  degree 
of  unemployment  however  small  or  temporary.  It  is  argued  that  under  these 
circumstances  prices  in  key  sectors  of  the  economy  are  inflexible  against  decline, 
are  "administered"  and  will  only  move  upwards;  wage  settlements  will  exceed 
increases  in  productivity  and  will  therefore  impose  a  continuing  upward 
"cost  push"  upon  industry;  necessary  adjustments  in  the  economy  will  be 
frustrated  by  immediate  and  large  increases  in  government  expenditures. 
It  is  maintained  that  under  these  conditions  the  highly  organized  claimants 
and  conflicting  interests  in  the  society  can  resolve  their  differences  only  by 
coming  to  agreements  which  involve  constantly  rising  prices  and  costs,  and 
constantly  expanding  government  outlays.  It  is  further  contended  that  if  these 
upward  pressures  are  effectively  resisted  by  monetary  and  fiscal  policy,  unem- 
ployment and  stagnation  would  result.  Therefore,  a  "creeping"  inflation  of 
prices  of  say  2  to  3%  a  year  is  argued  to  be  the  lesser  of  two  evils  and  is  a 
consequence  that  should  and  must  be  accepted. 

These  arguments  seem  to  provide  an  easy  and  accommodating  answer  to 
what  have  always  been  fundamental  problems  in  any  society,  old  or  modern. 
The  difficulty  always  with  such  accommodating  answers  is  that  they  rest  on 
assumptions  which  are  neither  explicitly  explained  or  proved.  Basically  they 
are  founded  on  what  has  been  described  "a  tantalizing  fascination  in  the  illusion 
or  greater  wealth  created  by  rising  prices."  It  is  a  fascination  which  has  always 
caused  men  and  governments  to  try  to  find  solutions  to  difficulties  in  some  new 
and  novel  method  of  inflation.  It  is  assumed  of  course  that  irresponsibility  and 
almost  complete  inflexibility  in  our  economic  affairs  is  inevitable  in  our  modern 
society.  It  assumes  also,  that  the  degree  of  continuing  inflation  envisaged  will  in 
fact  guarantee  high  levels  of  employment  and  that  the  inflation  can  in  reality  be 
contained  within  the  moderate  limits  contemplated. 

Nearly  all  of  the  witnesses  who  gave  evidence  to  the  Committee  commented 
on  this  doctrine  of  "creeping"  inflation  and  discussed  the  assumptions  on  which 
it  is  based.  The  great  majority  were  opposed  to  this  doctrine  as  a  basis  for  policy. 
Nor  was  this  doctrine  regarded  with  resignation  or  impotence. 

The  spokesman  for  the  Canadian  Chamber  of  Commerce  told  the  Committee 
"that  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  feels  it  could  not  as  a  policy  tolerate  even  a 
creeping  inflation.  All  you  can  say  about  creeping  inflation  is  that  it  is  not  as 
dangerous  and  it  is  easier  to  adjust  to  than  a  more  rapid  inflation;  but  if  you 
are  going  to  erode  the  dollar  the  long-run  effect  is  the  same.  Even  the  creeping 
variety  has  the  effect  of  creating  a  psychological  impact  on  people  which  spreads, 
and  people  are  going  to  do  the  very  things  you  don't  want  them  to.  In  other 
words,  they  are  going  to  assume  a  trend  and  take  actions  that  will  tend  to  bring 
about  that  trend".  The  Interprovincial  Farm  Union  Council  in  its  brief  explained 
that  "The  farmer,  unlike  his  counterparts  in  most  other  industries,  is  not  in  a 
position  to  increase  his  prices  to  the  consumer  to  compensate  him  for  rising  costs 
of  production  which  are  the  result  of  inflationary  trends.  We  cannot  increase  the 
price  of  our  wheat  and  grains  in  export  markets  and  will  be  fortunate  if  these 
do  not  continue  to  decline.  Thus  even  'creeping  inflation',  over  a  period  of  time, 
has  serious  repercussions  on  the  financial  stability  of  farming  operations".  The 
submission  of  the  Saskatchewan  Wheat  Pool  emphasized  that  "In  the  post-war 
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years,  rising  costs  have  become  a  serious  problem  for  farm  people . . .  Farmers 
are  particularly  vulnerable  to  the  pressures  of  inflation  because  they  are  unable 
to  pass  on  their  increased  costs  to  someone  else".  Mr.  R.  M.  Fowler,  President 
of  the  Canadian  Pulp  and  Paper  Association,  told  the  Committee  "For  many 
reasons,  the  Canadian  pulp  and  paper  industry  fears  inflation  and  believes  in 
price  stability ...  If  the  situation  over  the  next  few  years  is  one  of  slow  or 
creeping  inflation,  it  may  well  be  that  the  impracticability  of  recovering  cost 
increases  in  price  will  have  a  bad  result  for  this  industry  and  for  Canada ...  It 
could  have  serious  effects,  on  the  long  term  competitive  position  of  this  industry 
in  world  markets".  Mr.  James  Muir  made  the  emphatic  statement  that  ". .  .over 
time  it  (a  moderate  dose  of  inflation)  would  increase  the  incidence  of  unemploy- 
ment, reduce  productive  efficiency,  undermine  equity  and  incentive  in  the 
distributions  of  income,  and  so  prevent  Canada  from  attaining  an  appropriate 
rate  of  economic  growth".  The  Investment  Dealers  Association  discussed  the 
effect  on  saving  "...  continually  rising  prices — or  the  expectation  of  rising  prices 
— stimulates  spending  and  discourages  the  saving  needed  to  finance  the  new  and 
productive  capital  equipment  on  which  a  rising  standard  of  living  depends". 
Professor  Knox  commented  on  the  psychological  situation  which  would  be 
created  and  its  likely  consequences.  "But  when  you  lay  it  down  as  an 
element  in  national  policy  that  you  are  not  only  going  to  tolerate  it  if  you 
cannot  help  it,  but  you  are  going  actively  to  assist  and  to  promote,  if  necessary, 
a  rise  in  prices  of  several  per  cent  a  year,  then  it  seems  to  me  that  you  put  the 
public  under  notice  that  this  is  going  to  happen;  and  it  better  begin  to  protect 
itself  against  it.  When  the  public  begins  on  a  large  scale  to  protect  itself  against 
inflation,  your  inflationary  pressures  rise  and  the  keeping  of  it  moderate  becomes, 
I  think,  impossible."  Mr.  James  E.  Coyne,  Governor  of  the  Bank  of  Canada, 
stated  his  opinion  to  the  Committee  "...  I  do  not  believe  there  ever  has  been  or 
ever  will  be  creeping  inflation  for  any  length  of  time.  I  think  it  will  either  break 
into  a  gallop  or  lead  to  a  collapse . . . ". 

Those  who  expect,  or  would  accept,  a  situation  of  creeping  inflation  have 
suggested  various  devices  which  they  argue  would  ameliorate  or  overcome  some 
of  its  evils  and  inequities.  They  would  facilitate  and  encourage  arrangements 
for  the  escalation  of  otherwise  fixed  dollar  payments  and  fixed  dollar  commit- 
ments according  to  some  formula  geared  to  the  degree  of  inflation  contemplated. 
Thus  there  would  develop  a  vast  system  of  more  or  less  automatic  adjustments 
in  fixed  dollar  claims  respecting  salaries,  wages,  pensions,  utility  rates,  interest, 
mortgages  and  other  fixed  investments,  savings  accounts,  life  insurance  policies, 
annuities,  agricultural  prices,  etc.  etc.,  so  that  their  real  values  are  kept  in  line 
with  the  decline  in  the  value  of  money.  Even  if  enough  electronic  computers 
could  be  produced  to  make  this  untold  number  of  calculations,  the  result  would 
be  merely  a  crude  attempt  to  restore  the  real  positions  which  would  have  existed 
under  a  much  simpler  and  more  direct  policy  of  reasonable  stability  in  the  value 
of  money. 

Once  such  a  system  of  escalations,  hedges,  and  dodges  is  in  full  operation  the 
whole  purpose  of  the  creeping  inflation  policy  is  gone.  Once  it  is  no  longer  possible 
for  particular  groups  to  gain  at  the  expense  of  others,  through  the  process  of 
inflation,  the  policy  loses  its  supposed  virtue  as  a  device  for  reconciling  conflicting 
economic  and  social  claims.  Of  course  there  would  always  be  some  who  would  try 
"to  beat  the  game"  (no  one  has  shown  how  this  could  be  avoided)  in  which  case 
the  escalation  formulas  would  become  an  engine  for  converting  the  "creeping" 
inflation  into  a  "galloping"  inflation.  If,  in  these  circumstances,  the  gallop  could 
be  contained  through  appropriate  monetary  and  fiscal  policies  as  is  sometimes 
claimed,  then  these  policies  could  have  been  used  effectively  in  the  first  place 
to  maintain  a  reasonable  stability  in  the  value  of  money,  with  at  least  equally 
good  results  in  respect  of  employment  and  economic  progress.  Furthermore,  the 
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goal  of  reasonable  stability  in  the  value  of  money  is  a  much  more  easily  under- 
stood objective  of  public  policy.  In  a  free  and  democratic  society  any  policy, 
such  as  creeping  inflation,  which  gives  rise  to  vast  complications  and  uncertain- 
ties not  easily  comprehended,  is  a  policy  that  cannot  be  soundly  based. 

The  Existing  Situation  and  the  Fear  of  Inflation 

There  was  virtually  unanimous  agreement  among  those  who  gave  evidence 
to  the  Committee  that  there  was  no  actual  inflation  at  the  present  time,  as 
indicated  by  the  relative  stability  of  the  consumer  price  index  over  the  past 
year.  The  problem  rather  is  one  of  the  possibility  of  renewed  inflationary 
pressure  as  full  capacity  output  of  the  economy  is  approached.  It  was  empha- 
sized that  despite  the  encouraging  recovery  in  business  there  was  still 
unemployment  and  a  good  deal  of  unused  capacity  in  industry.  Consequently 
the  present  position  was  not  one  in  which  there  are  "too  many  dollars  chasing 
too  few  goods."  The  output  of  goods  and  services  can  be  increased  further 
by  a  considerable  amount  before  full  industrial  capacity  is  attained.  Also, 
it  was  pointed  out  that  the  deficit  position  of  the  federal  government  has 
improved  significantly  since  the  last  Budget  and  that  the  deficit  is  likely 
to  be  overcome  in  the  relatively  near  future  as  revenues  rise  following 
continued  improvement  in  business.  This  assumes,  of  course,  that  in  the 
meantime  expenditures  will  not  be  materially  increased. 

In  spite  of  this  reassuring  picture,  there  is  a  widespread  fear  of  inflation. 
It  has  been  described  as  an  "inflationary  psychosis".  This  fear  is  said  to  have 
arisen  from  the  experience  of  prolonged  inflation  during  the  post-war  years, 
the  continued  increase  in  the  cost  of  living  and  the  costs  of  production  during 
the  recent  recession,  the  further  increase  in  government  expenditures,  the 
appearance  of  a  large  deficit  in  the  federal  budget,  the  rapid  expansion  in  the 
supply  of  money  associated  with  the  problems  of  financing  the  federal  deficit, 
and  finally,  the  persistent  talk  in  certain  quarters  about  the  inevitability 
of  some  form  of  inflation  in  the  future,  creeping  or  otherwise.  This  fear  has 
expressed  itself  most  prominently  in  the  marked  reluctance  of  the  public  to 
purchase  bonds  and  other  forms  of  fixed  interest  investments  except  at  short 
term  and  sharply  increased  rates  of  interest.  On  the  other  hand  there  is 
a  strong  preference  for  stocks,  mutual  funds,  an  inflation-hedge  properties. 
The  Dominion  Mortgage  and  Investments  Association  told  the  Committee 
that  "Pressures  are  developing  on  our  member  companies  to  direct  their 
investments  away  from  their  historically  fixed  interest  channels  to  larger 
proportions  of  equity  investments  of  one  kind  or  another . .  .  this  pressure  has 
a  tendency  to  reduce  the  amount  of  funds  available  for  investment  in  fixed 
income  securities." 

Many  witnesses  emphasized  to  the  Committee  the  dangers  which  are 
inherent  in  a  widespread  fear  of  inflation.  The  greatest  danger  lies  in  the 
possibility  that  this  fear  could  in  itself  bring  about  the  inflation  which  is 
feared.  Mr.  J.  Douglas  Gibson  explained  how  this  could  come  about  and  the 
consequences  which  could  follow.  "...  there  is  the  danger  that  fear  of  inflation 
will  set  the  groundwork  for  a  serious  recession.  Sooner  or  later  stock  prices 
may  get  so  high  in  relation  to  corporate  earnings  and  bond  prices  that  a  marked 
reaction  may  set  in.  People  may  suddenly  realize  that  things  are  getting 
out  of  proportion.  This  is  all  the  more  likely  if  fear  of  inflation  leads  to 
ill-considered  capital  investment  in  some  directions  or  to  unnecessary 
accumulation  of  inventories." 

It  is  a  matter  of  vital  concern  that  this  inflation  psychology  be  overcome 
and  that  confidence  in  the  future  value  of  money  be  made  secure.  This  is 
an  essential  and  urgent  task  in  the  battle  against  the  threat  of  inflation. 
However,  this  task  cannot  be  accomplished  by  some  legerdemain  or  empty 
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exhortation.  There  must  be,  not  only  a  clear  statement  of  purpose,  but,  above 
all,  there  must  be  a  positive  demonstration  by  the  authorities  in  day  to  day 
policies  that  inflationary  actions  will  be  avoided.  This  means  the  exercise, 
when  necessary,  of  the  required  restraint  in  monetary  and  credit  policies. 
It  means  restraint  in  the  growth  of  government  expenditures  and  the  avoidance 
of  deficits,  especially  when  these  are  inflationary  in  their  effects.  However, 
these  restraints  cannot  work  smoothly  unless  there  is  also  restraint  in  the 
pressures  which  can  be  exerted  by  labour,  business  and  other  groups.  If 
these  pressures  are  too  great  either  politically  or  economically  they  can 
frustrate  the  efforts  of  the  authorities  and  result  in  unemployment  and 
stagnation. 

Authoritative  witnesses  emphasized  to  the  Committee  that  adequate  tools  of 
monetary  and  fiscal  policy  for  the  control  of  persistent  inflation  are  available 
We  can  muster  the  will  and  determination  to  use  them.  With  the  necessary 
will  there  is  no  cause  to  fear  that  inflation  is  inevitable,  especially  in  the 
present  circumstances  when  the  supplies  of  goods  and  resources  are  ample.  In 
a  free  society  public  understanding  and  support  are  essential.  It  has  been 
said  the  "monetary  and  fiscal  policies  must  not  only  be  intelligent,  they  must 
also  be  intelligible."  To  this  end  responsible  bodies  must  be  willing  to  make 
particular  efforts  to  discuss  and  explain  the  issues  involved  and  the  aims 
which  are  sought.  Your  Committee  hopes  that  its  proceedings,  the  valuable 
evidence  it  has  received,  and  this  report  will  make  a  constructive  contribution 
to  this  purpose. 

To  summarize,  your  Committee  concludes  that:  — 

1.  Inflation  is  not  inevitable. 

2.  We  reject  the  doctrine  of  "creeping"  inflation  as  in  any  way 
desirable  for  Canada. 

3.  The  maintenance  of  reasonable  stability  of  prices  should  be  a  basic 
aim  of  our  economic  policy  along  with  our  other  aims  for  the 
achievement  of  high  levels  of  employment  and  an  adequate  rate 
of  economic  growth. 

4 .  Reasonable  stability  of  prices  is  entirely  compatible  with  and  essential 
to  the  attainment  of  continued  economic  progress  and  high  levels  of 
employment. 

5.  Inflation  constitutes  a  hidden  tax  which  falls  inequitably  upon  the 
public,  with  grave  injustices  upon  those  least  able  to  protect 
themselves. 

6.  Inflation  is  harmful  to  our  basic  primary  producers  and  weakens 
the  competitive  position  of  both  our  export  and  domestic  industries. 

7.  Tools  to  contain  inflation  are  available — what  is  necessary  is  the 
will  and  determination  of  the  people  and  the  authorities  to  use  them. 

Your  Committee  records  its  deep  appreciation  of  the  invaluable  help 
received  from  its  consultant  and  adviser,  Dr.  John  J.  Deutsch.  He  was  uniquely 
fitted  by  his  experience  and  qualifications  to  assist  the  Committee  in  its  study 
and  he  has  had  the  confidence  of  all  members  of  the  Committee.

Of  the  petitions  recommended  352  were  from  petitioners  domiciled  in  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  and  1  was  from  a  petitioner  domiciled  in  the  Province  of 
Newfoundland. 

Of  the  352  petitioners  domiciled  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  106  were 
husbands  and  246  were  wives. 

The  petitioner  domiciled  in  the  Province  of  Newfoundland  was  a  wife. 

Of  the  petitions  heard  7  were  opposed  at  the  hearing. 

The  Main  or  General  Committee  met  57  times  during  the  Session  on  57 
separate  days.  The  General  Committee  divided  into  sub- committees  for  the 
hearing  of  evidence  in  support  of  petitions,  and  these  sub- committees  held  114 
meetings. 

In  15  cases,  where  the  petitioner  pleaded  hardship  on  account  of  straitened 
circumstances  in  respect  to  the  payment  of  the  full  Parliamentary  fee,  the 
Committee  recommended  a  partial  remission  and  in  1  case  a  full  remission. 

The  fees  paid  to  Parliament  for  Bills  of  Divorce  heard  and  recommended 
during  the  present  Session  amounted  to  $72,325.00.

Second  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  of  the  Senate  on  Land  Use  in  Canada. 

Wednesday,  July  8,  1959. 

The  Special  Committee  of  the  Senate  on  Land  Use  in  Canada  make  their 
second  report,  as  follows:  — 

I.  ORDER  OF  REFERENCE 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  on  Tuesday,  February  17,  1959,  by 
the  Senate:  — 

"That  a  Special  Committee  of  the  Senate  be  appointed  to  consider  and 
report  on  Land  Use  in  Canada  and  what  should  be  done  to  ensure  that  our 
land  resources  are  most  effectively  utilized  for  the  benefit  of  the  Canadian 
economy  and  the  Canadian  people  and,  in  particular,  to  increase  both  agri- 
cultural production  and  the  incomes  of  those  engaged  in  it; 

That  the  Committee  be  composed  of  the  Honourable  Senators  Barbour, 
Basha,  Bois,  Boucher,  Bradette,  Buchanan,  Cameron,  Crerar,  Emerson,  Glad- 
stone, Golding,  Higgins,  Horner,  Inman,  Leger,  Leonard,  MacDonald,  McDonald, 
McGrand,  Methot,  Molson,  Pearson,  Power,  Smith  (Kamloops),  Stambaugh, 
Taylor  (Norfolk),  Taylor  (Westmorland),  Turgeon,  Vaillancourt,  Wall  and 
White; 

That  the  Committee  have  power  to  engage  the  services  of  such  counsel  and 
technical  and  clerical  personnel  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  the 
inquiry; 

That  the  Committee  have  power  to  send  for  persons,  papers  and  records, 
to  sit  during  sittings  and  adjournments  of  the  Senate,  and  to  report  from  time 
to  time; 

That  the  evidence  taken  on  the  subject  during  the  three  preceding  sessions 
be  referred  to  the  Committee." 

A  Steering  Committee  was  appointed  as  follows: — The  Honourable  Sen- 
ators Pearson,  Chairman;  Bois,  Deputy  Chairman;  Basha,  McDonald,  Power, 
Taylor  (Norfolk),  Taylor  (Westmorland)  and  Wall. 

The  scope  of  the  inquiry  for  this  session  was  confined  to  a  consideration 
of  the  problems  of  the  small  uneconomic  farm  unit  with  the  general  frame- 
work of  the  subject  of  land  use.  The  particular  plan  of  the  Committee  was 
to  study  the  situation  respecting  small  farms  and  particularly  the  welfare  of 
the  farm  family  in  which  full-time  work  is  directed  to  agricultural  production 
in  the  hope  of  attaining  an  adequate  living.  The  term  "small  farm  problem" 
was  taken  to  mean  the  substantial  number1  of  farms  in  Canada  whose  economic 
position  was  believed  to  be  completely  unsatisfactory  and  constituted  a  public 
problem;  and  who  could  not  hope  to  achieve  an  adequate  standard  of  living 
without  help  and  action  programs  by  the  governments.  The  concern  thus  lies 
within  the  context  of  inadequacy  of  farm  income  to  provide  the  amenities  of 
life  from  the  particular  farm  unit. 


i  The  1951  Census  of  Agriculture  reported  235,117  farms  with  value  of  farm  products  sold  in  1950 
of  $250  to  $2,499  excluding  part-time  farms.  The  1956  Census  of  Agriculture  reported  120,242 
farms  as  "non-commercial"  with  potential  annual  production  of  less  than  $1,200.  The  $1,200 
benchmark  is  believed  to  represent  the  lower  limit  of  these  farms  which  provide  substantial 
employment  to  the  operator.  While  an  income  of  $1,200  is  clearly  below  desirable  living  standards 
it  does  represent  a  farm  unit  which  has  passed  the  subsistence  stage. 
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II.  COMMITTEE  PROCEDURE 

A  procedure  was  adopted  which  was  similar  to  that  used  during  the 
previous  sessions  of  the  Committee.  Witnesses  were  invited  to  give  reports 
related  specifically  to  the  small  farm  problem.  These  included  some  federal 
agricultural  government  officials,  the  provincial  ministers  or  deputy  ministers 
of  agriculture  in  each  province,  the  leaders  of  national  farm  organizations,  one 
provincial  cooperative  organization  and  one  forest  industry  association.  This 
approach  was  taken  with  the  thought  in  mind  of  obtaining  a  national,  regional 
and  local  picture  of  the  problem.  A  total  of  15  meetings  were  held  at  which 
17  witnesses  were  heard.  These  witnesses  were  supported  by  24  other  persons 
at  7  of  these  different  meetings. 

The  list  of  witnesses  is  shown  in  the  appendix.  A  total  of  469  pages  were 
recorded  and  published.  Other  reference  material  was  provided  to  the  Com- 
mittee by  the  witnesses. 

III.  REVIEW  OF  SUBMISSIONS 

The  evidence  presented  to  the  Committee  showed  real  concern  over  the 
plight  of  the  farmer  on  small  farm  units.  Public  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
small  farmers  who  operate  farms  on  a  full-time  basis  and  whose  farms  are  too 
small  to  provide  an  acceptable  level  of  living,  was  apparent.  It  may  be  taken 
as  a  broad  premise,  based  on  the  submissions,  that  there  is  a  general  unwilling- 
ness to  permit  levels  of  material  well-being  of  any  individual  or  group  in  our 
society  to  fall  below  certain  minimum  standards,  irrespective  of  the  cause. 
In  the  interest  of  fairness  and  justice,  the  briefs  pointed  out,  the  small  farm 
group  as  outlined  above,  although  largely  outside  the  framework  of  the  com- 
mercial agricultural  economy,  should  be  put  in  the  position  of  sharing  in  the 
economic  growth  of  the  country.  Because  of  the  nature  of  the  problem  it 
should  be  treated  through  collective  action  by  governments  at  all  levels  and 
with  a  public  purpose  in  mind  involving  ethical  as  well  as  pure  economic 
considerations.  More  and  more  people  in  our  society  are  concerning  themselves 
with  human  welfare. 

(a)   Defining  the  problem,  its  extent  and  location. 

The  term  "small  farm"  has  been  used  to  cover  a  wide  group  of  farm  units. 
Various  terms  have  been  used  to  describe  these  farms  such  as  low-income 
uneconomic  farm  units,  small  scale,  part-time,  subsistence,  residential  and 
others.  In  the  main  they  are  not  considered  to  be  in  the  true  commercial 
class  of  farms  and  they  produce  a  relatively  small  part  of  our  total  marketed 
farm  product.  These  farms  are  operated  by  a  large  group  of  farmers  who  for 
various  reasons  have  been  unable  to  become  efficient  commercial  operators. 

In  Canada,  we  have  many  small  farms  which  from  a  commercial  view- 
point, do  not  pose  any  serious  problems  and  which  may  even  represent  a 
desirable  type  These  include  among  others  (1)  part-time  farms  (those  on 
which  the  farm  income  is  less  than  income  from  other  off-farm  sources,  where 
the  farm  income  is  low  and  the  operator  works  at  other  jobs  for  a  substantial 
part  of  the  year),  (2)  residential  farms  and  (3)  farms  operated  by  elderly 
persons.  These  types  are  often  found  close  to  urban  centres  having  alternative 
employment  opportunities,  modern  transportation  facilities  and  other  amenities 
available  to  urban  dwellers.     Major  problems  in  these  urban  fringe  areas  are 
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in  the  field  of  land  use,  in  maintaining  community  organizations  and  related 
service  facilities. 

If  the  total  income  of  the  farmer  and  his  family,  from  non-farm  employ- 
ment and  from  other  sources  is  insufficient  for  the  usual  family  needs  for  a 
modern  level  of  living,  the  situation  presents  important  social  and  economic 
problems.  When  these  problems  persist  in  any  area,  slum  conditions  are 
evident  and  result  in  a  wastage  of  natural  and  human  resources. 

The  problem  of  the  small  farm  may  be  viewed  as  a  consideration  of  those 
farms  on  which  the  volume  of  business  is  usually  inadequate  to  attain  the  level 
of  living  desired  by  the  average  farm  family.  Stated  another  way,  low  farm 
income  potential  is  the  critical  measure  when  determining  the  extent  of  the 
small  farm  problem.  The  briefs  pointed  out  that  size  of  farm  in  terms  of  total 
acres,  acres  of  cropland,  numbers  of  livestock  or  any  other  material  measure  is 
not  a  satisfactory  way  to  identify  the  problem  small  farm.  The  problem  has 
been  aggravated  by  our  changing  way  of  life  and  an  ever-increasing  content 
of  material  needs,  by  the  mechanization  and  commercialization  of  our 
agriculture. 

All  the  evidence  presented  to  the  Committee  indicates  that  it  is  impossible, 
with  our  present  knowledge,  to  give  a  precise  answer  to  the  number  of  problem 
small  farms  in  Canada  and  in  the  different  provinces.  There  are  three  main 
reasons  for  this  conclusion:  First,  there  is  no  general  agreement  as  to  what 
constitutes  a  minimum  acceptable  standard  of  living;  second,  full  information 
with  respect  to  off- farm  income,  that  is  income  obtained  from  work  off  the 
farm,  is  not  available;  and  third,  statistics  are  not  available  in  sufficient  detail 
to  show  the  number  and  location  of  these  farms. 

Many  witnesses  used  information  from  the  1951  and  1956  Censuses  of 
Agriculture  to  indicate,  in  a  general  way,  the  number  of  small  farms  and  their 
location.  The  censuses  give  data  for  Canada,  each  province  and  each  census 
division.  The  measures  used  were  (1)  gross  value  of  sales  of  farm  products, 
(2)  value  of  farm  production,  (3)  capital  investment  in  farms  and  (4)  size 
of  farm  in  term  of  acres.  Classified  on  the  basis  of  gross  value  of  sales  of 
farm  products  (1951  census)  these  data  indicated  that  38  per  cent  of  all  farms 
in  Canada  had  sales  valued  between  $250  and  $2,500  in  1950.  These  did  not 
include  the  10  per  cent  of  all  farms  which  were  classed  as  part-time  farms 
(sales  between  $250  and  $1,199,  the  operator  having  worked  more  than  100 
days  off  the  farm  and  farm  income  was  smaller  than  income  from  other 
sources),  and  the  14  per  cent  of  all  farms  which  were  classed  as  small  scale 
farms  and  reported  value  of  farm  products  sold  in  1950  of  less  than  $250. 
Most  of  the  small-scale  farms  were  very  small  in  size.  These  were  classed 
in  the  census  as  farms  if  the  holding  consisted  of  three  acres  or  more  or  from 
one  to  three  acres  with  agricultural  production  in  1950  valued  at  $250  or  more 
and  if  agricultural  operations  were  carried  out.  These  are  really  not  farms 
at  all  when  considered  in  the  usual  sense. 

It  was  pointed  out  to  the  Committee  that  the  farms  having  sales  between 
$250  and  $2,500  (excluding  part-time  and  small-scale  farms)  constituted  the 
main  small  farm  problem  group.    In  1950,  on  a  regional  basis,  they  represented 
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34  per  cent  of  all  farms  in  the  Atlantic  Provinces;  35  per  cent  in  the  Central 
Provinces;  43  per  cent  in  the  Prairie  Provinces;  and  38  per  cent  in  British 
Columbia. 

An  economic  classification  of  farms  was  included  in  the  1956  Census  of 
Agriculture.  According  to  this  classification  21  per  cent  of  all  farms  in  Canada 
are  non-commercial  farms  having  an  estimated  potential  gross  annual  value 
of  production  of  crops  and  livestock  (including  farm  products  consumed  in  the 
home)  of  less  than  $1,200.  In  all  of  Canada  there  were  120,242  of  these  farms 
in  1956.  On  a  provincial  and  regional  basis  they  made  up  the  following  per- 
centages of  all  farms:

These  figures  might  be  reasonably  adjusted  slightly  upwards  in  the  Prairie 
Provinces  for  unprofitable  small  commercial  farms  and  downwards  in  areas 
other  than  the  Prairie  Provinces  for  profitable  small  commercial  farm 
businesses. 

On  the  basis  of  these  and  other  data,  and  taking  account  of  the  limitations 
of  the  measures,  some  witnesses  concluded  that  from  one-third  to  one-half 
of  our  farms  are  too  small  and  do  not  possess  enough  resources  to  produce  a 
satisfactory  income  to  provide  a  reasonable  level  of  living.  The  evidence 
indicated  a  heavier  weighting  of  small  farms  most  likely  in  the  problem  group 
in  sections  of  the  Atlantic  and  Central  provinces.  It  must  be  recalled,  however, 
that  off-farm  sources  of  incomes  are  not  included  in  these  estimates  and  in 
many  sections  of  the  country  income  from  the  primary  industries  of  forestry, 
trapping,  fur  farming,  and  fishing  are  of  prime  importance  in  addition  to  urban 
industrial  employment  and  other  income  sources.  But  in  any  case  the 
magnitude  of  the  problem  is  of  such  extent  as  to  involve  a  large  proportion  of 
the  farm  population. 
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(b)  Interrelationship  of  the  farm  problem  with  the  small  farm  problem. 

The  evolution  which  has  been  taking  place  in  farming  across  Canada  in 
mechanization  and  technology  and  the  application  of  more  capital  have  resulted 
in  a  higher  degree  of  efficiency  and  more  production.  This  series  of  changes 
has  led  to  an  increase  in  size  of  farm  and  a  drop  in  the  number  of  workers  on 
the  land.  The  problem  of  the  commercial  farmer  and  the  main  aspect  of  the 
"farm  problem"  at  the  present  time  would  appear  to  be  production  in  excess 
of  the  amount  that  can  be  sold  at  prices  which  is  believed  to  be  fair  and  just. 
The  interest  of  members  of  society,  as  it  related  primarily  to  our  commercial 
farmers,  is  a  deep  concern  for  the  assurance  of  a  continuous  and  adequate 
supply  of  food  and  other  farm  products  to  meet  the  consumer's  needs.  This 
brings  up  the  need  for  conservation  of  soil,  water  and  other  natural  resources 
and  for  continuing  research  and  education,  with  a  view  to  further  advances  in 
the  field  of  agricultural  technology,  and  the  problems  of  marketing. 

Technological  development,  however,  boils  down  in  essence  to  fewer 
farmers  and  thus  the  "small  farm  problem"  is  a  part  of  the  over-all  "farm 
problem".  The  current  view  of  organized  farmers  is  that  the  problems  of  the 
commercial  and  the  small  farm  should  be  treated  through  a  blend  of  action 
by  third  parties  such  as  governments  or  co-operatives,  since  the  considera- 
tions involve  moral  facets  relating  to  justice  and  fairness  as  well  as  economic 
factors  of  material  well-being.  We  do  not  want  to  rely  on  the  mechanism 
of  economic  forces  alone  to  eliminate  or  squeeze  out  the  low  income  farmer 
for  a  practical  and  satisfactory  answer  to  this  segment  of  the  problem. 

(c)  Cause  of  the  small  farm  problem 

The  small  farm  problem  results  from  a  lag  in  adjustments  in  the  agricul- 
tural sector  of  the  economy.  The  rapid  changes  in  technology  which  have  taken 
place  in  Canadian  agriculture  have  served  to  enlarge  and  to  make  the  problems 
more  acute. 

The  presentation  of  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia 
lists  the  most  important  and  basic  changes  which  have  accompanied  technologi- 
cal advances  and  mechanization  and  revolutionized  the  character  of  the  agricul- 
tural economy,  as  follows:  — 

"(1)  the  shift  from  farming  as  a  way  of  life  to  farming  as  a  business, 

(2)  the  shift  of  farming  from  an  art  to  a  science, 

(3)  change  from  diversification  to  specialization, 

(4)  change  from  small  scale  to  assembly  line  character, 

(5)  a  greater  responsibility  in  management, 

(6)  tremendous  increases  in  operating  costs, 

(7)  changes  in  farm  living  standards." 

Most  of  the  witnesses  mentioned  that  the  basic  reason  for  farms  with  a 
small  volume  of  business  stems  mainly  from  the  inadequacy  of  agricultural 
resources.  Closely  connected  with  this  is  the  use  to  which  the  land  is  put. 
This  is  pointed  out  in  the  brief  from  the  Ontario  Department  of  Agriculture  in 
this  manner:  "There  are  small  farms  and  a  small  farm  problem  in  all  parts 
of  the  Province,  but  it  is  most  acute  on  the  Canadian  Shield,  and  on  other 
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high  land  with  rough  terrain.  This  is  largely  explained  by  the  soils  and  climate 
and  the  limits  these  place  on  crops  that  can  be  grown".  Much  of  it  is  the  result 
of  settlement  policies  and  patterns  established  in  the  past  and  circumstances 
beyond  the  control  of  farmers.  Often  there  has  been  a  concentration  and 
extension  of  settlement  beyond  the  possibilities  of  establishment  of  economic 
units. 

Modern  farming  requires  a  large  capital  investment  in  land  and  equipment 
as  well  as  fairly  large  cash  outlays  for  operating  expenses.  As  the  usual  spread 
between  cost  per  unit  and  price  per  unit  is  rather  small  the  critical  problem 
of  limited  output  makes  the  small  farm  particularly  vulnerable  because  of  its 
low  volume  of  production. 

Some  briefs  pointed  out  that  part  of  the  problem  in  many  cases  is  due  to  poor 
farming  methods  and  practices,  poor  planning  and  management  and  unaware- 
ness  of  land  use  capabilities,  lack  of  initiative  and  limited  alternative  opportuni- 
ties. This  is  really  a  part  of  the  whole  educational  problem.  In  the  past 
probably  our  extension  programs  have  been  aimed  too  much  at  the  needs  of 
the  commercial  farmer  with  respect  to  production  matters  and  not  enough 
to  matters  of  good  farm  planning  and  management. 

In  some  cases  small  farms  persist  on  the  fringe  of  the  agricultural  frontier 
because  of  the  conflict  of  operator  and  family  labour  between  agriculture  and 
other  primary  industries  such  as  lumbering.  The  need  of  off-farm  employment 
to  obtain  enough  income  for  family  living  and  farm  development  is  often  at 
variance  with  a  desirable  concentration  on  farm  enlargement.  If  the  physical 
resources  of  the  area  are  too  poor  to  permit  desirable  land  use  and  a  satisfactory 
farm  income  then  this  situation  might  persist  for  a  long  time. 

The  persistence  of  depressed  income  conditions  on  farms  which  have 
inadequate  income  levels  leads  to  inertia,  apathy  and  immobility  of  farm  people 
and  a  lack  of  enterprise  and  hope.  Whenever  there  is  a  fairly  large  concentration 
of  low  income  farms  other  economic  and  social  problems  develop.  The  area 
frequently  takes  on  the  characteristics  of  a  slum.  The  services  of  the  com- 
munity reflect  the  situation.  School  and  church  facilities  are  often  poor,  com- 
munity life  generally  suffers  and  roads  and  other  services  are  neglected  or 
lacking. 

All  of  the  above  causes  and  conditions  were  mentioned  in  the  presentations 
to  the  Committee.  The  briefs  indicate  also  that  low-income  farms  are  found  to 
a  greater  or  lesser  degree  in  all  sections  of  Canada.  Most  of  the  same  causes 
of  small  farms  are  found  throughout  the  country  but  with  different  emphasis. 
One  of  the  presentations  from  a  Maritime  Province  states:  "The  persistence 
of  the  small  farm  and  its  attendant  problems  can  be  attributed  to  a  great 
variety  of  factors  such  as  size  of  operation,  available  land  area,  soil,  topography, 
capital,  management,  etc.  These  factors  may  appear  singly  or  in  combinations, 
but  a  definite  pattern  is  difficult  to  define  for,  in  many  cases,  one  can  find 
prosperous  farmers  side-by-side  with  so-called  low-income  operators".  In  the 
case  of  the  Prairie  Provinces,  one  of  the  briefs  states  the  situation  in  these 
terms:  "Non-economic  units  in  this  Province  have  stemmed  from  a  number  of 
basic   causes.   Low   average  yields    (mainly   due   to   moisture  limitation),   the 
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long  freight  hauls,  the  export  market,  original  settlement  pattern,  lack  of 
adequate  capital  resources,  immobility  of  labour  resources  in  agriculture  and 
restricted  production  alternatives  are  among  the  more  important  sources  of 
the  problem".  One  of  the  witnesses  grouped  the  cause  of  small  farms  under 
three  main  divisions  namely  (1)  historical,  (2)  physical  and  (3)  economic. 
Another  Prairie  Province  witness  said:  "Problems  exist  today  mainly  in  the 
areas  where  settlers  were  permitted  to  settle  on  land  unsuitable  for  grain 
production.  .  .  .  We  contend  that  farms  both  in  respect  to  size  and  land  use 
must  bear  very  definite  relationship  to  the  economic  conditions  and  environment 
of  the  area  in  which  they  are  located". 

(d)   Problem  areas 

It  was  pointed  out  that  specific  types  of  small  farms  can  be  identified  but 
that  one  need  not  be  concerned  with  some  of  these  types.  Part-time  and 
residential  farms  of  small  holdings,  in  general,  are  viewed  as  desirable  types. 

In  the  case  of  the  part-time  farms  the  sale  of  farm  products  may  not  be 
large.  But  coupled  with  a  substantial  part  of  the  income  from  off-farm 
employment  and  with  the  quality  of  country  residence,  this  type  is  probably 
a  desirable  way  of  life.  With  decreasing  hours  of  work  in  industry  and  the 
resulting  increased  leisure  and  recreational  time,  this  type  permits  many 
intangible  benefits.  These  benefits  also  accrue  to  small  farms  which  can  be 
classed  as  residential  farms  where  the  occupants  have  full-time  city  or  town 
jobs  and  raise  a  few  farm  products  purely  as  a  hobby  and  prefer  to  live  in 
the  country.  There  are  also  small  farms  which  are  operated  by  older  people 
in  semi-retirement.  These  farms  enable  these  persons,  who  probably  have 
farmed  all  their  lives,  to  remain  where  they  wish  and  to  work  at  farm  tasks  at 
their  leisure.  They  probably  have  no  desire  nor  any  particular  need  to  increase 
the  scale  of  their  operations. 

There  are  others  on  small  farms  who  wish  to  have  a  great  deal  of  in- 
dependence and  at  the  same  time  are  not  concerned  about  getting  the  latest 
conveniences  and  therefore  prefer  a  small  scale  operation.  Somewhat  similar 
to  this  type  is  the  small  scale  farmer  who  has  limited  ability  and  responsibility 
and  is  really  not  capable  of  operating  an  efficient  unit.  For  him,  the  small 
farm  unit  provides  a  desirable  place  and  way  to  make  a  living  commensurate 
with  his  standard. 

Because  of  the  high  capital  requirements  in  modern  day  farming,  many 
beginning  their  farming  career  must  start  on  a  modest  scale.  If  they  are 
established  on  farms  with  a  fairly  high  potential  productive  capacity  they  can 
usually  be  improved  through  regular  channels  of  assistance  to  all  commercial 
farmers. 

It  is  the  balance  of  the  small  farms,  (depending  on  the  basis  used  to 
determine  the  extent),  which  represent  full-time  or  near  full-time  work  and 
rely  on  the  income  from  the  farm,  that  constitute  the  "small  farm  problem". 
Another  condition  of  this  group  relates  to  the  desire  of  the  farm  operators 
to  overcome  their  problems.  These  might  be  contrasted  with  operators  of 
Small  farms  who  are  unable  to  operate  larger  scale  farms  because  of  old  age, 
poor  health,  etc.,  and  those  operators  who  are  willing  to  accept  a  low  standard 
of  living  and  wish  to  remain  on  the  farm  as  a  way  of  life. 
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The  problem  of  the  small  full-time  or  near  full-time  farms  derives  from 
two  main  causes:  (1)  low  farm  income  and  (2)  instability  of  farm  income. 
In  the  case  of  the  part-time,  residential  and  other  small  farms,  the  problems 
are  sociological  and  institutional.  The  economic  problems  are  mainly  in  the 
industrial  employment  field.  When  families  and  communities  making  up  the 
small  full-time  farm  group  have  failed  to  meet  new  conditions  of  mechaniza- 
tion and  technology  as  they  have  occurred  and  to  increase  income  from  the 
farm  or  elsewhere,  yet  stayed  on  their  farms  through  lack  of  the  means  to 
change  or  through  attachment  to  their  homes,  or  both,  the  problem  has  grown 
increasingly  acute. 

(e)   Objectives  of  programs  for  small  farms. 

There  were  certain  explicit  objectives  which  ran  through  all  the  submis- 
sions with  a  high  degree  of  similarity  and  agreement.  These  are  outlined  in 
one  of  the  presentations  as  follows: 

( 1 )  the  improvement  of  the  level  of  living  of  farm  families  on  low  produc- 
tion farms; 

(2)  the  improvement  of  the  income  position  of  farmers  (this  includes  in- 
come from  non-farm  sources  also) ; 

(3)  the  consolidation  or  integration  of  small  farms  into  larger  and  more 
productive  units; 

(4)  facilitating  the  transfer  of  part  of  the  agricultural  labour  force  from 
agriculture  to  other  occupations; 

(5)  the  maintenance  of  the  family  farm; 

(6)  the  maintenance  of  the  rural  community; 

(7)  a  better  use  of  both  human  and  natural  resources. 

Further  to  these  objectives,  which  express  the  central  framework  in  an  over- 
all program  to  alleviate  the  problems  of  the  small  farm,  several  other  important 
objectives  were  pointed  out  in  the  briefs.  Some  of  these  objectives  are:  (1) 
a  satisfactory  adjustment  in  the  use  of  poor  lands  from  agriculture  to  other 
uses  such  as  forestry,  grazing  and  recreation.  The  rigidity  of  institutional 
factors  and  other  difficulties  in  this  transfer  were  pointed  up  by  certain 
statistical  data  for  Ontario  and  Nova  Scotia  on  the  process  of  abandonment 
of  farm  land  and  the  reverting  of  land  to  non-use  rather  than  other  appropriate 
uses.  (2)  In  certain  regions  of  the  country,  other  major  land  use  and  occupa- 
tions such  as  lumbering,  pulpwood  cutting,  farm  woodlots  and  fishing  should 
be  recognized  as  the  best  alternative  use  either  in  place  of  or  as  complementary 
to  agriculture.  (3)  Help  to  low  income  farmers  should  be  offered  on  the  basis 
of  voluntary  participation  and  the  final  management  decisions  should  rest  with 
the  farmer.  (4)  A  co-ordinated  federal-provincial  set-up  should  be  the  basis 
for  action,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  land  and  water  resources  are  under 
the  control  of  each  province.  The  federal  government  must  be  concerned  with 
the  best  use  and  conservation  of  these  resources  since  they  are  basic  to  the 
needs  of  the  nation. 

There  was  also  general  agreement  in  the  belief  that  rational  policies  and 
programs  consistent  with  the  objectives,  which  have  been  stated,  might  be 
organized  and  developed  under  at  least  three  divisions.  These  were  stated  in 
one  case  in  the  following  manner: 

(1)  better  land  use, 

(2)  creation  of  an  economic  climate  designed  to  facilitate  and  improve 
off-farm  income  and  employment  conditions, 

(3)  more  efficient  levels  of  production  on  farms  remaining  in  agriculture. 
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Certain  policies  and  programs  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  majority  of 
commercial  farmers  were  not  believed  to  be  appropriate  to  improve  the  lot 
of  the  low-income  farmer.  These  included  policies  relating  to  price  support, 
crop  insurance,  marketing,  extension  of  agricultural  production  information  and 
the  usual  formal  types  of  credit.  Thus,  most  briefs  stressed  the  need  of  new 
or  particular  types  of  programs  aimed  directly  at  the  low-income  farm.  It 
was  also  stressed  repeatedly  that  the  problems  of  the  low-income  farmer- Could 
not  be  met  by  any  one  program  or  administration.  In  addition  to  the  need  for 
federal  and  provincial  co-operation,  as  has  been  mentioned,  many  types  of 
services  and  separate  administrations  would  be  involved.  The  main  need 
would  be  flexibility  of  policies  and  programs  adaptable  to  co-ordination  of 
effort,  continuous  research,  study  and  service,  and  any  particular  needs  of  each 
province. 

(/)   Solutions  proposed. 

The  need  for  the  development  of  a  national  land  use  policy  was  probably 
the  most  frequent  and  strongly  advocated  proposal.  As  a  prerequisite,  the 
conducting  of  land  use  surveys  to  provide  the  information  on  the  best  uses 
of  specific  areas  of  land  and  on  problems  or  prospective  problems  arising  from 
existing  use  was  stressed.  These  would  enable  the  study  of  proper  use  of  land 
by  local  land  use  committees  and  an  economic  classification  of  land  for  alter- 
native uses  of  poor  lands.  These  studies  would  determine:  (1)  areas  which 
should  continue  in  agricultural  production,  (2)  soil  and  water  conservation, 
drainage  and  other  types  of  development  measures  in  which  the  expenditure  of 
public  funds  is  justified  by  economic  conditions,  (3)  delineation  of  areas  where 
movement  of  resources  out  of  agriculture  is  deemed  best  and  (4)  areas  to 
which  non-agricultural  activities  might  be  attracted.  This  practice  of  having 
local  people  study  their  conditions  and  decide  on  the  solutions  is  understood 
to  be  the  basic  philosophy  of  the  Rural  Development  Program  in  the  United 
States.  Members  of  the  Committee  expressed  keen  interest  in  this  Program 
and  would  like  to  obtain  information  on  it.  It  might  provide  valuable  guides 
to  an  appropriate  program  in  Canada. 

Most  briefs  envisaged  federal  enabling  legislation  followed  by  federal- 
provincial  action  programs.  Federal  enabling  legislation  mentioned  was  a 
"Rural  Planning  and  Development  Act";  a  "National  Land  Use  Act";  a 
"National  Soil  and  Water  Conservation  Act";  and  a  "Federal  Conservation  and 
Reclamation  Act".  Most  had  in  mind  an  Act  of  sufficient  flexibility  that  it 
could  be  applied  to  any  section  of  Canada,  followed  by  complementary  pro- 
vincial legislation  and  a  co-operative  program  of  land  use.  It  would  be 
accompanied  by  some  means  of  financing  to  help  the  small  farms.  The  proposed 
legislation  would  include  the  work  of  the  present  Prairie  Farm  Rehabilitation 
and  Maritime  Marshland  Reclamation  Administrations.  It  would  provide 
authority  for  the  federal  government  to  participate  financially  with  the  prov- 
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inces  and  possibly  the  municipalities  in  approved  projects,  such  as  reclamation 
of  problematic  prairie  lands,  conservation,  irrigation,  drainage,  dyking,  marsh- 
land rehabilitation,  river  erosion  and  other  erosion  problems;  watershed 
development,  woodlot  management,  land  clearing,  development  of  community 
pastures,  and  any  other  project  for  the  benefit  of  an  agricultural  or  wooded 
area. 

One  possibility  of  speeding  up  the  process  of  land  use  adjustment  was 
suggested  in  the  brief  from  the  Ontario  Department  of  Agriculture.  Reference 
to  this  was  made  as  follows:  "Land  purchase  for  forestry  or  grazing  with  older 
operators  given  the  right  to  sell  and  still  live  out  life  span  on  the  farm".  It 
is  understood  that  this  method  is  available  in  the  State  of  New  York. 

In  the  area  of  land  use  policy,  a  strong  request  was  made  in  one  presenta- 
tion to  investigate  the  possibility  of  the  Federal  Government  introducing  some 
financial  incentive  to  private  owners  to  certify  land  under  the  National  Tree 
Farm  Movement.  This  is  a  voluntary  movement  with  the  purpose  in  mind  of 
encouraging  the  conversion  of  poor  agricultural  land  to  the  production  of  tree 
crops.  At  present  this  is  promoted  through  a  forest  management  educational 
program.  The  major  problems  involved  in  the  conversion  of  this  class  of  land 
to  forest  use  are:  (1)  the  non-productive  waiting  period  for  a  merchantable 
tree  crop,  (2)  land  ownership,  (3)  lack  of  credit  for  the  acquisition  of  a 
satisfactory  forest  crop  unit,  and  (4)  taxation  policies  which  are  largely  based 
on  an  annual  grain  crop  yield  base  and  tend  to  discourage  the  production  of 
timber  crops. 

Another  main  proposal  related  to  the  need  for  a  program  of  supervision 
or  the  application  of  good  farm  business  principles  and  management  in  conjunc- 
tion with  more  credit  of  appropriate  types.  Traditional  credit  services  have 
proven  inadequate  to  meet  the  need  of  farmers  with  limited  resources.  Some 
witnesses  pointed  out  that  the  only  farmers  who  can  get  credit  are  the  ones 
who  need  it  the  least. 

Many  briefs  mentioned  the  lack  of  sufficient  credit  to  small  continuing 
farmers  with  which  to  finance  desired  expansion  or  adjustment.  Increased 
activity  by  provincial  credit  agencies  in  recent  years  is  a  reflection  of  the  desire 
on  the  part  of  small  uneconomic  farm  units  to  expand  the  scope  of  their 
operations.  In  the  case  of  loans  for  short  duration  favourable  comment  was 
made  of  the  Farm  Improvement  Loans  Act.  The  expansion  of  loaning  in  recent 
years  under  the  Canadian  Farm  Loan  Board  was  noted.  But  stringent  features 
of  the  Canadian  Farm  Loan  Board  came  in  for  a  lot  of  criticism.  One  partic- 
ular matter  was  the  lack  of  recognition  of  the  Board  of  the  role  of  the  farm 
woodlot  as  a  source  of  increased  farm  income  under  a  program  of  forest  manage- 
ment. It  was  said  that  "little  account  was  taken  of  the  woodlot  as  a  source 
of  possible  annual  revenue  or  as  a  considerable  factor  in  appraising  the  sound- 
ness of  the  over-all  (farm)  operation". 

The  success  of  the  supervised  credit  program  of  the  Veteran's  Land 
Administration  was  cited  as  a  model  of  assistance  to  operators  of  small  farms. 
Guides  and  conditions  were  proposed  in  some  briefs.  These  included:  (1) 
careful  selection  of  applicants,    (2)    a  sufficient  amount  of  credit  to  lift  the 
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status  of  a  low-income  farm  to  an  economic  sized  unit  with  adequate  annual 
income,  (3)  provision  of  competent  planning  and  supervisory  services,  (4) 
repayment  provisions  with  flexibility  related  to  the  inherent  productive  capacity 
of  the  expanded  farm. 

The  provision  of  supervised  management  is  part  of  a  general  maintenance 
and  improvement  in  the  educational  process,  which  needs  to  be  stressed  in 
a  program  for  farm  people.  Time  after  time  mention  was  made  of  the  fine 
work  of  the  universities  and  agricultural  colleges  in  providing  good  scientific 
and  technical  knowledge  through  regular  courses  and  extension  work.  Some 
felt  that  all  young  farm  people  contemplating  farming  as  their  life  occupation 
should  be  assisted  and  even  asked  to  obtain  sound  basic  scientific  training  in 
agriculture.  Special  emphasis  was  laid  on  the  need  for  farm  management 
training.  Present-day  farming  requires  technological  and  economic  knowledge 
in  order  to  operate  successfully. 

Associated  with  the  need  of  scientific  knowledge  for  farm  people,  most 
witnesses  stressed  the  need  for  more  research.  Most  emphasized  the  need 
for  more  economic  studies  in  the  production  and  marketing  of  agricultural 
products,  establishment  of  the  economic  size  of  farm  business,  rural  zoning, 
type  of  farming,  rural  reorganization  and  adjustment,  rural-urban  migration 
and  many  other  areas.  It  was  stressed  in  most  briefs  that  research  information 
now  available  at  the  universities  and  the  federal  and  provincial  departments  of 
agriculture  should  be  co-ordinated. 

In  the  creation  of  an  economic  climate  designed  to  facilitate  and  increase 
off-farm  income  and  employment  conditions,  a  number  of  proposals  were  made. 
Since  low-income  farms  produce  so  little  for  sale,  the  consolidation  of  these 
farms  and  the  displacing  of  farm  families  would  not  materially  affect  the 
output  situation  and  surpluses.  It  would  not  be  sufficient  to  offset  to  any 
extent  the  continuing  surge  in  output  per  acre,  per  animal  unit  and  per  worker. 
The  main  gain  to  the  nation  of  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  small  inefficient 
farms  would  largely  consist  of  an  improvement  in  levels  of  living,  accruing  to 
those  making  the  shift,  through  improved  income  distribution.  Some  increased 
production  in  the  non-agricultural  sector  to  which  the  low-income  farmers 
move  might  be  expected.  This  suggests  the  need  to  make  sure  that  the  families 
shifted  are  really  better  off  in  non-farm  employment. 

One  witness  said  that  "most  of  the  young  people  are  leaving  the  farm 
but  the  parents  are  remaining.  Many  of  these  people  are  reluctant  to  leave 
because  they  feel  that  they  have  insufficient  qualifications  for  employment 
other  than  farming."  Several  briefs  pointed  out  that,  in  general,  the  best 
course  would  be  to  step  up  arrangements  to  train  young  farm  people  for  skilled 
work  and  locate  the  right  sort  of  jobs  for  them.  This  would  accompany  a 
policy  of  leaving  many  families  on  present  small  farms  as  part-time  or  even 
residential  farms,  certainly  in  the  case  of  older  farm  operators. 

Associated  with  this  course  of  action  would  be  the  creation  of  favourable 
conditions  in  industry  and  particularly  in  decentralization  of  industry  so  as  to 
encourage  people  to  move  off  the  farm.  In  the  case  of  part-time  farms,  off- 
farm  employment  would  be  a  means  of  supplementing  their  farm  income. 
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Proposals  to  increase  off-farm  income  and  employment  require  opportuni- 
ties for  jobs  and  informational  and  educational  aids.  Types  of  assistance  in  this 
regard,  which  may  be  on  either  a  full-time  or  part-time  basis,  were  stressed 
in  all  the  presentations.     These  types  of  assistance  were: 

(1)  encouragement  to  industry,  to  establish  in  rural  communities  to 
provide  off-farm  employment  opportunities.  This  would  allow  some 
family  groups  to  remain  intact  in  their  familiar  environment.  This 
type  of  development  is  important  from  the  standpoint  of  the  employer 
who  depends  on  a  seasonal  labour  force.  If  the  industry  fits  in  with 
favourable  local  features  and  the  employment  does  not  conflict  with 
the  main  seasonal  farm  tasks,  these  complementary  undertakings  can 
yield  satisfactory  livelihoods  for  many  families. 

(2)  provision  of  vocational  and  technical  training  in  rural  areas  to  improve 
the  skills  of  farm  people  and  increase  their  chance  of  finding  better 
industrial  jobs.  This  program  might  be  provided  along  the  same 
lines  as  current  vocational  courses  in  agriculture. 

(3)  expansion  and  improvement  of  present  employment  services  in  rural 
areas  which  would  inform  low-income  farmers  and  their  families  of  all 
employment  opportunities.  The  labour  supply  on  these  farms  might 
also  be  more  regularly  reported  and  categorized. 

(4)  special  assistance  or  resettlement  compensation  to  help  farm  families 
move  to  appropriate  employment  areas.  Financial  assistance  might 
be  provided  for  part  of  the  familiarization  period  and  for  counselling. 

Other  suggested  aids  include:  (a)  development  of  a  community  planning 
program  by  all  sections  of  the  community  such  as  business,  schools,  churches, 
farms,  financial,  etc.,  to  assist  people  out  of  agriculture,  and  (b)  unemployment 
insurance  for  farm  workers  to  provide  added  income  security. 

Some  presentations  indicated  that  the  recreational  aspect  of  land  use  has 
not  been  seriously  investigated  and  developed  in  Canada.  The  brief  from  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  Marketing  in  Nova  Scotia  referred  to  the 
commercial  value  and  use  of  certain  grades  of  land,  which  is  appropriate  in 
many  areas,  in  this  manner:  "Well-planned  recreational  use  of  our  land  and 
water  areas  could  well  provide  a  pleasant  and  economically  rewarding  return 
for  terrain  which  is  definitely  submarginal  for  agricultural  purposes  .  .  .  The 
small  farm  operator,  through  the  use  of  recreational  facilities,  could  supplement 
his  income  substantially."  The  increasing  need  for  a  rational  appraisal  of 
the  growth  in  population,  the  basic  shifts  of  age  groups  within  the  population, 
the  increase  in  leisure  time  because  of  shorter  work  hours  and  earlier  retire- 
ment, increased  urbanization  and  improved  transportation  facilities. 

Two  briefs  suggested  that  there  should  be  a  national  agency  or  special 
federal  authority  to  deal  specifically  with  the  small  farm  problem,  to  study  its 
implications  and  evolve  a  policy  by  which  adjustments  could  be  carried  out. 
In  one  case,  this  national  agency  was  proposed  in  conjunction  with  a  federal 
administration  which  would  deal  directly  with  existing  problems  of  the  use 
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and  conservation  of  our  land  resources.  Here  the  national  agency  would  deal 
primarily  with  the  economic  and  social  aspects  of  the  small  farm  problem 
rather  than  the  technical.  It  was  stated  in  the  other  brief  that  the  primary 
function  of  the  special  authority  would  be  development  and  rehabilitation, 
which  intimates  a  combination  of  both  functions  of  the  two  separate  administra- 
tions proposed  in  the  first  brief. 

Both  briefs  implied  federal-provincial  co-operation  in  a  program,  flexible 
in  nature  and  adaptable  to  the  needs  of  each  province;  access  to  financial 
resources;  a  centre  for  achieving  co-ordinated  federal-provincial  action  and 
gathering  of  information;  facilities  and  staff  to  undertake  research  in  the 
economic  and  social  phases  of  the  problem;  and  active  participation  with  inter- 
departmental and  advisory  committees.  In  the  case  of  Nova  Scotia,  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Marketing  suggested  that  ...  "A  development 
program  might  be  started  in  northern  or  eastern  Nova  Scotia  on  a  restricted 
scale  as  a  pilot  program". 

There  was  general  commendation  throughout  the  briefs  of  certain  federal 
assistance  programs  which  have  been  in  operation  for  varying  periods  of  time. 
Presentations  from  the  Maritime  Provinces  mentioned  specifically  (1)  the 
federal-provincial  fertilizer  and  lime  program  (2)  federal  freight  assistance 
on  the  railroad  movement  of  feed  grain  (3)  the  assistance  to  boy's  and  girl's 
4-H  Clubs  (4)  assistance  for  livestock  improvement  and  promotion  of  good 
seed  and  horticultural  development  (5)  survey,  engineering  and  construction 
of  the  main  protective  works  of  dykes,  aboiteaux  and  breakwaters  under  the 
Marshland  Rehabilitation  program,  and  (6)  of  more  recent  date,  the  organiza- 
tion and  development  of  community  pastures. 

In  Quebec,  in  addition  to  mention  of  the  federal  freight  assistance  on 
western  feed  grains  and  the  excellent  demonstration  work  of  the  Experimental 
Farms  and  Illustration  Stations  (now  Research  Branch),  special  reference  was 
made  to  the  provincial  programs  of  the  "Better  Farming  Competition"  and  the 
Drainage  Service. 

Reference  was  made  to  the  fine  work  done  in  Western  Canada  by  the 
Prairie  Farm  Rehabilitation  Administration.  This  included  all  the  phases  of 
the  program  such  as  small  and  large  water  project  developments,  land  utiliza- 
tion projects,  particularly  the  removal  of  lands  unsuitable  for  cultivation  and 
their  development  as  community  pastures  for  livestock  production,  and  the  re- 
settlement of  farmers  from  drought  areas.  The  financial  assistance  provided  to 
Western  farmers  under  the  Prairie  Farm  Assistance  Act  was  cited  as  a  means 
to  assure  a  minimum  income  to  meet  pressing  expenses  in  years  of  crop  failure. 

In  summary,  general  agreement  was  evidenced  by  provincial  bodies  in 
these  and  other  federal  policies  and  measures  which  contribute  directly  or 
indirectly  to  better  conservation  and  use  of  land  and  to  improvement  in  farm 
income.  Provincial  bodies  not  only  wish  them  to  be  maintained  but  to  be 
enlarged  and  expanded  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  production  and  incomes  of 
those  wishing  to  remain  on  farms,  and  to  aid  in  the  transfer  of  the  under- 
employed farm  people  to  industry. 

IV.  RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  conditions  which  are  common  to  small  or  low-income  farms  have  been 
set  out  in  this  report  from  information  presented  to  the  Committee  by  organiza- 
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tions  and  individuals  with  a  wide  knowledge  of  the  problems.    These  conditions 
are  many  and  varied. 

Basic  to  the  solution  of  the  small  farm  problem  is  an  inventory  and 
assessment  of  the  land  resources  of  Canada.  The  economic  and  social  problems 
which  arise  in  the  use  of  land  are  acute  when  the  capacity  of  the  farm  unit 
is  inadequate  and  is  unable  to  adjust  to  new  situations.  Considerable  progress 
has  been  made  in  the  classification  of  soils  for  agricultural  purposes  and  the 
inventory  of  forested  areas  in  Canada.  In  these  and  other  important  work,  the 
Federal  Government  has  participated  with  the  Provinces. 

Four  recommendations  made  by  this  Committee  during  the  last  session 
dealt  with  land  use  problems.  The  Committee  wishes  to  re- affirm  its  support 
of  these  recommendations  in  their  original  form  as  follows: 

(1)  That  the  soil  survey  being  co-operatively  carried  out  by  the  Federal 
Department  of  Agriculture,  the  Provincial  Departments  of  Agriculture  and  the 
Colleges  of  Agriculture  be  speeded  up  and  expanded  not  only  in  order  to 
complete  the  soil  mapping  of  the  whole  settled  area  of  Canada,  but  also  of  the 
unsettled  areas. 

(2)  That  it  be  called  to  the  attention  of  the  proper  authorities  the  need  of 
a  systematic  land  use  survey  based  upon  appropriate  factors  to  provide  for  an 
economic  classification  of  the  land  according  to  its  use  suitability. 

(3)  That  the  work  of  various  agencies  in  the  study  and  management  of  our 
water  resources  be  expanded, — specifically  that  work  relating  to  drainage  and 
erosion  problems,  irrigation,  levels  of  water-tables  and  present  and  likely 
future  water  requirements. 

(4)  That  more  emphasis  be  given  studies  which  designate  requirements 
respecting  farm  size,  organization  and  practices  according  to  the  physical 
characteristics  of  the  land  and  economic  conditions  which  prevail. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  following  recommendations  are  presented  for 
consideration: 

(5)  that  a  special  body  is  instituted  to  assemble,  co-ordinate  and  arrange 
for  the  dissemination  to  farmers  of  agricultural  research  done  by  the  Federal 
and  Provincial  Departments  of  Agriculture,  universities  and  agricultural 
colleges,  and  other  research  organizations. 

(6)  that  an  expanded  extension  service  be  inaugurated  to  deal  with  active 
farm  planning,  sound  business  principles  and  farm  management  for  the 
alleviation  of  problems  of  the  small  uneconomic  farm  unit.  These  services  are 
regarded  as  necessary  conditions  in  the  use  of  credit  and  the  expansion  of 
loans  to  farmers  in  the  long,  intermediate  and  short-term  fields. 

(7)  that  provision  be  made  for  an  expanded  program  of  vocational  and 
technical  training  in  rural  areas. 

(8)  that  governmental  employment  agencies  improve  and  expand  their 
services  to  facilitate  employment  of  persons  from  low-income  farm  areas  in 
off-farm  jobs.  Associated  with  this  service  we  would  urge  the  complete  list- 
ing, categorizing,  and  reporting  of  the  farm  labour  supply.  A  special  counsel- 
ling service  should  be  instituted. 
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(9)  that  consideration  be  given  to  extension  of  re-settlement  assistance  to 
any  farmer  on  a  small  uneconomic  farm  wishing  to  move  to  another  area  of 
employment,  after  due  consideration  of  the  existing  farm  potential  and  em- 
ployment situation. 

(10)  that  this  Committee  request  the  Federal  Department  of  Agriculture 
to  send  a  delegation  to  the  United  States  to  study  and  report  on  the  Rural 
Development  Program. 

(11)  that  this  Committee  be  reconstituted  at  the  earliest  possible  date  after 
the  opening  of  the  next  Session  of  Parliament  due  to  the  great  importance  of 
proper  land  use  in  Canada.

An  Act  for  granting  to  Her  Majesty  certain  sums  of  money  for  the  public 
service  of  the  financial  year  ending  the  31st  March,  1960. 

To  which  Bill  I  humbly  request  Your  Honour's  Assent". 

After  the  Clerk  Assistant  read  the  title  of  the  Bill:  —

After  which  the  Honourable  the  Deputy  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor 
General  was  pleased  to  close  the  Second  Session  of  the  Twenty-Fourth  Parlia- 
ment of  Canada  with  the  following  Speech:  — 

Honourable  Members  of  the  Senate: 

Members  of  the  House  of  Commons: 

Canadians  have  welcomed  with  profound  gratitude  the  visit  of  Her 
Gracious  Majesty  the  Queen  and  His  Royal  Highness  The  Prince  Philip.  Her 
Majesty  and  The  Prince  are  assured  of  the  affection  and  devotion  of  the 
Canadian  people  and  of  their  deep  attachment  to  the  Crown.  To  mark  Her 
Majesty's  visit  you  have  established  the  Queen  Elizabeth  II  Research  Fund 
for  research  into  the  diseases  of  children. 

It  has  been  gratifying  that  the  President  of  the  United  States  was  able 
to  be  present  with  our  Queen  on  the  occasion  of  the  official  opening  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  Seaway. 

Canadians  are  convinced  that  every  effort  must  be  made  to  attain  and  to 
preserve  lasting  peace  in  the  world.  My  Government  is  hopeful  that  it  will  be 
possible  at  summit  meetings  of  heads  of  governments  to  make  progress  towards 
the  settlement  of  such  important  issues  as  Germany,  Berlin,  nuclear  test 
explosions  and  towards  agreement  on  general  disarmament. 

Meanwhile,  it  is  necessary  to  maintain  the  strength  of  the  free  world 
provided  by  the  North  Atlantic  Alliance.  To  this  end  an  important  decision 
has  been  reached  to  re-equip  the  Canadian  Air  Division  in  Europe  with  modern 
and  up-to-date  aircraft.  You  have  been  informed  of  the  steps  being  taken  for 
sharing  with  the  United  States  the  production  and  procurement  of  defence 
equipment  and  have  approved  an  appropriation  to  support  selected  development 
programmes  related  to  production  sharing. 

The  Government  recognizes  that  the  peace  of  the  world  cannot  be  assured 
by  defence  measures  alone  and  that  economic  assistance  to  less  developed 
countries  is  a  necessity  and  in  Canada's  interest.  You  have  authorized  an 
increase  in  Canada's  contribution  under  the  Colombo  Plan  to  provide  further 
help  for  Asian  and  African  nations,  particularly  those  within  the  Common- 
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wealth.  You  have  also  voted  substantial  assistance  for  the  new  Federation 
of  the  West  Indies.  You  have  approved  a  measure  to  increase  Canada's  sub- 
scriptions to  the  International  Bank  and  the  International  Monetary  Fund. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  the  strong  recovery  from  the  recent  recession 
both  abroad  and  here  at  home.  My  Government  will  continue  to  take  whatever 
steps  lie  within  its  power  to  maintain  employment  and  to  sustain  sound 
economic  growth. 

To  improve  the  lot  of  those  who  unfortunately  from  time  to  time  find 
themselves  unemployed,  you  have  made  important  amendments  to  the 
Unemployment  Insurance  Act. 

Emphasis  has  continued  to  be  placed  on  national  development  and  financial 
provision  has  been  made  for  numerous  projects  in  this  field. 

Important  measures  have  been  approved  for  the  agricultural  sector  of  our 
economy.  You  have  enacted  legislation  to  provide  for  loans  and  grants  for 
provincial  crop  insurance  schemes  and  a  statute  has  been  passed  under  which 
long  term  mortgage  credit  can  be  made  available  to  farmers.  The  new  Farm 
Credit  Act  provides  for  substantially  larger  loans  than  have  hitherto  been 
available. 

A  National  Energy  Board  has  been  established.  This  important  new  agency 
will  ensure  that,  so  far  as  it  is  within  the  power  of  Parliament,  Canada's 
energy  resources  will  be  conserved  and  used  in  the  best  interests  of  all  our 
people. 

The  Maritime  Coal  Production  Assistance  Act  has  been  amended  to  enable 
a  further  measure  of  assistance  to  this  industry  on  which  the  livelihood  of  so 
many  Canadians  depends. 

You  have  amended  the  Export  Credits  Insurance  Act  and  thus  provided  a 
further  stimulus  for  our  exports  and  our  trade  generally. 

Several  statutes  which  go  to  make  up  the  Veterans  Charter  have  been 
amended,  broadening  the  range  of  benefits  to  veterans,  particularly  those 
who  settle  on  the  land. 

The  Federal-Provincial  Tax- Sharing  Arrangements  Act  has  been  amended 
to  extend  the  increase  made  last  year  in  the  provincial  share  of  personal  income 
tax  revenue. 

A  Conference  of  Dominion  and  Provincial  Ministers  of  Finance  and 
Provincial  Treasurers  was  held  early  this  month  at  which  it  was  agreed  that  a 
comprehensive  study  should  be  undertaken  of  the  problems  of  inter-govern- 
mental financial  and  economic  relations.  A  further  meeting  will  be  held  next 
October.  Meanwhile,  reports  on  many  of  these  questions  are  being  prepared 
by  the  Federal-Provincial  Continuing  Committee  of  Officials. 

You  have  enacted  a  measure  to  authorize  the  payment  of  additional  annual 
grants  to  Newfoundland  in  accordance  with  the  scale  contained  in  the  Report 
of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Newfoundland  Finances  appointed  in  fulfilment 
of  the  obligation  of  the  Government  of  Canada  under  the  Terms  of  Union 
of  Newfoundland  with  Canada. 

You  have  enacted  a  measure  to  alleviate  the  discriminatory  effects  of  the 
last  horizontal  increase  in  freight  rates  and  an  inquiry  has  been  instituted  into 
a  broad  range  of  railway  problems. 

Changes  have  been  made  in  the  Criminal  Code,  including  an  important 
provision  respecting  obscene  literature. 

After  study  of  the  subject  by  a  Committee,  you  have  approved  a  measure 
for  the  humane  slaughter  of  food  animals. 
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You  have  signified  your  approval  of  a  new  International  Wheat  Agreement 
negotiated  within  the  past  few  months.  The  Agreement  has  since  been  accepted. 

You  have  provided  for  the  appointment  of  Parliamentary  Secretaries  to 
Ministers  of  the  Crown. 

The  supplementary  pensions  for  retired  civil  servants,  members  of  the 
Armed  Services  and  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police,  provided  by 
appropriations  last  year,  have  been  placed  on  a  statutory  basis. 

Other  measures  enacted  at  this  session  include  the  Act  to  approve  the 
Income  Tax  Convention  with  Finland,  the  C.N.R.  Financing  and  Guarantee  Act, 
a  new  Seeds  Act,  Acts  to  confirm  Agreements  with  the  Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia 
and  New  Brunswick  respecting  Indian  Reserves,  an  Act  to  authorize  the  con- 
struction of  a  bridge  across  the  Niagara  River  between  Ontario  and  New  York, 
an  Act  to  authorize  the  construction  of  a  bridge  across  the  Pigeon  River 
between  Ontario  and  Minnesota,  and  an  Act  to  repeal  certain  Fisheries  Laws  of 
Newfoundland  respecting  the  Exportation  of  Salt  Fish. 

You  have  also  amended  the  St.  Lawrence  Seaway  Authority  Act,  the 
Northwest  Territories  Act,  the  Farm  Improvement  Loans  Act,  the  National 
Defence  Act,  the  National  Housing  Act,  the  Trans-Canada  Highway  Act,  the 
Old  Age  Security  Act,  the  Fisheries  Improvement  Loans  Act,  the  Public 
Servants  Inventions  Act,  the  Income  Tax  Act,  the  Customs  Tariff,  the  Excise 
Act,  the  Excise  Tax  Act,  the  New  Zealand  Trade  Agreement  Act  1932,  the 
Prime  Minister's  Residence  Act,  the  Judges  Act,  the  Prisons  and  Reformatories 
Act,  the  Length  and  Mass  Units  Act,  the  Weights  and  Measures  Act,  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mounted  Police  Act,  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  Superannua- 
tion Act,  the  Public  Lands  Grants  Act,  and  the  Combines  Investigation  Act.
